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OREEK COINS ACXj HIRED BY THE BRITISH 
MUSEUM, 1914-1916.

As in previous accounts of the acquisitions of the 
British Museum, I omit from this paper the coins 
which are to he included in catalogues now in pre¬ 
paration, even although in the present circumstances 
the appearance of these volumes is likely to suffer 
considerable delay* What b probably the most im¬ 
portant acquisition of the three years; tbs selection of 
Sftbaean and Himyarito coins from the collection 
of the late OoL W* F, Prideaux t ia excluded on this 
ground.* Certain recent acquisitions, which have 
found a place in other articles in the A r iftui$tn u fic 
Chronicle, it h obviously unnecessary to republish 
here. Of these I may mention the series of 48 silver 
coins of A tli tins, A nidus. Hob, Aspcndns, Miletus, 
Si nope t Bymntimn, and Persia, all from the “Cilichm 
Find \ 2 winch the Museum owes to the generosity" of 
Mr. E, T* Newell; and certain coins of the colony 
of Pisidian Antioch, which I have myself described. 1

Mtmsterberg’s publication of coins 11 aus van Lflimeps

and among them no less than sixty-seven pieces of the 
kind described above; the seven given by Mr. Stickler 
to the British Museum were doubtless among them at 
the time. Dr. Munster berg noted that nearly half 
oi the sixty-seven were restruck tin coins of Antioch us. 
He also pertinently observes that the attribution of 
these coins to Antiochus II is by no means convincing, 
and inclines, from the roughness of the execution of 
the Heratles-Nike types, to assume that they were 
struck daring the reign of Antiochus HI. That (hey

The class of curious little bronze coins which M, 
Svoronos v has identified as the noAAv^h of the fifth 
century was represented in the British Museum by 
only three specimens; one with ofor. crab, rev. sole of 
r. foot (Svoronos 478), was amongst the unidentified 
coins, and was recognized by M. Svoronos himsdf on 
his last visit to England ; the other is included under 
Angina in B. M. €.: Attica, p. 143, No. 223 ; a third. 
obv. bticraninm, ver, X. wag also among the unidentified 
coins, and does not seem to be described by M. Svoronos. 
The generous donation of thirty-three specimens by 
Mr. J. Anderson of Athens has to some extent filled 
the gap, though it mast be remembered that M, Svoronos

Aii interesting little hoard of thirty-nine Athenian 
"owls^p found in the Pt&h-temenoa at Memphis, has 
been presented by the British School of Archaeology 
in Egypt through Prof. Flinders Petrie* Five of the 
coins are of the fifth-century type, with the eye in 
full; the remainder have the eye in profile. Although 
the average state of preservation is poor, the hoard is 
interesting for various reasons. One is the remarkably 
good style of a certain number of the specimens 
showing no trace of archaism; they might almost 
have been made in an Attic colony [PL I- 15 lfl]- 
There is, however, nothing else to indicate that they 
did not issue from the Athenian mint* One, which 
loots barbarous, is apparently struck from a badly 
worn die. On a large number there are punch-murks; 
a seven-rayed star, in one case with blobs at the ends 
of the rays, a kind of qua trefoil, a four-pointed star, 
and other marks that suggest letters, may be noted; 
but for the most part, unfortunately, the corrosion of 
the surface renders the marks illegible. In general 
character they may be compared with the counter- 
marks on Persian sigloh but there appears to be no 
more than a family resemblance to those which I have 
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noted on the latter series* In addition to punch-mark¬ 
ing, the coins have been submitted to the most drastic 
teats oi genuineness : many of them show not only the 
usual stabs* but large holes which have boon drilled 
almost through the coins; in one case the weight has 
been thus reduced to 2 ID-3 grs. (14*21 grms.) r That such 
testing waa justified is proved by one specimen which 
is a mere shell of silver, the whole of the interior 
having disappeared* leaving only traces of the copper 
of which it wag apparently composed. Yet this coin 
shows* punched on the cheek of Athena* what looks 
like a pair of signs of some Oriental script; which 
suggests that punch-marks were sometimes impressed 
on plated corns in order to divert suspicion.

This k oise of the puzzling group of coins with 
portrait heads discussed by Imkoof-Blumer.^ Taylor 
Cotnbo had already recognised the head on one of the 
group as Alexander Bales, Lmhoof-Blumer rejects 
this identification* and makes out a strong case for 
dating all these portrait coins, and others connected 
with them by various details* long after Solenoid 
times. He thinks that the head is intended always 
tor the same person, and that a heroized king, possibly 
Alexander the Great, He misses in all of them the 
characteristic long chin of Alexander Balas. The 
present coin, however, seems to me to show precisely 
that characteristic i and all the heads seem to have 
a Sebucid character, whereas in none of them can 
I observe any of the characteristics of the well-known 
type of Alexander the Great.

Prideatijt had already read the name 
Eshael and compared it with that of the Ethiopian 
king Ellesbaa. Littmaim does not believe in the 
existence of a king Bwhasa, and there is much in Ids 
contention that, since the inscription occurs in con¬ 
junction with the names of Esbuel, Ezana, and Bttn 
Avan<pf ter, it cannot conceal the name ot a king. On 
one coin it occurs alone, repeated on both sides: this 
also is among our recent acquisitions:

THE ALEXANDRIAN COINAGE OF THE 
EARLY YEARS OF HADRIAN. 

(See Plate IV.] 

There are «OLit interesting peculiarities in the 
earliest issues of the Alexandrian mint under Hadrian 
which seem to deserve investigation. In the foil owing 
l>aper T have attempted to classify these issues on a 
chronological basis.using For this purpose the material 
obtained by examination of the collections at the 
British Museum. Athena, and Oxford, with my own, 
and adding references to Signor Dattari s catalogue. 
Specimens of the more important types ore illustrated 
on the Plate. 

No Alexandrian coins of Hadrian s first year exist; 
hut this is not remarkable, as his lirst year, on the 
Egyptian reckoning, consisted only of the period 
between the date of his accession and the end of the 
Egyptian year, i. e. August 17 to 29, 117. Possibly 
the news that Trajan was dead and Hadrian had been 
proclaimed emperor did not reach Alexandria before 
the new year began; certainly there would have been 
no time to cut dies and issue coins. 

Even in the second year the mint officials at 
Alexandria do not appear to liavo obtained prompt 
information as to the titles or portrait of Hadrian, so 
far as can be judged from a few specimens which. 
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in view of their peculiarities in these respects, may 
be regarded as the first issue. The obverse types are :

The legend on these coins is clearly borrowed from 
those of Trajan T passing on to Hadrian titles of bis 
predecessor to which he had no claim* The same 
transfer of titles occurs on some few Roman Bl 6 imperial'* 
coins of Hadrian r which also may be presumed to have 
been struck in the earliest days of the reign, before 
official particulars m to the style of the emperor won 
furnished to the mint* Moreover, the head on the 
Alexandrian coins suggests that the die-engravers had 
no authentic portrait of Hadrian to copy, and were 
reduced, as in the case of the legend, to reproducing 
Tmjaii with variations; a minor point of some signifi¬ 
cance is the treatment of the ends of the tie of the 
wreath, which are curled, in accordance with the 
fashion followed during the last five years of Trajan, 
but previously unknown ou Alexandrian coins: and 
the rather lumpy strip of paludamentxim shown by the 
neck looks as if it had been adapted from the aegis 
associated with the head of Trajan on his later issues* 
Comparatively few coins appear to have been struck 
with this obverse type; I have only seen three tetra- 
drachms, all, however, from different dies, and know 
of no bronze.

During this and the next three years there is con¬ 
siderable variation in the obverse types in minor 
details: m year 20 the legend sometimes becomes 
AVTKAICTPA AAPlANQCCGB. occasionally being 
run on without break: the head of the emperor may 
he to left or to right, and the pallidamontum by the 
neck is often not shown, and rarely more than a mere 
line i m year 21 AVTKAICTPAIA AAPlANOCC€B 
is found as another form of the legend* The bronze 
coins generally follow the same types as the billon, 
except in respect of symbols in the field, which hardly 
ever occur on Alexandrian bronze; in year 12 p however, 
two distinct obverse types were used for bronze, the 
bust as on the billon of that year and a laureate head. 
The smallest sizes of bronze do not adhere to the t;T>es 
of the larger coins, their variations being large^ 
dictated by the smaller field, which, for instance, 
caused the abbreviation or total omission of the legend. 

The cotn|>amtLvely few changes which took place 
in the obverse type of the coinage of the later years 
of Hadrian make the practice of year 2 more remark¬ 
able. If the explanation of the blundered legends 
and erratic portraiture in that the officials of the 
Alexandrian, mint were waiting for models from 
Home, they seem to have been singularly slow in 
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getting them; it is perhaps more reasonable to suppose 
that the mint was in rather incompetent handa, anti 
that a new regime was responsible for the improved 
work and more settled types which appeared later. 

The respective sizes of the issues with different types 
may be judged, so far m regards tetradraehms, from 
a table giving the number of coins of each type in 
six hoards which have come into my hands.

THE MINT OF LUG DUNUM. 

[See Plates V, VI. I 

Since de Sails undertook the important work of 
classifying the Roman coins according to their place 
of mintage, considerable light has been thrown on the 
question of the coinage of Lngdnnum by various writers, 
amongst whom may be mentioned Mr. Gmaber 1 and 
Sig. Lafifranchi.- 3 While acknowledging my indebted¬ 
ness to these writers and fully appreciating the value 
of their contributions to the science of numismatics, 
I venture to think that the limits which they have 
imposed upon the subject tend some what to obscure 
its connected ness as a whole. Thus Mr. Gmeber deals 
very fully with the Gallic coins, but only carries his 
consideration as far as the year 5 b,c +k and Sig. Lat- 
tmnchh who is not in agreement with Mr. Grueber on 
the question of the mintage of the coins of Augustus 
struck prior to 1& n.c. h only begins his study of Lug- 
dunum at this date and continues it to the time of 
Tiberius. My aim, therefore, in this paper is to set 
forth a somewhat fuller conspectus of the coinage of 
Lugdunum from the time of its inauguration, and by 
tracing its development down to the reign of Galba, to 
bring the subject to its logical conclusion.

This group presents several features of interest. The 
female bust on the obverse is. in all probability, one of 
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the few contemporary portraits of Antony's wife, 
Fulvia, found on the coinage. The lion on the reverse 
has been regarded as the badge, or symbol of Lug- 
dunum; although, it may be mentioned, the lion only 
appears very rarely on coins of Lugduuum issued 
subsequently. Fortunately, these coins record not only 
the place, but also the date of their issue. The numerals 
XL and XLI, on the reverse, probably refer to Antony’s 
age. His fortieth birthday fell in the year- 42 n.a; and 
these quhuirii seem to have been issued for the purpose 
of largess to the troop on this occasion and also in 
the following year. 3 

Although these quhuirii form a clear starting-point 
from which to study the coinage of Lugduiium, they 
offer practically no analogy to other coins of this period 
and the period immediately following. 

During the period of the Triumvirate there is good 
reason for believing that mints were established almost 
simultaneously iu various Roman provinces. The 
rapidly growing importance of Lugdunum under the 
governorship of M. Antony [43ni2 b.c.] and of Octavius 
[42-40 me.], and the active measures for the Romanizing 
of Gaul which emanated from Lugdunum, certainly 
warrant the assumption that a mint existed in that city. 

The following examples, Nos. 3-15, are assigned by 
de Salis and Mr. Grueber to Gaul, and it is probable, 
though not absolutely certain, that they were struck 
at Lngduntmi:

These two groups constitute the earliest bronze 
coinage ot Gaul under the Triumvirs, They are, 
moreover, Lu all probability the only bronze issued 
at Lugdumun prior to the imperial bronze and copper 
currency of 10 e-c.-a, i>. 21* 

It is evident at first sight that these groups tliHV-r 
considerably from each other both in fabric and genera! 
style- 

The coins of group A are generally struck in good 
relief, but their execution is clumsy, and the flans are 
frequently irregular in shape. The style of the portraits 
bears but a remote resemblance to that found on the 
denarii of the period 41-38 d*o. But the bold relief 
suggests an early date for the coins, most probably 
about the year 4t) ft.c. 

The occurrence of the word COP IA on the reverse 
of KOr 16 leaves no doubt that the coin was minted at 
Lugdumim. since Copia felLv Numttia was the name 
originally given to the colony by its founder, L* Mimati us 
Flattens, An interesting point, however, arises from 
the existence of coins almost exactly similar in type 
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and style to No. 1G ? merely omitting the palm-branch 
between the heads on the obverse and with the reverse 
legend C I V instead ofCOPl A {G6h,,J.Cues, ami Otf.,7). 
Oohen is undoul'tadly right in assigning the^e coins 
to Vienna Oienne). Thus we have two parallel series 
of bronze coins issued apparently simultaneously from 
the cities df Lugdnnum and Vienna, and their general 
similarity in stylo and fabric 'suggests some sort of 
collaboration between the two mints at this particular 
period, although the rivalry which developed into 
a bitter feud between the two cities would have 
rendered such a condition of things impossible a tew 
years later. 

Taking into consideration the distinctive character 
of these coins and also their unlikeuess to the dvuarii 
of the period, it seems reasonable to suggest that they 
arc productions of a provincial or “autonomous " mint r 
distinct, that is to say, from the official mint at which 
the gold and silver wore issued. 

The two ooius r Nos. 17 and 18, without reverse 
legends, arc related equally to No. 16 and to the Vienna 
coin just mentioned- It is therefore impossible to say 
to which mint they belong* 

The reason for the choice of a ship's prow as the 
reverse type on this group of coins is somewhat difficult 
to discover, since Lugdtmunj and Vienna were situated 
well inland. Probably however, it Is nothing more 
than an adaptation of the traditional type found on 
the bronze coinage of the Republic. 

On the coins of group E the heads are generally 
carefully executed, but always in low relief; that of 
Octavius closely resembles the portrait shown on the 
Amariiu No, 15 [PL V. 4], from which it may be 
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inferred that the bronze coins of group B belong to 
the same period, namely 33 aa, and, moreover, were 
Issued from the same mint as the gold and silver. 
That is to say, group B may be regarded m the official 
bronze coinage of Lngdimnm which superseded the 
provincial bronze of group A. 

The coins appear to have been issued over a period 
of several years, probably from S8 to 27 0 . c. A marked 
deter!oration in the stylo is, however, noticeable in 
the series; the heads gradually lose the likeness of 
Octavius, and the reverse types become confused and 
badly centred- The better struck coins are almost 
certainly the earlier of the .series, and correspond most 
nearly with the official gold and silver- Many speci¬ 
mens of the later coins are semi-barbarous in style ; 
and as a somewhat extreme example see FI. V. e, where 
the reverse legend is retrograde and the obverse shows 
that it h supenstruck on a coin of Pompeius Magnus. 
Obviously coins of this class do not belong to the 
LtLgdnnnm mint, but are imitations struck in neigh¬ 
bouring parts of Gaul Nevertheless they are important 
ns showing the popularity and wide circulation of the 
Lugdunnm types. 

The form DIVOS instead of OIVVS is peculiar to 
coins of provincial mintage and never occurs on coins 
of Rome. 

A minor feature, noticeable on the coins of this 
gronp r is the somewhat unusual edge T which is in the 
form of a double bevel. This seams to be the result 
of casting the blanks for tho coins in moulds of this 
shape, and, after the coins were struck, the edges were 
probably trim mod up with a file. Although not con¬ 
fined to Lugdunum, this feature reappears on many ol 
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the bvKun coins of this mint struck after if b.c. The 
device does not appear, however, to have boon used in 
the case of copper coins. 

The coihb of group B are, as Mr. Groeber mentions, 
composed of orickalcum or yellow bronze ; and he 
gives their denominations and approximate weights 
as follows:

This generalization, however, presents some difficulty 
which calls for comment in passing. Even allowing 
that the figures given above hear some correspondence 
with the average weight of the coins, it Is evident that 
such a monetary system is baaed on a highly artificial 
standard of relative values ; and it is not easy to under¬ 
stand how so elaborate a system of ■* token money" 
could have been introduced at Lugdmium with ap¬ 
parently no preparation other than that of the pro¬ 
vincial bronze coins of group A. 

Bnt from an investigation of the coin* it seem* 
certain that no clearly defined metric system was aimed 
at, since actual specimens show an extraordinary varia¬ 
tion of weight, ranging from about 200 to 400 grains.'* 
Further, we not infrequently find two specimens 
practically identical in size and general appearance 
although of very different weights. This is the case 
with two examples, noted below and marked * j the 
only difference being in the thickness of the flan.

In view of these considerations it seems impossible, 
therefore, to accept Mr + Gruehcr's suggestion that these 
coins can be classified under the four denominations of 
Sestertius, Tripandinx, Dupandius i and As t 

It seems probable that the original bronze issue of 
38 b.c. consisted of two denominations, not very exactly 
defined as to weight, but more or less corresponding 
with the two weights of the provincial coins [group A]. 
During the period subsequent to 38 n.c_ + these types 
were imitated on coins struck in other districts of Gaul 
of barbarous or semi-barbarous style and of greatly 
reduced weight 6

One ia naturally diffident in formulating fre^h 
theories which, it must be admitted, too often merel5 F 
add confusion to an already Involved subject. But it 
is obvious that some readjustment of this question 
ia necessary : and this can only be arrived at by giving 
due consideration to the two principles which underlie 
all dmilar numismatic problems, namely, tka historical 
and the critical, 

(I) ItLsfurival principle Although Lugdunum

population and importance, wag extremely rapid, so 
that within a tew years it became not only the chief 
city of the Galllae, but was constituted the Roman 
head-quarters for the administration of the Gallic 
provinces. Military roads, constructed at the instiga¬ 
tion of M. \ ipsanius Agrippa, radiated from Lugdunum 
to the Rhine, the Somme, the Channel, across the 
Oeveaues T also to Moss Elia and Karbo^ Lugdunum 
was the residence of the governors of Gallia Lugdit- 
nensis, and here Augustus made a prolonged stay from 
16 to 14 B.a 

Since there is no lack of historical evidence to show 
the political importance of Lugdunum, it certainly 
appears unnatural to Imagine that no gold or silver coins 
were struck there between the date of the issue of 
M„ Antony’s $uinarii t 41 B*a, and the establishment 
of the imperial mint, !"> n.c. We have, then, the 
strongest historical probability in favour of the exis¬ 
tence of a mint at Lugdunum during this period of 
over a quarter of a century. We may assume, more¬ 
over, that the mint was intermittent in its operation, 
and that its output was controlled by the governor 
of the province or depended upon the mandate of 
Augustus himself, 

{2) The cri/ttei principle. The method of assigning 
coins to their place of mintage purely on considerations 
ol style olten Involves difficulty* and is not always 
conclusive. Particularly is this the case with the 
earlier coinage of Augustus* where two factors have 
to be reckoned with. In the first place, it is practically 
certain that Augustus as he moved about the Empire,

On the other 
hand p many coins of this period exhibit peculiarities 
of style which may ba regarded as local mannerisms % 
and whenever the same mannerism is observed 
throughout a group or series of coins, there is good 
reason for considering it as evidence of identity of 
mintage, 

Now the mannerism which is characteristic of all 
the coins that unquestionably belong to Lugritinum is 
a tendency to flatness in the execution of the portrait 
and a decidedly linear technique. Those traits are first 
seen on the denarii of Octavius as Triumvir* then on 
the bronze issue of 38 »,o*, again on the Altar &f Lag- 
dunutn series* and later on the bronze of Caligula* 
Claudius, and Nero. Therefore* so far as considerations 
ol atjle are to bo taken into account in assigning 
coins to Lugdunnni, it appears safer to admit no coins 
which present characteristics entirely different from 
those mentioned* Sig # Lattranchi^ however* assigns to 
%iin several aurei and denarii which unmistakably 
exhibit the fiat linear style of Lugdimum [&jfv see 
El* V. lo], On the other hand, in Mr, Orneberis

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mint of Lngdnnum occurred about the year 15 e.c. 
Henceforth, instead of issuing gold and silver coins 
intermittently, its operation becomes regular and con¬ 
tinuous That is to say^ the imperial mint, instead of 
being shifted from place to place* now became fixed 
permanently at Lugdunum. At the same time the 
issue of brass and copper in Homo was entrusted to 
the senate. The significance of [Lis readjustment is 
that, from this date until t-ho end of the reign of 
Tiberius, the imperial gold and silver wore struck 
solely at Lugduntim, and it was not until the time of 
Caligula that the emperor so far encroached upon the 
privilege of the senate as to strike gold and silver in 
Rome itself 

Strabo, writing in the reign of Tiberius, e. a.d. 19, 
gives confirmation to the statement by saying that 
there was a mint at Lugdumim for coining gold and 
silver [Strabo, Geagr. iv, e. 3, § 2], We have evi¬ 
dence, too, that a " Cohere urban*" was stationed at 
Lugdmium throughout the first century, and the most 
reasonable explanation of its continued presence in 
the city is that it was there to guard the mint. 

Both Mr, GmeWr and Sig. Laffranchi agree in 
assigning to Lugdunum the mrei and denarii which 
exhibit a very distinctive portrait of Augustus, The 
profile is less regular than on the coins already de- 
Scribed ; the hair in treated as a mass of conventionally 
formed curls* rather wig,like in appearance, and 
frequently coarse in execution [PL V. u]* About 
the year 11 B.a, a change of style Is noticeable; the 
hair is more freely treated, and the emperor's head 
h crowned with the laurel wreath.

It may be stated in passing that there is no doubt 
that the reverse type represents the famous A ra Ramae 
r.t Augv$tQ r erected near the confluence of the rivers 
Rhone and Arar, and dedicated hy Augustus on Aug, l p 
10 b.c. [8u*t + Claud, 2], 15, The structure is shown feo 
bo rectangular, decorated in front with a wreath 
between two laurel-trees in bas-relief.At the ends, 
detached from the altar itself, are columns surmounted 
with winged Victories, each holding a palm-branch 
and garland. Various suggestions have been made to 
explain the decorations on the extreme right and left 
of the front, and of the eight small objects on the top 
of the altar. That the latter, in some way, symboliase 
the Gallic tribes seems, however, the more probable. 
According to Strabo, there was an Inscription on 
the altar containing the names of the sixty dour Gallic 
states, which were also symbolized by a corresponding 
number of statue a.

103*5 grains* thereby indicating that its normal weight 
Is uncial [421 grains]. The asses of this aeries conform 
to the standard that appears to have been maintained 
consistently throughout the first two centuries of the 
Empire, t>- A of a Roman pound, or 1684 grains. 
The copper dupondius, or double as t should therefore 
weigh normally 330-8 grains, and this is approximately 
the weight of certain coins which may reasonably be 
designated dupondii of copper. Thus it will bo seen 
that the large copper coin of this series, weighing 
normally 421 grains, possessed Lhe intrinsic value of 
2$ and not 2 asse*. This being so, the term sestertius, 
which original ly sign i lied the equivalent of 2£ 
would seem more appropriate than dnpondiu** despite 
the fart that for upward a of two and a half centuries 
the Bounin sestertius had had the current value of four 
awts* It will bo remembered too that during the first 
two centuries of the Empire the weight of the brass 
acsttriw* was always equal to 21 asset of copper. 

If the coin b not actually a &tsteriiua s it would seem 
more reasonable to regard it as a munition struck 
about the lime the altar was dedicated^ 7

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After the year 2 jxc. the copper asses [Class I] were 
supplemented by coins of brass [Classes II, Ilf, IV] of 
the following denominations: (1) sestertius {4£I grains), 
i'2) dupondiu* (210-5 grains), and (3) semis (about 70 
grains). There can be little question that the last men¬ 
tioned is rightly designated a mmh. It is therefore the 
earliest example of tills denomination under the Empire: 
and the fact of its having I>een introduced at Lugdunum 
rather than at Home m not without interest 
The feet that S C does not occur on any of the Altar 
of Lugdunum series clearly indicates* that the coins 
are not senatorial; and we are thus led naturally to 
make some inquiry as to the exact status of the mint 
from which they were issued. 

The asm of Class I are quite distinct in stylo from 
the brass and copper of Classes II t Ul t IV, and V, and 
at the same time exhibit no very close resemblance to 
the gold and silver (10-7 a,<x) with which they are 
actually contemporaneous. Sig + Laffranchi assigns 
these asses. as well as the * nirri and denarii of the 
period, to the imperial mint, and by way of illustra¬ 
tion places side by side examples of both. 1 * Although 
there is admittedly some similarity, it is nevertheless 
impossible, after a critical examination of these coins, 
to allow that there is identity of style. The work¬ 
manship of the asses is generally poor, the style fiat, 
the outline of the profile harsh, and the face is almost 
tie void of modelling. The lettering is vary irregular 
and the obverse legend & frequently are not circular.

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One feels that at best they are but imitations of the 
{lurei and denarii, executed by inferior engravers 
Thus it appears improbable that the earlier example 
of the Altai- series [Class I] were products of the im¬ 
perial mint. 

Soma light seems to be thrown on the question 
incidentally by a suggestion made by M. Howat, to 
the effect that the type of the Altar of Lugdtmmt 
possessed an autonomous significance- 1 ' There is no 
doubt that in itself the altar was quite ns much a tribal 
monument of the Tres GuHiac as it was a tribute to 
Roma and Augustus. The adoption and perpetuation 
of this type to the exclusion of all others may, therefore, 
be regarded m evidence that the mint at which these 
coins were struct was to some extent of an autonomous 
character. It may in fact have been a revival of the 
ancient provincial mint, such as that which issued 
bronze coins about a quarter of a century previously, 

A distinct change of style takes place alter the year 
2 £lc. [Class IT]. The obverse legends are circular, the 
lettering is more regular, and the style of portrait 
corresimnds closely with that of the imperial gold 
and silver. This change is clearly not merely artistic 
but constitutional; that is to say, the brass and copper 
after 3 tta were undoubtedly struct by the imperial 
mint, with which the provincial mint had by this time 
become incorporated. 

The institution of an Imperial brass and copper 
coinage at Lugdunum may be regarded as one of the 
most remarkable and important experiments in the 
monetary system of the Empire undertaken by Augustus, 
In tact, it is probably true to say that the ultimate

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form assumed by the senatorial coinage of Rome was 
the outcome of this experiment. In its more dis¬ 
tinctive features, namely, the imperial portrait as the 
obverse or principal typo combined ‘witb soma 
symbolical or commemorative device as the reverse, the 
senatorial bronze, as we know it from the time of 
Caligula onwards, boars practically no relationship 
to the senatorial coinage of Augustus, But it is 
precisely these features that we find ho strikingly 
anticipated in the imperial brass and copper of 
Lugdnnum. 

At this point we may mention the following small 
brass coin:

Sig, Lailranchi maintains that the mint of Lugdunum 
was entirely inoperative from 6 b*c. to a*d. 3* He 
bases his reasoning on the fact that the dated series 
of gold qvinarii of the Victory type temporarily ceases 
with TR P-XVH (7 b.c.) ami does not recommence* 
until TRP.XXVll (a,d, 4); from which he argues 
that no coins should be assigned to Lugdunum during 
the interval- It may bo urged as a pricna facie 
argument that such a deduction is in itself illogical. 
But in the Cain* owl Lucius type, just described, we 
have direct evidence that not only were coins struck 
at Lugdunum during this period, but that the mint was 
extremely active. 

Sig. Laffranchi advances the theory that the typo is 
commemorative and should bo placed after the death 
of Cains and Lucius, in a.u. 4. Mr* Hill,- 1 however, 
has pointed out that Augustus received the title of 
p a f er Patriae on Feb. 5, 2 D.C., and that Cains had been

I. Since, therefore, on these coins 
Augustus is celled Pater Patriae and Cains Comal 
d&ignatus, wa have practically no alternative but to 
assign these coins to the period between Feb. 5, 2 n, e., 
and Dec. 31. 1 b.c. 

There are perhaps no coins of Augustus which were 
struck in so great numbers and obtained so wide a 
circulation os these aur&i and denarii: also they were 
imitated in distant parts of the Empire, So that, even 
if they were the only gold and silver coins struck at 
Lugdunum during this period, the mint must have 
been kept well employed. 

The examples illustrated [PL VI. 19, 20] show two 
variations in tho style of portraiture. No. 10 closely 
corresponds with the style of the sestertius [FI. V. ie], 
while No, 20 resembles the dupmtdiu* [PI. v. le] and 
many of tho semizde#, There is no doubt, therefore, 
that both these styles belong to the Lugdunum mint.

The final phase in the constitution of the mint of 
Lugdnnum, with which we are concerned, U the 
establishment of the senatorial mint as auxiliary to 
that of Home. As to the date at which this change 
occurred somewhat divergent views have been ex¬ 
pressed. Sig, Luffranerhi maintains thnt it was estab¬ 
lished in the latter part of the reign of Tiberius, 
about the year a. d. 33 or S-k* 1 

It is rather tempting to suggest that Claudius in¬ 
augurated the senatorial mint at Lugdmmm at the

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same time that lie conferred the senatonal dignity on 
the citizens and admitted the Gallic nobles to a share 
in the imperial government, about the year a,d. 47 or 
48. M Claudius was, moreover, a native of Lugdnnum, 
and regarded the city as the political centre from 
which he designed to extend the Unites of the Empire 
in accordance with the plan mapped out by Augustus. 

M, Mowat, however, connects the change with Nero's 
munificence to the city after the great fire, which he 
places in the year a.d. 38. m Apart from the fact that 
the fire did not occur until eight years afterwards, this 
date seems too late for the establishment of the sena¬ 
torial mint, for reasons which will be stated presently. 

Historical evidence on the question of the mint is 
unfortunately scanty; we are forced, therefore, to rely 
mainly on such evidence as can be derived from the 
coins. While fully realizing the conflicting elements 
with which the whole question is surrounded, I am 
inclined to favour the earlier date —a.d, fiw the 

following reasons j 

(1) The senatorial bronze coinage (Home) of Tiberius 
exhibits several very significant features. During the 
first period of the reign 14-^1) it is practically 

confined to the issue of copper a&esand a f vw dnpondii ; 
the coins, moreover, show but little variety of type. 
Throughout this period, however, as we have already 
seen, there was an abundant issue of brass and copper 
I Altar type, Classes III, XV, V) from the iinporial mint 
of Lugdunnm. The middle period of the reign {a.j>.

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22-33) is characterized by great activity on the part 
of the senatorial mint of Borne in consequence of the 
discontintiancie of the imperial bronze of Lugdumi®. 
ifestertii as well as dup&ndi* and asset- were issued r and 
their style shows a marked improvement on that of the 
earlier coins. The heads are in high relief and well 
iuodelled 1 and great care is expended on the formation 
of the lettering,^ In the last period of the reign 
(A-i>. 34 -7) we find a significant change. While the 
higher denominations, /.*. sestertii and dupondii, con¬ 
tinue the finer stylo, and in some cases reproduce the 
types of the coinage of a + d* 22 seq., a number of asses 
exhibit a flat style and somewhat irregular fond of 
lettering* It ia very difficult to account ibr this 
difference of style in senatorial coins of the same date 
unless we assume that two mints were employed in 
their production. The sestertii of a, a, -14-7 uiv 
questionably belong to Rome, and we may reasquabl}' 
conclude that the asses should be assigned to Lngduuum* 
That ss to say, they may be regarded as the earliest 
examples of senatorial coins struck at the mint of 
Lugdtmum working as auxiliary to that of Rome, 

(2) The gold and silver coins of Tiberius are prac¬ 
tically uniform as regards style and fabric, and belong, 
as we have already shown t entirely to the Liuperial 
mint of Lugdunum. Of these the most regular and 
continuous are the gold qttinarii with reverse type of 
Victory seated, bearing dates ranging from a.d. lo to

59). A slight change of style occurs in these coins 
alter a.d. 33, bat it should be noted that it takes place 
gradually, through a period of transition, Sig, Lai- 
iranchi*' notices this, and also points oat that the style 
of the giiinarii of a.d, 34—0 correspond a closely with 
that of the senatorial awes of the same date. He con¬ 
cludes, however, that during these yeans both anst* and 
quinarii were struck in Rome. But, in the case of the 
fjuitunii. the inherent improbability of Tiberius en¬ 
croaching on the traditions of the Roman mint to the 
extent of transferring the machinery for the issue of 
the imperial coinage to the capital/’ and also the fact 
that the change of style occurs not suddenly but 
gradually, strongly support the view, originally stated, 
that the entire series belongs to Lngduimm. That 
being so, it will he seen that we have further evidence 
tor assigning the group of one*, similar in style to the 
later quinarii, to the same mint. 

(3J The characteristic features, to which we have 
alluded, in the axse* dated a.d. 34 -6, it. the Hat ness 
of portraiture and irregularity of lettering, can be 
traced distinctly on senatorial coins of Caligula, Gei- 
manicus, Claudius, Drusns, and Nero. Under the hat 
mentioned there is no question that Lugdunum was 
the place of mintage {vide infra), and although argu¬ 
ments based purely on considerations of style are not 
always conclusive, these peculiarities are nevertheless 
sufficiently marked to suggest that the coins are non- 
Roman, and their continuance through the reigns

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mentioned points almost unmistakably to the existence 
ot two senatorial mints from about the year a.d. 34. 

(4) Mr. Mattingly, who inclines to the Nenouiau 
date for the establishment of the senatorial mint at 
Lugduuum, in the course of some interesting notes 
on the subject, points out that a technical docility is 
caused by the supposition that a senatorial mint was 
setup in Lugduuum, which was, and continued to he, 
an imperial province antirely outside the control of 
the senate. “ Under* Tiberius the senatorial treasury, 
the neranum Saturni, was still nominally entirely 
independent of the emperor. It is unlikely, then, that 
Tiberius should have allowed a senatorial mint in one 
of bis provinces, especially towards the dose of his 
reign, when he was notoriously opposed to changes of 
any kind, and also was quite out oi touch and sympathy 
with the senate. The mint is, however, a practical 
certainty under Nero; and the explanation probably 
is that alter a. l, £7 the a erariunt Saturni r under its 
new pradecti, nominated by the emperor, was prac¬ 
tically under imperial control, and that the objection 
to its activity in au imperial province was therefore 
removed." 

There is undoubtedly force in Mr. Mattingly s con¬ 
tention ; on the other Land, there are two further points 
worth considering, {o} The assumption that no bronze 
was stnick at Lugduuum between the date at which 
the Altar of Lugduuum series ceases {a.d. Ulj and the 
time of Nero's fiscal reform—a period of at least thirty- 
six years—is in itself very difficult to explain. (A) It 
will be remembered that in the year a.d. 33 a serious 
financial crisis occurred, owing to a widespread abuse 
of the regulations respecting usury, which involved 

o 2 
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nearly all the members of the senate.-' The money¬ 
lender* called ia their loans, and a large number of 
debtor in order to meet their obligations, were obliged 
to sell their estates As a coo sequence there arose 
a scarcity of specif and we are told that amongst 
other things Tiberius himself advanced the sum of 
100*000,000 sesterces as a lean frcnd. It seems, there- 
tore, by no means improbable that, under rhe.se ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances, the copper currency was 
restarted at Lugdunum with the emperor s sanction* 
but apparently under senatorial control. 

Perhaps the real solution lies in the peculiar character 
of the Lugdmuun mint itself It stood apart from other 
mints, not merely* as the exclusive mint of the west 
for gold and silver from 15 u.c, to 37 A.Dw, but as a very* 
important mint for brass and copper coins, which in 
their more general features closely resemble senatorial 
coins. Obviously, then, the mint of Lugdnnmn could 
boast of dio-engraverfi and coin-strikers of considerable 
skill and experience, and must have been equipped with 
a very complete plant In view of this, it seems only 
natural to suppose that so useful a mint would have 
been taken over as auxiliary to the senatorial mint 
of Rome* fairly soon after it ceased to issue brass and 
copper as an imperial mint, without necessarily in¬ 
volving any change in the constitution of the province- 

Since the discontinuance of the Lugdunum brass 
and copper threw the whole burden of production on 
the senatorial mint of Rome {a* d. 22-33), it is reason¬ 
able to assume that at t he end of the period the strain 
was relieved by relegating the issue of senatorial 
copper of Lugdunum,

11)* Mr. Hill, in describing a 8$mi# oi the Altar 
type with a caducous behind the head of Augustus on 
the obverse, says: 11 It has been recently maintained 
that the festival of the three Gauls was celebrated at 
Lugdunum on 1st Aug., because that wag the date of 
the festival of the Gaulish Mercurius. and Augustus 
had been received into the Gaulish Pantheon in the 
character of that god-’ P M

Cohen also mentions this typo on coins of larger 
size, presumably copper aw* (Coh. 82 1 ; obverse legend 
uncertain. 

Since these coins are clear!}- not senatorial, they 
must have been struck by the imperial mint; and it 
is possible that a clenariun die was used for the obverse. 

Are we to inter that at this time there was no 
senatorial mint at Lugdunum ior the issue of brass 
coins ? Otherwise how is this rather unexpected revival 
of the old Lugdunum type to be explained ? 

The fact that these #ei»insen are decidedly rare coins 
suggests that their issue was very limited, and their 
close correspondence in style with the nttrei and 
denarii of Claudius indicates that they formed an 
extraordinary* issue from the imperial mint quite irre¬ 
spective of the regular senatorial coinage. Three 
possible explanations as to their Ati#n tFvti'e suggest 
themselves. They may have been struck on one ot 
the anniversaries of the foundation or dedication of 
the Altar, possibly the fiftieth or sixtieth: or, since 
Claudius was born on Aug. 1, 10 n.a, the day on which 
the ora Rama*, vi Augusta was dedicated, he may have 
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signalized his own birthday by reviving a type so 
obviously associated with his nativity; 51 or again, the 
occasion of their issue may bo that already referred 
to. when the senatorial dignity was conferred on the 
citizens of Lugduuum. 

The distinctive features of coins issued by die sena¬ 
torial mint of Lugduuum under Claudius will best be 
seen by comparison with examples of the Roman mint. 
For example, on twe* of unquestionably Roman work 
[FL VI, 27] the letters arc large, square, and evenly 
placed, similar to those found on Hie Roman coins of 
Tiberius and Germanicus* The style of portraiture is 
thoroughly characteristic of the Gland Jan period of 
Roman art. On the Lugduuum a**?# [pj, vi. as] 
there is the same unevenness and irregularity in the 
form of the letters and fi&tuess in the execution of the 
portrait that were noticed on the Lugduuum antes of 
Tiberius [PL VI. 31 ] and the sestertius of Caligula 
[PL VI* 22], 

The output from the senatorial mint apparently 
consisted mainly of copper coins, although a somew hat 
limited number of wtterlii and possibly duponiii seem 
to have been struck at Ltigdunnm under Claudius. 

The establishment of a senatorial mint at Lugduuum, 
working in union with that of Home, tended gradually 
to produce a similarity of style in the products of the 
two mints. Down to the time of Vespasian certain 
local mannerisms are still observed, but after the first 
few years of his reign the differences between the 
two mints become less apparent! and finally disappear. 

During the first six years of Nero's reign ia.d, 54-GO)

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it appears practically certain that no brass or copper 
coins were struck at cither Hume or Lugdimum. To 
this period, however, belongs a fairly extensive issue 
of dated atorm and denarii with the reverse type of the 
cwk crown and Jegend PGNTIF MAX TR P (-TRP- 
VII-COS-IMbPP), continued between a. d. GO and 63 
by the Ceres, 3far$ ? mid Roma types- Both mints seem 
to have been employed in the production of these 
coins, and m they show two different renderings ot 
Nero's portrait, we are probably right in assigning 
those of the cruder style [PL VL 30 ] to Lugdnamra, 
and the more artistic to Home [PL VI, 29 ]* 

Boring the last eight years of the reign (a. d. GO-8) 
the activity of the Liigdunum mint increased enor¬ 
mously, particularly with regard to the issue of bru^ss 
and copper. Fortunately in the question of attribu¬ 
tion we have one or two fairly defined landmarks to 
guide us. 

At the beginning of the period (a*d, GO-3) we find 
a group oi copper asses with stylistic features similar 
to those noticed in the Ltigdnnum coins of Tiberius 
and Claudius [FL VI* ai]* That is to say, the forma¬ 
tion of the letters is irregular, and the portrait has a 
hat appearance, although the profile is less harsh than 
on the coins oi Claudius, The somewhat untidy 
arrangement of the hair is characteristic, and there is 
a tendency to make the head rather large and out- 
spread, in marker! contrast to the more compact 
Human style. 

Thus there seems good reason for believing that they 
belong to Lqgdnnum and form a continuation nf the 
senatorial copper aeries of Claudius, At the end of 
the reign we find the following denarius :

Thb revere type leaves practically no doubt as 
regards cither the date or place of mintage of these 
coins. The allusion is clearly to military operations of 
some sort; and since the date of the Parthian cham¬ 
paign is too early lor the issue ot this coin, which is 
of the reduced weight of Nero's later silver, the only 
other occasion to which it could reasonably refer is 
the defence of Lugduuum and mobilization of forces 
against Vindox, in the spring of a.d* 68. This date 
entirely accords with the style of these cfeittfri#, and it 
seems not improbable that they were struck at Lug- 
dunum at the very time that the rebel army 
besieging the city* := 

The style of portraiture differs from that oi Nero's 
Roman tmrei and denar and corresponds with the 
flat outspread portrait, with untidy hair, which is t as 
we have already noted, characteristic of Lugdimtinn 
The chin and neck are heavily developed, and, in most 
cases, Nero b shown with a closely cropped beard* 

A farther point about the *agh and standards denarius 
calls for notice, namely the distinctive form of obvewt 
legend, IMP NERO CAESAR AVG PP, which occurs 
also in conjunction with the ret ewe types. ROMA. 
IV PP ITER CVSTOS, SAL VS and I VP PITER LI 
BERATOR. Iu each instance, however, it will hr 
seen that the style of portrait is non-Roman* Whereas 
when the types fVPPITER CVSTOS and SAL VS

Mr. Mattingly has described certain of Nero’s asses, 
countermarked with the letters PR, which he very 
reasonably considers Were so s tamped by the followed 
«.'t \ Index in lieu of issuing a special copper currency 
corresponding with the revolutionary r autonomous "> 
denurtL 1 ' T.lip existence of these counterm a rked asses 
strengthens our argument for assigning coins of 
Lttgdurtntn, since they exhibit the characteristics of 
style mentioned above, and it is certainly natural that 
V index should have appropriated the money issued 
locally. 

Thus by arguing Forward* from the group of asses 
or a. D. &> 3, and backwards from the denarii and 
conn ter-marked asses of A.H. firt, we are able to connect 
together a tolerably complete series of coins struck at 
Lugduuuq during the second half of Nero s reign. 

Accordingly copper aemhses of the CERTninm 
aVlNQireaiifl/e type may probably be assigned to 
tins mint; also many with the type of Iloma seared. 
The brass equivalents with these types, on the other 
hand, belong entirely to Rome. A number of sestertii, 
ditpavdil and <?«*>* may be assigned to Lugdumini on 
considerations of style, but as their raceme types are 
aimilar to those ot Rome, it is unnecessary to 
enumerate them. 

Ci,m - -The Coi^ge of the Cidl Wan,. Art >. 
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The brass and copper coins struck at Lugdunum 
between a+ r>, fiO and exhibit almost invariably 
certain distinctive features in conjunction with the 
style of lettering and portraiture already mentioned, 
which may be summarized as follows : 

{li Nero is never portrayed with the radiate crown. 
On the dup&ndii his head is l&ureated [FL VI* aa] f and 
on 040M and zemis*es he is bare-headed [Fl VI, Si]. 

(2) The Han is invariably flat, and not, as m. the cage 
of most of the coins of Reman mintage, witlt the reverse 
slightly concave. 

(3) The marks of value. U, T p and S, do not occur on 
the brass coins* 

I have already commented on the theory, advanced 
by M. Mowat, that the globe at the point of the bust 
is the mint-mark of Lugdutuuiu It is r therefore, un¬ 
necessary to repeat the arguments which conclusively 
disprove the theory* 1 * 

Towards the end of the reign of Nero a decided 
Improvement is noticeable on the Lugdunum coins in 
the formation of the letter which are evenly placed 
and usually slightly larger than on lhe coins of Rome. 

There remains a very rare and somewhat puzzling 
type to be noticed:

I venture to suggest that it is an u emergency " min, 
and that some clue as to its raison d*itr& may be found 
in a reference to contemporary history. 

In the year a.d. 65* which was in several ways 
a disastrous year, the city of Lugdunum was almost 
totally destroyed by (ire. So overwhelming a disaster 
must, amongst other things, have seriously dislocated 
the working of the mint. In the confusion, coins 
would have been struck from any dies that came to 
baud - aud T since there must have been vast quantities 
of dies used for the striking of the Altar of Lug&unum 
coins of Tiberius, it appears by no means improbable 
that a few had survived down to the time of Nero, 
The solitary example of this coin in the French 
National Collection is evidently struck from a much- 
worn die, which goes to support this theory with 
regard to it; and owing to the poorness of its con¬ 
dition it is scarcely possible to give an illustration of it. 

In the general confusion that marks the last three 
months of Nero's reign and the beginning ot that of 
GaJba, a number of mints cropped up in Spain and 
Gan], which issued revolutionary gold and silver 
coins—commonly known as l+ autonomous *■ — required 
tor the payment of Galba's troops in Spain and The 
rebel army of Vmdex in Gaul. 

A Jew historical details are necessary in order to 
place the coins of the period in their right relation 
to one another. 

The revolutionary movement, under the leadership 
of Julius V index spread over the greater part of southern 
and central Gaul, und even to the Rhine district But, 
though Vindex himself held the post of governor of 
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Gallia Lugduiiensis r with Lugdtmumas his administra¬ 
tive centre, the city refused him support, expelled him 
from his residence, and remained loyal to the imperial 
govern meur and to Kero as emperor. On the other 
hand, Vienna, the inveterate rival of LugdunuiuJ 6 
welcomed the rebel leader and, tor the time* became 
Lhe head-quarters of the anti-Neroman rebels. 

The numismatic importance of this is that, although 
revolutionary coins ware issued between the beginning 
of April and the middle of June, a + d, 63, in various 
Gallic cities, such as Narbo. Auguafcodunum. &c. t none 
were struck at Lugduiutm* Here the regular issue of 
Nero's coins Continued, anil we may well believe that 
the denarii of the eagk and standards type u^ide mipra) 
ore the distinctive coins of this period. 

Disaster and defeat befell Vindex and his army 
during May, a*p. 68; and the cause of Galba would 
have doubtless shared the same fate had it not been 
for the opportune death of Kero which placed the 
Empire in Iris hands* The news reached Galba in his 
retirement at Clunia about the middle of June, but his 
formal investiture, at the hands of the emissaries of 
the senate, did not take place until the end of July. 

We have then a short period of about six weeks to 
which may be assigned the gold and stiver coins with 
the ohvgr legends, IMP GALBA, CAL8A JMPEftA- 
TQK 3ER GALBA IMP, drc. (i.e. legends omitting 
the titles Atifpiatus and Pontiff Maaituttn, or any 
mention of the Tribun icia potest as). There is little 
doubt that these coins belong to the Spanish and 
Gallic mints, which had issued revolutionary coins 
during the two previous months. 


“ TW. Hitt. i. 65. 
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Taming to Lugdnnum we find that the citizens 
were no more favourably disposed to Galba than they 
had been to Vindex. Galba was naturally regarded 
as the patron oi the Gaulish rebel, and we can scarcely 
imagine that the mint-masters of Lugdunum would 
strike coins bearing the portrait or titles of an emperor 
whom they refused to acknowledge. What coins, then, 
may he assigned to Lugdtmum during this period ? 
It is unlikely that Nero’s coins were continued after 
his death, but there is a very distinctive series of 
denarii which forcibly recalls the N’eroniau types with¬ 
out making any allusion to Jits successor.

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Although IVPPJTER CONSERVATOR doe* not 
actually occur on coin* of Nero, the type corresponds 
*0 closely with the others ot this group as to make it * 
practically inseparable from them. There is good 
reason to believe that coins of Nero with the types 
IVPP1TER CVSTOS and JVPPlTER LIBERATOR 
were struct at Lugdunnm, since they occur in con¬ 
junction with the oirecw legend. (MP NERO CAESAR 
AVG PP \cJ\#upr(j), The style of these *'■ autonomous ” 
coins, particularly the Ibrmatjon of the letters, is quite 
in keeping with that of Lugdunum, so that it seems 
reasonable to assume that in this group we have 
a series of coins which tills up the gup between the 
death of Nero, June i), and GulWs investiture, about 
the end of July, a, it. 68. 

The five and a halt months following this latter 
date are remarkable for the prolific issue of brass and 
copper from the senatorial mints, 

Galba's gold and silver appear to have been issued 
from one, if not- two, Gallic towns besides Lugdunum; 
but it seems probable that his brass and copper belong 
exclusively to Lugdunmn and Rome. 1 

The work of distinguishing between the products 
of the tw'osenatoriid mints is involved in some difficulty 
and is to a large extent a matter of conjecture. The 
variation in Galba’s portrait is one of the striking 
features of his coinage. To the Roman mint may be 
assigned some eight or nine different representations 
of Galba, notably those that show him with more 
elderly and rugged features—probably the most 
accurate in point of likeness. To Lugdunum should.

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THE ELIZABETHAN COINAGES FOR IRELAND. 

(See Plate VIL) 

Although all the Irish coina issued during Queen 
Elizabeth's reign worn in fact struck in London, [.here 
was in 1DG1 a strong body of opinion ill favour of the 
reopening of the Dublin mint, as to which I shall have 
more to say presently. 

Three months after the Queen's accession the mint 
at the Tower was partially employed in converting 
debased English money into an Irish currency of a 
still lower standard of fineness, in accordance with the 
plan approved by Queen Mary between 1555 and 1558 
(Brit, Nttm* Journal, vol. viii. pp. 197-9). Indeed, 
Elizabeth's three commissions, to be next mentioned, 
obviously follow the general tinea of the Irish regula¬ 
tions issued by her predecessor on the throne. 

The Fiest Coikaok, 1558-9. 

At this time there was only one mint at the Tower, 
consequently the Irish money a ware struck in the 
original, Of u nether ", mint, as the new establish man t 
known ns the 41 upper houses *' was not completed until 
December, 1560, when its work was restricted to the 
conversion of the remaining Ijass coins into English 
money of line silver [Num. Chroti., 4th aer, p vol. xvi, 
p. 68| To the officials of the nether mint, then, the 
following commissions were directed : 
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(1J To Sir Edmund Peekhum T high ' reasurer, Thomas 
Stanley, comptroller, John Bull, assay master, and 
John Monties, provost of the moneyed. The Queen 
being minded to convert certain base moneys thou 
current within this realm (England) into harp shillings 
and groats to be defrayed about her affairs within the 
realm of Ireland, authorises the comptroller to receive 
so much of the l>ose moneys then current as should 
amount to twelve thousand pounds in number and 
quantity: and to convert and recoin so much of the 
said stun m should make in ready money for Ireland 
the sum of twenty-four thousand pounds in harp 
shillings and harp groats of the standard of 3 ox. fine 
silver out of the fire and £> oz. alloy in the pound Troy* 
Forty harp shillings or one hundred and twenty harp 
groats shall weigh one pound Troy. And the coins 
shall he struck willi the arme of Ireland, which is the 
harp crowned, with our scriptures about the same on 
the one side, and our picture with our scriptures about 
the same on the other side* The harp moneys shall 
be current in Ireland and not el so where, and each 
pound weight Troy shall contain forty shillings by 
tale. The remedy shall be 3dw& at the assay and at 
the shear in the pound Troy. Before delivery out of 
the mint, three pieces at the least of every several coin 
from each journey of thirty pounds weight shall be 
placed in the pyx T to be assayed before the high trea* 
surer or others who may be appointed- T3ie residue of 
the f 12,030 current base moneys, after making the 
£24,000 harp moneys, shall bo retained for the cost 
of workmanship and the fees of the officers, Dated 
l* February, 1 Elizabeth, 1558-9 (Patent roll, 1 Eliz., 
part 3). 
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(3) Tiie like to the same persons, who are authorized 
to receive £4,000 base moneys for conversion into 
£^,OUO Imrp shillings and groats. Dated 1 May, 1 Eliz.. 
1550 (Pat. roll, 1 Eliz.. part 3), 

(3) The like to the same persons. £4,000 to be 
converted into £h.OOO as before. Dated 16 June, 
1 Elia, 1550 (Pat roll, 1 Eliz.. part 4), 

These two coins can be identified, although undated, 
by the description in the foregoing commissions and 
by their weights, which were 144 and 43 grains re¬ 
spectively, being the same as the harp-moneys of 
Philip and Mary [pi. vil. l. a]. Two privy-in arks, the 
Hose and the Harp, 1 are mentioned by Simon in his 
frith Coin•$, but there was no obligation to hold the 
usual trial before the Lords of the Council and a jury 
at Westminster. There was merely a stipulation ibr 
an assay at the Tower in the presence of a mint officer. 

A question arises as to the interpretation which 
should be given to t ho respective amounts of English 
base moneys convertible under the terms of the three 
commissions. I think that the £12,000 in the earliest 
order, for example, really represented £24,000 in coins 
as originally valued at the time when they were 
struck. We must remomljer that silver pieces, Horn 
the shilling to the hall penny, were cried down to the 
extent of filly per cent, by Edward VI on 17 August, 
1551, and that the reduction was confirmed by Mary 
in a proclamation of 36 December, 1554, Ho altera¬ 
tion having been made by Elizabeth In her first j-ear, 
the rating at one-half of the face value of such coins 
still held good. The bulk of the English base sliver

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then current was probably of the standard of 4oas. tine, 
with a certain number of pieces of 8oz., fi ok-, and 3 02 . 
fine, respectively. But even assuming: that 12,000 
meant 24.000, a large quantity of alloy must have 
been added to the bullion when melted, as the weights 
of the new Irish coins much exceeded those of the 
corresponding English denominations, of which the 
heaviest shilling weighed #0 grains only. 

There are no detailed working accounts relative to this 
issue. bat Thomas Stanley, the comptrollor, records that 
he made, by virtue of the three commissions, 
pounds Troy in f * pitched moneys "* of 3oz. fine, which 
being valued at the prescribed rate f.*l" 40*. in each 
pound weight would yield £39,656 in Irish currency 
of the first coinage (S. P. Ireland, Folios, vol. vi). 
Simon on p. 43 gives a table, reproduced by Kudiug, 
of the respective quantities struck for Ireland through¬ 
out Elizabeth^ reign, but some of his data, am incorrect 
and the aggregate figures arc consequently affected. 
It is, however, clear that the amount of the first issue 
was small, being less than one-fourth of the base 
coinage of 1601 3, which explains the comparative 
rarity of the shilling and groat of 1558-9. 

Perhaps I should add that the ratio between the two 
currency systems in 1560 wim 13*, 4rf. English to 2<^ m 
Irish, or, as one of the documents expresses it , li to turn 
Irish money into sterling subtract one fourth part, and 
to turn sterling into Irish add one third part* 1 . 

The Second Coinage, 156 L. 

The striking of this coinage was preceded by a con¬ 
siderable correspondence between Loudon and Dublin, 
extend Log over several months. These Letters prove 
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that divergent counsels swayed Elisabeth and her 
advisers until almost the last hour before a decision 
win* reached. The Irish authorities naturally wished 
lor a mint in their island, while the officials at the 
Tower were equally desirous of adhering to the pre¬ 
cedent in favour of Loudon, as net up by the Queen's 
first issue# The discussion of the subject deserves 
a little notice here, chieliy because it provides us 
with some interesting particulars as to the erection 
and equipment of the intended mint. 

On 21 December* 1560j a letter to the Lieutenant of 
Ireland from the Queen orders that the teston then 
ratal in England at -Ijrf* {*,tr. the shilling stamped 
with the portcullis) should be current in Ireland for 
Td., ami that the teuton rated at 2 (Le* stamped 
with the grey hound) should be current in Ireland for 
34tL; that the teston formerly coined for Ireland with 
the arms, being a harp P on one side* and then of late 
rated at 7it£ h should be current there for TtL A pro¬ 
clamation was to be issued to that effect (S. /“■ ltd and t 
Eliz-t voh 2, So, 57). The identity of the last-named 
test on is a little uncertain, but the description might 
apply to the shilling of Elisabeth's first Irish coinage 
in lacJMJ, If so, the original face value of that, 
coiiii namely Lwelvepence* had been very soon cried 
down* On the other baud the shilling of Philip and 
Mary may be the coin indicated. 

Apparently the earliest reference to an Irish mint Is 
on 23 February, !56<M t when an English memorandum 
inquires what Mr* Sh Leger did with the implements 
belonging to the mint in Dublin S Ireland, Elk * s 
voh X No* 23). Doubtless the appliances in question 
were those used at Dublin Castle by Ed ward VI, of 
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which a full inventory is preserved in the Irish State 
Papers of Mary’s first year, under the date H February, 
1 553—4, but it seems probable that some, at all events, 
of the objects scheduled in Mary's reign were no 
longer at the Castle in 15Gl r because an estimate was 
prepared by Elizabeth's experts for the necessary plant, 
both fixed and movable. The latter document is in

The nest letter still leads the Irish authorities to 
believe that they are about to have a mint of their 
own. The Queen writes to the Lords Justices and the 
Chancellor of Ireland, on 8 March, 156H-1. informing 
them that she intends to erect a mint in Dublin whom 
fins moneys should be coined and base moneys con¬ 
verted 1 (S. P, Ireland, Elk,, vol. 3 t No. 34), This is 
followed by a not® dated 13 March in the same year —- 
“ Memorandum for Ireland. The money to be put to 
coining and to be ready by the 10 of April at the 
farthest," On the other hand, Sir William Cecil in 
a letter of 14 April, 1501, speaks of sending new silver 
coin to Ireland for Ireland \op* cit, Nos. 30 and 54), 
which suggests that the Qqecu's wishes were being 
opposed in London. Nevertheless it seems clear that

Then the Irish Privy Council express 
their views in a letter to (he On ecu on 5 May, wherein 
they say that the Castle of Dublin, with the help of the 
chapel next without the gate, then out by lease, would 
be the most convenient place in that realm: and that 
£1<X) would make the old buildings again tit tbr the 
purpose of a mint (op. at., Xos. 03-5). The above- 
mentioned Thomas Smyt.be also writes to Cecil from 
Dublin on 5 May, reporting that he had begun to 
repair the furnaces. &&, and asking for a flat-bottomed 
hoy of 40 or 50 tons, drawing about 5 or (5 thet, in 
which to bring wood to the Castle, Re adds a request 
for the patents for the officers there, but does not 
mention their names (op. at., No. 66). 

On »» May, 1561, the tfueen sends to the Lieutenant 
of Ireland a signed list of instructions, some of which 
doubtless surprised the advocates of a mint at Dublin 
and cut short the wort connected with its inaugura¬ 
tion. The relevant passages in this document inform 
the Lieutenant that - we have sent over a certain mass 
ot treasure of new fine and sterling silver, now newly 
coined with the stamp of our arms of Ireland, being 
agreeable to the goodness ol our moneys of England,

2dwt* fine {Num* Chron, , 4th ser., 
vol. xvi, pp. 6 and S), whereas I shall presently show that 
the Irish coins of the second issue were only 1 1 oz. fine— 
a great improvement in quality,, but not uniform with 
the English currency of 1560, Elizabeth, having thus 
confronted the Dublin executive wit h an accomplished 
fact, writes another letter on 17 June containing 
further directions explanatory of her rather curt inti¬ 
mation of 22 May. The Lieutenant is told that— 

It had hcen found I kit the moneys could nut b# refined 
a fill new coined in that realm (Ireland) without an over 
great charge, therefore it had been resolved to recoin the 
same in the Tower of London. A i^nsonable gain was to 
Im?- offered! after the decrying, to merchants trading in both 
realms for bringing the coins to the Tower.

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Tho prucliiniaLioi] giving efFoct to this order was sent over 
and publi&lied in Dublin on 14 (?) July, 1501, 

A little later there id a complaint From the Irish 
Privy Council that the calculations of the rating of 
acme of the coins wore wrong, which is not surprising 
when the variety of pieces in circulation and the 
fractional values assigned to them are considered^ 

I have now briefly reviewed the historical evidence 
as to the discussion which preceded the second coinage. 
It is evident that while the foregoing letters, Ac* 
wore passing between London and Dublin the mint 
officers at the Tower had received an order to strike 
the fine silver coins for Ireland* The original inden¬ 
ture or commission has not survived, nor has it been 
enrolled, but there is sufficient proof from other sources 
that the order was dated not later than 1 April, 1561* 
and that the shilling and groat therein mentioned 
were struck by Thomas Stanley in the "nether mint' 1 
[fl to. 3, 4.]. The State Papers and the Exchequer 
Accounts contain the following particulars:— 

(1) In April, 8 Elizabeth U561}. Irish moneys in harp 
shillings and groats of 11 ok, fine silver were struck to 
the extent of 2,907 pound:!? Trey and wore valued at 
the shear at 4 1L in each pound Troy (8. P, Ireland , 
Folios, voL vi)*

I notice that Sir Martin Bowes, then a private gold- 
smithy was one of the jury sworn at this trial; the times 
had changed since he was present at such ceremonies 
as the head of the Tower mint. 

The accounts of later date show that none of the 
1561 coins were struck after the end of April. They 
bear only one privy-mark* the harp, and as both 
denominations are dated they are readily identified. 
The novel type of the reverse p three harps upon an 
indented shield crowned, is more pleating than that 
of the first coinage anti may, I think, bo regarded as 
one of Derick Anthony's most successful productions 
[Pi- VII. 3 + 4]. Although the English mill coins were 
struck at the same time and proved at the same trial 
as the Irish pieces* the latter were made by the hammer 
process only, 

it will be seen that the shilling of this issue, being 
sheared at the rate of 80 in each pound Troy, weighed 
72 grains, or one-fourth less than the correspond Eng 
English coin, which weighed 06 grains at that time. 
This proportion conformed to the Queen's instructions 
of 22 Hay 1561 (sir pm), which fixed the face value 
of the Irish shilling when in England at one-fourth 
less than the English shilling; The groat, of course, 
bore the same ratio, both in weight and face value. 

Although the ostensible object of the second coinage 
was to effect a reformation of the existing currency; 
the small quantity produced must have been insufficient 
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even to leaven the muss of the debased moneys. The 
attempt was abandoned after one month's working at. 
the Tower* and no Irish coins, hue or base, were struck 
during a period of forty years. 

The Thihd Coinage, IfiOG-l. 

Before I discuss the uoinage of the 43rd year it will 
ho necessary to tree the subject from an entanglement 
due to the belief that there was an intermediate 
issue in I598, during the ijpGeii'x 40th regnal year. 
This alleged coinage is mentioned by Stephen Martin- 
Leake in 1745, Simon In 1749, Ruding in second and 
third editions, and by Mr^Gnieber in the British Museum 
Handbook* It. is said that Elizabeth sealed an indenture 
with Sir Richard Martin and Richard his son in 1598, 
for making five denominations of Irish money, I had 
felt sceptical as to these statements, first because there 
was no record of such an order or any reference to it in 
the mint accounts; secondly,becanaaRichard Martin the 
younger was not appointed to be a joint mas ter-worker 
at the Tower until September, 1599, and therefore 
could not have been a party to a mint indenture in 
1598; and, finally, because the Irish coins? said to have 
been struck in 1598 bear privy-marks identical in 
some cases with those on the copper pieces dated 1601- 
I think that the cumulative effect of these considera¬ 
tions would have justified a disbelief in the existence 
of the supposed coinage, withoutuny additional evidence, 
tjuite recently, however, i have confirmed my doubts 
by proving beyond question that the state me nfca in the 
text-books wore founded upon a misreading of a recital 
in a contemporary document to which I am about to 
refer. It appears that Martin-Leake, the earliest of 
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the uuthors named above, was relying on an abstract 
in Hymor'a Fotdzra from an agreement of April, 1GG1, 
between the Queen and Sir George t'arye, appointing 
the latter to be master of the Exchange between 
England and Ireland. It ia not inconceivable that the 
subsequent writers followed Martin-Leake's lead with¬ 
out further inquiry. New, the enrolled agreement 
with Garye recites, among other things, that Elizabeth 
had ordered certain coins tor Ireland by an indenture 
with the two Martins in the three and fortitk year of 
her reign. Rymrr bad transcribed the words which 
[ have italicized as "* fortith* p (Pat. roll*43 E3iz r(1 part 5, 
m, 2\)> Consequently the whole case falls to the 
ground aud the issue of 1598 is shown to !>e apociyphai 
in fact as well as by inference. 

The path being now cleared of obstructions I can 
turn to the third coinage, which was struck in accordance 
with the indenture recited in the agreement with 
Carye, as mentioned in the last paragraph* There is 
no evidence that the Dublin Privy Council renewed 
on this occasion their proposal as to a mint in that 
city, for the reason, perhaps, that the result of their 
efforts in 1550 1 was not of an encouragi ng character. 
In December, 1500. a suggestion was put forward to 
cry down all Irish moneys, whether sterling or base, 
and that the new debased coins, the issue of which was 
then in contemplation, should alone be current there i 
also that exchanges should he set up in the two islands 
f£' + F. Ireland, Elk ^ voL 207, part 5). There ts much 
discussion of the project in the State Papers, but no 
decision is recorded and apparently none was reached 
until after the new mint indenture had been in opera 
lion for some three months 
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The Queen's benevolent intent ion to restore the Irish 
moneys to the fineness of the English standard of silver 
had waned daring the forty years of inaction, and gave 
place to a blunt declaration in the spring of 1601 that 
she had decided to revert to the '"course” adopted by 
Henry VIII, Edward VI, and Mary. Indeed, the 
terms of the indenture will indicate that Elizabeth 
was even better than her word and that she authorised 
a debasement exceeding the lowest degree of fineness 
sanctioned by her immediate predecessors. The order 
of February* 1600-1, is not noticed by Ruding or 
quoted by other writers, as far as I have observed, 
therefore it seems desirable to append a few extracts 
from its provisions and from a schedule which was 
attached to the principal document.

The number of pence in each pound weight was 192 
iL*. thirty grains), not 1W£ a$ mentioned on p, 232 
of the Handbook, and the farthing was not ordered, 
although some text-books state the contrary. Aa the 
copper coins bear the year of their issue (1601 and 
1602} they serve to date the undated silver pieces 
with the same privy-marks. For example, the pence 
and halfpence of 1601 marked with the mullet or star 
and the slipped trefoil [FI. VIL S p 10] are thereby 
linked to the Is., 6 d. t and 3J. with similar marks, 
while the pence and halfpence of 1602 w ith the martlet 
| pi. VII. 9] show that the three silver coins so marked 
were struck in that year. 

In addition to the three privy-marks to which I have 
just alluded, the books tell us with singular nuanimity 
that the cipher, crescent. Iys r and cross also occur on 
the third coinage. At the time of writing I have been

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unable to trace a coin of either metal bearing any one 
of the four last-named marks* and I doubt if they 
exist. The cipher was of course the English mark in 
1600 r and in accordance with contemporary practice 
it would not have been used tor the Irish series* The 
crescent also seems to be improbable, anti for a similar 
reason* The reputed lys and cross may have their 
origin in a worn or ill-struck trefoil* If the privy* 
marks at present known to mo are added to those 
which I am inclined to reject as visionary, we have 
a total of seven marks on this Irish coinage within 
two years, whereas three sufficed for the English series 
during the same period. 1l k also to be observed that 
the known Irish marks correspond in number with 
those on the English coins and with the pyx trials of 
1601-3. There is no evidence that more than one 
Irish mark was tried on each of the three occasions. 

Ending has illustrated in Plate xv* Nos. 10 and 11, 
a - 1 Pledge of a penny”* dated 1601, and a similar but 
undated halfpenny. As copper coins were not ordered 
in the English indenture of 1601* it seems possible that 
these two piece * may have been intended as patterns 
for Ireland, notwithstanding the survival of a copy or 
draft of an undated English proclamation concerning 
pledges of pure copper for a halfpenny and farthing 
which has been provisionally assigned to that year 
iGrtncford 9Z2 h and Hailey MS. 698\H)* 

W Likin a few days of the sealing of the Irish 
indenture the Privy Council gave instructions that 
unserviceable brass gum, pieces of great ordnance'*, 
should be sent to the Tower mint, and that Spanish 
guns, if there were any, could best be spared (Acte of 
Prirtf Council t 15 Fob.* 1600—1^ Doubtless this metal 
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wfts to aupplj r in part the Deeds of the muster-workers 
of the Dew moneys, and it will be convenient now to 
cite some relevant extracts from the original account 
declared by the warden of the mint and from a copy of 
the master-workers" figures dealing with the same 
period.

The reckoning prepared by Sir Richard Martin and 
his son repeats the figures last mentioned in the 
warden’s account, and makes a claim for certain 
allowances in addition to the fixed scale of payments 
for the Irish work:

The coins referred to in the foregoing accounts 
underwent, together with the English series, three 
trials of the pyx at the Star Chamber. The original 
record of the two earlier trials appears to be missing, 
but 1 have taken such details as are available from a 
contemporary copy of & working account hy Sir Richard 
Martin; the official figures as to the third trial have 
survived* 

In the period between the date of the indenture, 
2 Feb, 1600—1 and 20 May 1601 s 26,3U7 pounds weight 
of white Irish moneys were struck, and were found by 
the pyx jury to be of the standard of 2oz + 17 dwt. fine 
silver in the pound Troy. Martin does not state the 
privy-mark r but it was presumably a slipped trefoil* 
The copper pence and halfpence are not mentioned in 
connexion with tlus trial.

I believe that the trial of 1603 is the one known 
occasion on which a copper or brass currency was 
accorded the honour of being tested at the Star 
Chamber in the presence of the Privy Council. 

The form in which the warden. Sir Thomas Knyvett, 
presented the figures relating to the transactions of the 
mint (ait/>ru) brings into sharp contrast the difference 
between the face value and the intrinsic value of 
Elizabeth's third issue for Ireland, which was in truth 
a token coinage. The so-called silver moneys were 
to be current at the rate of (Ws, for the pound weight, 
the actual cost of the metal being 16s. 1 i<J. The pound 
weight of copper coins was rated at 1ft?. and valued at 
6|tl. It may, 1 think, be regarded as a sign of grace 
that some of these documents use the phrase "white 
Irish" instead of "silver Irish' 1 when reference is 
made to the coins which contained only 2o z. 17dwt. 
of silver in the pound Troy, At all events, I do not 
recall an instance of such becoming candour in any of 
the mint accounts of the earlier Tudors who permitted 
similar debasements in their English or Irish 
currencies. 

A letter from Richard Martin, undated but pre-

For 
the white money he desired the same price iis then 
wag given (& / J . [retend, EUz , voL 2t»S + part h No. m 
Conceivably the ^enemies" were the persons who 
will be nest mentioned. 

In the dosing years of the reign two other men 
came into the foreground, not in an official position 
at the mint but as advisers, more or less expert, of 
the Privy Council in coinage matters. Those indi¬ 
viduals were Captains Edward and Thomas Hayes, 
who were either brothers or kinsmen, the former being 
commissary of musters for the province of Leinster. 
They suggested improvements in the striking of and 
in the mixture of alloys for the Irish coins, and also 
put forward a scheme for the general amendment of 
the currency difficulties in Ireland, Whatever their 
merits as practical reformers may have been, they 
manifestly gained the ear of the Queen or her coun¬ 
cillors, and were afforded an opportunity of proving 
the utility of their proposals. That being so, it may 
he interearing to gather together the historical evidence 
m to their proceedings, which appear to have escaped 
notice in our numismatic hooka. Possibly, but not 
certainly, the earliest of their writings is an undated 
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memorandum by Edwnrtl Hayes on the need for small 
copper money. He remarks that they must not be 
too thick; the oopper plates being drawn thi.ii bj' 
«ingon-i" will prevent counterfeiting by casting, as 
copper will not run thin between moulds when cast. 
“The fabrication should not be gross as are our silver 
monies, but neat and exquisite to grace the baseness 
of their substance 11 (Cotton AI &&-, Otho E, x, No, 50). 
In this instance Hayes’s quaintly phraaod advice was 
neglected, as it trill be seen that the pence and half¬ 
pence are decidedly thick when compared with the 
Harrington farthings of James I. Nevertheless they 
arc by no means " gross”. Nett we have a joint letter 
from the two brothers, if such they were, addressed to 
Sir Robert Cecil on 24 March, 1600-1. They suggest 
to him that base moneys only should be current in 
Ireland, as it would do good sendee to England and 
ease the Queen’s charge; it would least offend the 
State in Ireland, and especially the army there, “ by 
which ouly her Majesty doth and must look to hold 
that kingdom The writers then set out the benefits 
in detail and offer their services about the settling 
of the money course '* in Ireland (.k, l*. Ireland, £Uz„ 
voJ. 209, part 1, No. 102), I shall have occasion to 
comment Inter on this question of the circulation of 
the new coinage, as ordered by proclamation. Then 
we have a letter from th© Privy Council, which gives 
to “ the two Hayes ” the eat we to the Tower mint for 
the purpose of experimenting. On 17 April, 1601, the 
warden is instructed to permit them to use a con¬ 
venient place in the mint where they can work 
privately and make trial of their invention for the 
new Irish moneys, and to provide them with silver to 
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the value of £50. On the same day the graver is 
informed that "a trial (will) be made of a commixture 
of metal that the two Hayes do oiler to make into 
coin of better show and more expedition", and he is 
told to grave on eleven pairs of puncheons, which they 
had already made, the stamp of the new Irish shilling 
to be need for the trial (jIi'/s of the Privy Council}, 
That the inventors carried out some experimental 
work is proved by an account in the Domestic State 
Papers which mentions a loss of about £21) in silver 
bullion. It is, however, obvious that their improve- 
menu, it'any, were too late for the first portion of the 
new coinage, because the warden is ordered on the 
28th of the same month of April to deliver £ 49 . 001 } in 
Is., fid., and 3d., and £1,000 in pence and halfpence 
of the coins of the new standard for Ireland (Acts P, C.)> 
At present I have not been able to detect any difference 
as regards a “better show" between the silver pieces 
marked with a mullet ora trefoil in 1601 and those with 
a martlet in 1602, but, on the other hand, aa the 
Hayes’s association with the Tower mint extended 
for several years after Elizabeths death, It must be 
assumed that their inventions or schemes were suffi¬ 
ciently useful to justify their continued attendance 
{Brit. Num. Journal, vol. ix, p. 222 £), Thera is also h 
letter from Thomas Hayes, undated, but placed under 
1602 in the calendar, in which he claims that he 
devised the plan for the alteration of the Irish 
standard of fineness, and says that he and his kinsman 
had 11 employed their endeavours in a ingmarrie worke 
for coynedge w L is nowe finished and effected"; un¬ 
fortunately he does not describe the apparatus. In 
the next document, also undated, they assert that ir the 
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probation of our ingines in this coinage wilbe so 
throughly manifested y L hereafter it may induce ye 
whole moneys of England to bee wrought therby”. 
The latter extract ia in connexion with a proposal by 
the Hayes's to set np ft mint in Dublin and to erect the 
engines invented by them, for which they asked to 
be allowed £3.000 sterling. They also put forward an 
alternative suggestion, posaibly because the new coinage 
was a failure 1 that a standard of 9 oz. bne should be 
adopted for Irish silver moneys, inclusive of the three- 
pence* copper being used for the lower denominations 
down to the farthing (S. F* trelami, Eliz m$ voh 212^ 
No^. 99-101). Neither of these projects was favourably 
received.and Dublin still remained without its mint, but 
the scheme for improving the standard to 9 ok. seems to 
have been revived by Hayes in the autumn of 1903* 
whan James I was trying to solve by those means the 
currency difficulties which had beset Elizabeth, I do 
not find that any payment was made to Thomas or 
Edward Hayes out of mint funds or that the Queen 
granted a special reward to either of them- In a latter 
of 21 December, 1601. they ask that a privy seal warrant 
might be signed, but do not give any clue as to its 
nature. They also make a ciyptic reference to s * those 
who shoot with other men's arrows r \ which may be 
a thrust at the mint officials (& Ireland, Eltz. r voL 
2(19, p, 248)* It was not until September, 1603, that 
they respectively received by patent from James I an 
annuity of £100, which was stated to be in considera¬ 
tion of Ja good service dune In the wars ", there being 
no direct allusion to Irish coinage atiairs* 

It remains briefly to comment upon the series of 
very long proclamations which were published at 
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l>ublin Castle during the two years which elapsed 
between the sealing of the mint indenture and the 
death of Elizabeth on -4 March, 1602-3. The first of 
the proclamations which is dated 20 May, 1601, gives 
effect to the agreement as to Exchanges made with 
Sir George Caiye in the previous month, to which 
I have already alluded. The Queen announced her 
decision. for the reasons there stated, to reduce the 
moneys to “the ancient course of her progenitors”, 
namely, to a difference in fineness between the moneys 
of England and Ireland, and to that end had caused 
great quantities to be coined according to the ancient 
standard used by her Majesty's father, brother, and 
sister. The same were to be established as the lawful 
current moneys of Ireland, and after 10 July then next 
all other moneys, whether Irish, English, or foreign, 
were to be annulled and no longer current, and were 
to be esteemed as bullion only. Aiid the Queen, in 
orrler to give reasonable satisfaction, whi c h waa not 
ofter>;d iin tlte days of tor progenitor, had established 
an exchange to be maintained at Dublin, Cork, Galway, 
and Carriekfergus, and in England at London, Bristol, 
and Chester* where coins of England might be changed 
tor the new standard moneys of Ireland and vice versa. 
For 20#. of new Irish coins. 19* of current English 
moneys were to be delivered by means of a bill directed 
to a place cl exchange in England; and for 20*. English, 
21*. new Irish deliverable at an exchange in Ireland. 
The Irish base moneys then annulled might be ex* 
changed^ money for money, for coins of the new 
standard (8. P, Ireland Eli *., voL 208. part 2, No, 82). 
Ihe object of this exchange system was to prevent the 
transportation of English sterling coitt^ to Ireland,

where they were used by the rebels tor making 
purchases abroad, and to confine the clicntstioii oi 
the new Irish coins to that island. If Thomas Hayes 
rightly claimed that he was the promoter of the 
measures for reducing the standard of fineness and 
setting up the exchanges, he was responsible for bring¬ 
ing many hardships upon Ireland. lief ore the end 
0 f I6DI trouble arose and the new system practically 
became unworkable, notwithstanding the greater 
« moderation than in former times which the Queen 
took credit for exercising- I should add, however, 
that Elizabeth is said to have been personally averse 
from the whole scheme and to have yielded only to 
the pressure of her advisers. 

On II June. 1602, a second proclamation was issued, 
by which the rate of exchange was increased to '22s. 
of new Irish moneys for liOs. of decried sterling coins, 
and it was expressly mentioned that- gold coin and 
bullion would be received at .the various cdices. A* 
the subjects had brought in debased moneys only, 
contrary to the true meaning of the earlier pro¬ 
clamation, It was ordered that when the new moneys 
were tendered for exchange into sterling moneys 
receivable in England, at least one-fifth part of the 
H iitti so tendered should consist of sterling silver or 
gold- Those who were in the pay of the Queen were 
to be allowed to use the exchange to the extent of 
their pay or entertainment without putting in money 
of the old sterling (5. I\ Ireland, Eli:.. vol. 2* 1, Ko.50). 
The provision as to exchanging gold would seem 
to be almost derisory so far as Ireland was concerned, 
as I should imagine that coins of that metal were seen 
in 1603 even less frequently thau in England in 1017. 
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Iii July, 1602, the Queen gave instructions that all 
exchange of mere copper moneys was to be refused 
ci(, t vol. *11, ^os .»i -HJ, thus is effect demonetizing 
these coins outside the realm of Ireland- I notice that 
James I treated the poor with greater consideration 
in October 1603, when he reduced by two-thirds the 
face value of hlizabeth's issue of 11 base mixed moneys ,f 
but exempted the copper pence and halfpence when 
tendered in small sums. 

It Is clear that there were still many abuses of the 
exchange system due to fraudulent practices by 
merchants, who thereby caused loss and Buffering to 
the community. An amendment of the general con¬ 
fusion was attempted by a third proclamation dated 
24 1602 3-"the Isat and most foolish pro¬ 

clamation ", as it is described by Mr. R. P. Mahafty, 
who edited this portion of the Irish State Papere. 
The document recited, among other things, that the 
mischief which was the main cause of the alteration 
of the standard, namely, the use by the rebels of 
sterling money and its exportation to foreign countries 
had not been remedied. Therefore Dublin and London 
were to be the only places where exchange could be 
obtained by those engaged in trade, but the army and 
others in the Queen's pay might still K « banoke " 
at Cork for that purpose, as formerly; traveller* nnd 
soldrer, leaving Ireland might exchange at Bristol and 
Lhester to the extent of four pounds. Another altera¬ 
tion increased the compulsory proportion of sterling 
moneys to forty par cent, of each £100 brought in for 
exchange (Carew Papers, mb anno). 

After the death of Elizabeth her later policy with 
gart to Irish currency matters was entirely reversed 
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by James I, but it should bo remembered that Ireland 
was then, no longer tom by rebellion and war. 

In conclusion, I have to express my indebtedness 
to Mr. Thomas Bearmau for allowing me to reproduce 
five coins from his cabinet, namely Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5, and 
7 on the accompanying plate. The others are from 
the series in the British Museum.

CONCERNING SOME RQETTIERS DIES. 

T ttf. transcripts here printed of documents among 
the Stuart papers at Windsor were originally made 
for Sir Wollaston I ranks, when ho and Mr, htmeber 
were preparing the text of MedaWc /fWmtfcws of the 
History of Great Britain and Ireland. 

As they appear to be of some interest to students of 
Stuart medals, they are now reproduced with one or 
two exceptions, which are noted. The documents do 
not Tecord the ultimate issue of the dispute between 
the titular king, James III, and the widow of Norbert 
Roettiers, 1 It is, however, known that James, the 
sou of Norbort, visited England in 1730-3 with a view 
to striking medals from some of these dies (see 
B. Nightingale in Kum. ( knm., voL iii, p. 57J, and some 
thirty or forty ycai^ later knelling made a l«t of 
others still in the possession of James Roettiers {ibid., 
p. 39 and p. 187 note). Moreover, a number of dies 
and puncheon* were acquired by Matthew Young, who, 
in 1828, after making some restrikes, presented the 
defaced dies to the British Museum (see J. H, Burn in 
ibid., p. 1 3(i;i, They were obtained from the descendants 
of John Roettiers, and according to most, authorities. 

1 Nurtert was the sun of John Raettiew. and in 1703 succeeded 
“ Engraver-General of the French mint. From 
160 j he Lad filled this office to Junius HI at Paris. He dieif in 
i.-JT [ftis^g-ason, Jaiaeg^omin 1707. und later known <u Jacques 
IfoeUieri tie la Tour, who became goldsmith to Louis XV in 1717. 
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from Korbort's daughters, the intermediary being 

one Cox. 

In the present circumstances it has not been possible 
to compare tile copies with the original MSB nor to 
place the responsibility for certain obvious error?. 
Such mistakes have therefore been tacitly corrected, 
■whilst the peculiarities of spelling have been pre¬ 
served. Discussion of the various questions arising 
out of the documents must be left for a future occasion, 
but 1 hove ventured tor purposes of identification to 
add a few notes, appending to document V references 
to Medallic ttlnstrtfiOM and to the copy made by 
Bindley in 1776 of Snelling’s list, &e. By the bind 
co-operation of Mr. Hill I have noted such of the dies 
and puncheons, now in the British Museum, as are 
mentioned in Xorbert R cottiers s list.

The Catalogue Annexed ib a Copy of what M r * Roattier 
sent to the King in November 173-1. 

It Weiv to lie wished that the proper Enquiries had l>eon 
made ulHPLit them at tlmt time, because he Was more 
Capable of Answering them than anybody ebso is at present. 

He was then upon a project of striking sets of nil bin 
Cabinet, Which he wan put upon by several English 
Gentlemen that he had seen here, Who Were not only 
curious in things of that imhir* but zealously Affected to 
the Kings Cause, and thought, tlmt striking off a Series of 
Medals of the family of Stuarts, Would be useful to continue 
the Memory of it, and prosorve Lho affection of the people of 
England to the King, the true Representative of that family.

PBDM3TIAE HERACLIUNSES. 


Tub FTeracleau mint ifm not so productive as those 
of neighbouring cities, and, white famous for the tine 
style of its earlier staters, has never attracted very 
great attention, although the main outlines of the 
chronological sequence oi the coins have been estab¬ 
lished. See Head, Hint, Nitm, 3 , p. 72 seq. The earlier 
coins bear no inscription beyond the ethnic, but before 
the middle of the fourth century u.c. adjunct letters 
and abbreviations of names begin to appear and con¬ 
tinue henceforward. The M'Clftan collection in the 
Pits william Museum includes twenty-six staters—a 
large number for this series—and it seemed that several 
varieties might bo unique. On searching for parallel 
specimens I was very much interested to notice the 
groat variety ot letters which occurred on a com¬ 
paratively small number of coins. At die same time 
it was apparent that Munster berg's list of “Beam- 
temiamcn" for Heraclen (JVam. ZeiL, 2911, p. T9;, 
although including no abbreviations of Jess than three 
letters, was even within these limits very incomplete, 
such examples as KAH. KAfl, £Y4»P, NEHN, E^ZXl- 
AAMOZ, ZHZlfllOZ, APlZTIlN. and APIZTOZE- 
NOZ being among those omitted. In Jact, his list of 
eighteen names and abbreviations may be increased to 
thirty-five, apart from the single letters and combina¬ 
tions of two letters. It seemed, then, worth while to

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print, in the first place, a fall list of these letters; for 
any future attempt to fix the die sequences at Hcmclea 
is certain to meet with many difficulties owing to the 
great rarity of most varieties. Secondly, although not 
part of my original purpose, this list has suggested 
some notes on the theory, as applied to Heracles. that 
these abbreviations represent artists’ signatures. 

Unfortunately, so many of these coins are described 
in the catalogues without illustration or indication of 
weight and data that, for greater convenience, it has 
bean necessary to classify the inscriptions according 
to their length rather than in chronological groups. 
The weight, whore it could be ascertained, has been 
given only in those cases which occur in the later dis¬ 
cussion; but it may be assumed that most cm weighed 
coins are probably earlier than the reduced standard 
of c. 2SO H.r. With one or two exceptions, noted as 
they occur, all the coins given below are silver staters. 
To the examples of at least three letters we may 

add 27 smaller abbreviations and the monogram fN 
(HPAKA). These aro used singly or In combination in 
about 80 different ways, though the total number of 
coins examined is only abou t 220- 1 Purtber, 38 of these

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Mfliiy attempts have been made to explain the 
various letters and abbreviated names which appear 
upon so many of the coins of the Sicilian and South 
Italian towns. The most cautions and conservative 
view is that they stand for the names of magistrates* 
Others, more bold* contend that we have to do with 
the abbreviated signatures of artists, who sign some¬ 
times as proud witnesses of conscious artistic merit* 
sometimes as responsible mint officials. This theory 
is based on the certain fact that artists' signatures 
do occur* notably at Syracuse. In some cases these 
signatures are in microscopically small lottery; on 
other coins only the first two or three letters of the 
name are given, the letters then being of larger shse, 
as large, in fact* as those of the ethnic. The artist 
Eimon will sometimes sign in full in small loiters and 
add a large initial ft elsewhere on the same coin. Tho 
main facta concerning signatures at Syracuse are too 
well known to need even brief mention here. Fresh 
ground was broken by Mr. R. S< Poole in his article 
n Athenian Coin Engravers in Italy" {Num* Chran^ 
18&3, pp. 269 seqq,)* He maintained that $ placed in 
an inconspicuous position on some early coins of 
Thulium and Terina was an artist's signature. Others 
have identified this $ with the artist who signs <t>PY 
on later Tinman coins, and so rendered the further 
step to the known artist ^PYHAAOZ not hard to

It is probable that ♦ and P have a Letter claim to 
represent artists" signatures than many other letters 
and abbreviation* commonly explained in the same 
way. At any mU\ they are often, though not uni¬ 
versally, small and inconspicuous ou the coins of 
Thtirlum and Terina. It is curious, therefore, that so 
much attention has been paid to these particular 
examples, while the development of the theory to 
further instances has, as a whole, escaped detailed 
criticism* 4 For them we must turn to those pages 
in the Borsemm of Ta rent tun which deni with artists 
signatures. That Sir Arthur Evans still adheres to

It is apparent that such coins must he 
roughly contemporary, An interval of fifty years 
lietween my of them, while not impossible, would be 
disconcerting; an interval of from eighty to one 
hundred years is obviously impossible. Apart from 
ihe definite exclusion of certain coins, such a gap would 
be fetal to a general method which is largely concerned 
with similarities in style. 

Y o will first consider the case of 41 or 4H/ 4!AJ fc 
4EAJZ (different forms of the same artist's signature 
according to Sir A E Evans), who first appears at 
rarentum in Period 4 iHorsemen e/ Tarentum^ p„ 106).

Wo 
must* however notice that <frl occurs on coins of Telia 
and Metapontum which bear the trlqtietra symbol. 
They have therefore been brought into relation with 
Agathocies and dated to c. 300 n.t\ (C- T. Seltman* 
Knm, Chron„ iOIg, p. 7). Mr* Settman does not notice 
that the substantial correctness of his date for these 
coins is proved by the occurrence of the Telian coin 
in mint condition in the Hmeventan find dated by 
Sir A, Evans on other ground* to c. 310 p,o r (IIor8**n$n 
at Turentum, p*98J* It is clear that this 4>l can have 
nothing to do with the Tareivtiue coins. 

Moreover, since #1 is found in conjunction with the 
abbreviations KAA r API AAh and XIM at Tarentum, 
and since these abbreviations occur at Heracles Metu- 
pontum, and Thurium, Evans (op* nf.j p* 110) has 
suggested that the collaboration of <H at Heraclea is 
to be inferred, though he admits that 4M may some¬ 
times stand for $IAG or 41 All, an abbreviation which 
does not seem to occur at Tarentum- In any case, 
the fact emerge* that, so far as style was concerned. 
Sir Arthur Evans found no difficulty in grouping as 
roughly contemporary the $1 coins of Tarentum with 
the 4>I and 4MA0 corns of HenudeaJ

The 01-ZflXlBlOZ coin (5 h rests 
on the authority of Gamicci, but two staters are 
recorded with ZAZFBIOE alone (note to 5 /), and 
these are of iiilj weight. The 01-ZflZlMOZ coin is 
nn weighed (5 *), and the ^ 01 coin (3 h) only weighs 
35 gis„ but is plated. It i 6 probable, however, that 
this is a plated coin of the reduced series. If not. 
it is so closely connected with the reduced scries that 
ft must have been struck within the decade preceding 
-80 b.c. ^Vlierever I have found a coin with the 
monogram pj weighed, it Lag been, with two excep- 
tions to bo mentioned below, struck on the reduced 
standard ; while the reverse typo of this coin, which 
shows lioraldea crowning himself, has only once been 
noted by me in a lull-weight stator (5 g). Moreover, 
it will surely be admitted that the coins with the full 
nanus XflZlBlOX, IQIIMOZ. with one of which 
ZilZI- tuay be connected, cannot, even though all of 
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them be of full weight, Lava bean struck much before 
the time of the reduction. Types, style, and the long 
form of the inscription all plead for as late a date 
as possible, and a provisional suggestion of c. BOH n.a 
cannot bo far wrong. 

Wo have thus disposed of all the <M coins of Heruelea 
with one exception. This is the coin described and 
Illustrated by OarelH, PL clx. 12 ilQj, which rests 
ultimately on the authority of A veil mo. This coin, if 
genuine, would date well before c. as it shows 

the early type of Her aides struggling with the lieu* * 
The particular scheme here chosen is excessively rare 
on staters, fur, instead of standing, the hero is kneeling 
on his r. knee and holding his club in the r, hand, 
as though preparing for a blow, instead of strangling 
the Hon with both hands. It would* however* be Im¬ 
possible to draw any general conclusions from this 
single and peculiar coin. It is remarkable that 
exactly the same scheme occurs on the next coin on 
Care Hi's Plate (clx* 13). Hero the letters EY replace $ J. 3

The ♦! coins of Horaclea can, then, have nothing to 
do with the <M coins of Tarentum Period 4 struct 
before S75 b.c + But. this exposes an inherent weakness 
in the whole of any argument which relies to a gr^at 
extent on the cumulative effect produced by noting 
small resemblances in type and style. It is clear that 
in the ease of the *frl coins these criteria have failed* 
Moreover, we have every right to assume that no

We may now- turn to the very rare Heradean stater 
signed, we may admit, by the artist EY$P- in small 
letters on the exergual lino. The Herakk'ian artist, 
again, who signs EY*P in minute letters on the 
exergual line, varies the practice by placing a con¬ 
spicuous EY in the field above it between the legs of 
the struggling Hera kies 1 " (Horsemen of Tarentum, 
p. 119). Much more, then, might we expect the EY* 
of Leake 1 to be identifiable with this same artist. But 
this coin has the poor standing figure of Hera kies for 
reverae type « where EY*P shows the fine composition 
of the hero strangling the lion common to the earliest 
staters of Heracfeft. It is true that some of the staters 
marked EY show this type. But the EY4>P coins 
exhibit a stem-featured head of Athena, her helmet 
decorated with a griffin. The signature, too, is treated 
in * manner recalling that of MO A 0X10 Z at Thulium, 
who was working before c. 388 b.c. I should be 
inclined to place the EY*P coin not far from that 
date. But such coins with EY as I have seen show a

His stylo might bo 
said to resemble that of EY<t> on the Leaks coin 
already mentioned above. But with regard to the EY 
coins of Heracles c, 400-330 me., why should these 
not be connected with tho abbreviation EY0Y (5 l) 
Or the EY$A mentioned by I mbool-Blunter [ace under 
.> o). I must here admit that my examples of EY 
show’ the letters on the obverse, and that I have been 
unable to find a specimen of the coin upon which 
.Sir A. Evans lays so much stress (with EY just above 
the exergual line of the reverse? other than Imhoof-

As both this and the EY$P coin (5 e) read 1 on the

AYe will now consider the case of APlJTTOZENOX 
Garnicci* p, 132 p No, 34, describes a coin already pub¬ 
lished by Iinhoof-Blumer (Or, Mimz. r p. 2, PL liv* 2) 
where this name is engraved on the crest of the 
helmet, and APIZT0EE is repeated on the exergual 
line of the reverse. There is also an A on the obverse 
The coin is of the ordinary types of the earlier 
Heraclean staters. Six Arthur Evans proposes to 
assign other coins reading simply A to the same artist, 
and to identity him with an API who appears on 
certain coins of Tareutum, On the Tarentme coins 
API appears in association with KAA, an abbreviation 
also found on coins of Eemclea. KAA therefore is 
another artist working for both mints. 

That Aristoxenoa is an artist's signature is probable 
enough. That A and API are shortened forms of this

quite unusual Would APIZTQZENOZ sign in full 
on his earlier wort aud be content with A on a later 
and more original design ?

Are they the advanced work of Aristaxenos, or do 
they belong to a later artist of this name? tf A and 
APJ are artists signatures, surely APIZ on these 
somewhat later coins must tall into the same category. 
And if APIZ is another form of this artists signature, 
why did he always sign API at, Tarentum, u form 
possibly never occurring at Ileraclea? 13 Or why 
should they not stand, one and all, for the Heracles n 
name APHTflN (Jameson Cut., Xo.

But it seems that when the touchstone of the 
Herodesu coins is applied, the whole argument is 
shown to be worthless.

Moreover, K - A occur on the earlier Tarentine coins. 
KAA API on the later. But at Heraclea KAA occurs 
on the coins with the earlier type of Herakles strangling 
the lion, while K comes on the Inter coins with Athena 
in a Corinthian helmet and the standing Herakles. 
Do such coins assist the K; AAj-A PJ] theory? These 
coins with K are the commonest of the Heraciean 
staters, I have met nearly forty specimens, and they 
always read not K-APl but K-AGA. though rarely 
A0A is given in the catalogues. Lastly, if the K coins 
were assigned to a KAA working c. 380 b.c^ the 
Heraciean chronology would resolve itself into staters 
before c. 360 e.c. and those c. 300 d.c. and later. There 
would be very- few coins to fill the intervening gap. 

The florae lean coin with A0A suggests a further 
consideration. Why is the work of this most prolific 
Heraoloan artist—assuming tor the moment that he 
was an artist—not found at Tarentum ? Is it merely 
an accident that the artist who bus left most work at 
ileraclea has left nothing at Tarentum ? That, assuming

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as proved tills artistic intercourse between the south 
Italian towns, some of them did not cross to Sicily ? 
That, conversely, the great Sicilian artists of the signed 
tetradraclini3 at Syracuse did not work tor a rich town 
like Tarentum r At Terina, indeed, Sir Arthur Evuns 
has discovered the first four letters of the name of the 
artist Eu a i net os written in very tiny characters on 
the nymph's ampyx He claims this discovery as a 
proof that the letters 4 and P are correctly regarded 
as artists' signatures, and takes the opportunity 
of confirming his theory as set forth in the earlier 
work on Tarentum (see Nwn. Chron 1012, p. 
and for Tarentum, p. 40k But the lesson Lo he learnt 
from EVA I on the coin of Terina is rather that the 
best artists signed in almost imperceptible characters. 
and although this may often be true ot $ and P at 
Ter in a and Thulium, it is rarely so in the great 
majority of Sir A. Evans's examples. 16 In any case, 
the absence of the great Sicilian names, apart from 
isolated instances, on the coins of South Italy, seenm to 
me very remarkable if all these letters and abbrevia¬ 
tions represent the signatures of artists. And although 
they have not all been claimed as such, how can we 
accept A €, K. KAA. API, ♦!, &c. as artists, while 
ignoring the claims of AO A, AflP. Nl, and many 
others ? "No explanation can be regarded as satisfactory 
unless it covers the whole ground. 

It may be presumed that when the chronological die 
sequences have been worked out for the south Italian 
towns, especially tor Metapoutoni and Vella, a better 
judgement on this question will be possible, but it is

It may, I think, fairly be urged that conclusions 
drawn concerning the identity of coin engravers at 
Herat-left and Tarentum are unsound because they 
rest on unsound data. Whether, in spite ot this, the 
letters are abbreviations of artists' names is a thesis 
which does not seem open to direct proof or the reverse. 
So far as I can see, there is little to say in favour of it 
If correct, it is curious that the best Sicilian practice, 
by which the artist signed in tiny letters, was so rarely 
followed; it is curious, too, that evidence of marked 
artistic intercourse between Sicily and the Greek towns 
of Italy has yet to be produced, though the case of 
Euemetos at Terina has beeu noticed. Finally, the 
number of names which must on this theory be given 
to artists at Heracfoa is for this small mint so abnormal 
aa to form in itself a serious argument against accepting 
ibis doctrine. 
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THE CHRONOLOGY OF THE COINAGE OF 
AKTIOCHUS Vffl OF SYRIA. 

ISee Plate VIILj 

It is not too common in history to meet with a 
personage who lives? up to his accepted nickname. 
On investigation we find that Richard Crookback was 
not notably deformed, that Warwick the King-maker 
can hardly bo called the last of the barons' 1 with 
any approach to accuracy, that the “Many Monarch” 
is no good summing up of the character of the rather 
sardonic Charles II, and that Le Roi Sole LI was hardly 
a sunny character* Hence comes a feeling of relief 
when for once we come on a notable individual of 
whom it may be said that ho ftil fi and more than 
fulfils, the expectation we have formed of him from 
the sobriquet which tradition has attached to his name. 
Antlochus V III, the second son of Demetrius II and 
his imam table spouse Cleopatra K daughter of Ptolemy 
Fhilometorol Egypt, was, as Appian informs ns, known 
as Qr$tpu# k the hook nosed. 1 Many sovereigns have been 
blessed with an aquiline profile: but assuredly m all 
hie portrait gallery of ancient and modem times none 
was ever possessed of such a formidable griffin-like 
beak as this Selencid monarch. Looking at his portrait 
on the coins of his later years, we may a&stiredly call 


1 \ppr ^yriaca., 
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Inm not a hook-nosed man, but the moat hook-nosed 
man that ever lived. By the time that ho had reached 
the age of forty-five, the tip of his nose was making 
a perceptible effort to grow down towards his upper 
lip.- If he bad reached old age the problem of the 
nut-cracker would apparently have been reached, lor 
his strong projecting chin was also growing.* But the 
dagger of a treacherous minister cut short the life of 
the much-beaked king before the final developments 
had the chance of appearing. 

It was, I think, this tremendous nose which, first 
attracted me towards the study of the chronology of 
the coins of a monarch who turned out on examination 
to be a person of considerable interest, numismalically 
as well as historically. Hi3 reign was long ibr that of 
a Hellenistic king, since he was first recognized in 
135 u.c., and maintained himself on the throne till 
116 b,c., a term of thirty years in all. And his life 
and wars synchronize with the hunt, break up of the 
Seleueid empire: none of his Bucce&iom ever again 
ruled over the whole of the broad lauds from Taurus 
to the River of Egypt, After him came a few y ears 
more of civil war, and the final disaster uf the dynasty, 
which fell before the sword of the Armenian. “ Great 
King ' Tigomes. The coinage of Grypus gives us a 
key to the progressive downfall of the Seleucidae—his 
first coins arc quite up to the level of the art of any 
of his second-century ancestors. His Inst have slipped 
down towards the hieratic and stereotyped semi- 
barbarism of those of the sons and nephews, who

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iiispitted the crown after fii* death. My main object 
to-day is to Jay out the general lines on which the 
chronology of his various issues must La distributed. 

So little was this sinking of numismatic art during 
Giypus’s reign appreciated by the earlier students of 
the Syrian coinage, that down to thirty years ago Lis 
last Lancs were wrongly attributed to his son and 
namesake Antiothus XI, another 11 EpipJuutes’' in the 
official nomenclature of the dynasty. They arc found 
so placed even in Dr. Percy Gardners excellent cata¬ 
logue of the coins of the house of Seleucns in the 
British Museum series, which came out in 1878. In 
Dr. Head s ///,t/ona Xunioruin they are rightly at¬ 
tributed. and no one now has any doubt that this 
numerous aerie? of teiradrochma should lie given to 
the father and not to the son, whose issues were very 
scanty, as might have been expected from the shortness 
of his reign. In FL Vm. 7 will bo seen one dated 
coin which, if it had Ijeen known thirty years ago, would 
have prevented the wrong attribution, since the date 
which it boars, 91 orSOSJ of fch© Selencid Era, obviously 
fall?, into the time of the elder king, who was murdered 
in 216 a.s„ and not into that of Lis son and homonym, 
whose regnal year was 230 a. a. There can be no doubt 
that all the ill-designed coins with the type of a seated 
Zens and the simple inscription BAXIAE£2Z ANTIO- 
En 14>A(SOYX belong to Grypus, and only those 
with the longer legend BAXIAEOI ANTIOXOY E|U- 
❖ANOYr *IAA AEA4>OY to his son. The latter have 
a v-rv young head, while the former show n portrait 
well advanced in middle life. And the nose of Phik- 
delphua, though decidedly aquiline, does not approach 
in sine that of bis rightly nicknamed parent. 
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To proceed with the chronicle of the issues of Giypus. 
He was born in 141 b.p, or 171 of the Sekucid Em, 
during the first reign of his father Demetrius Xicator, 
which lasted from 146 to 138 n c. When Demetrius 
was taken prisoner by the Parthlans, and '[wnt eight 
years in Eastern captivity, his wife, the Egyptian Cleo¬ 
patra, married his successor and brother Autiockus VII. 
The latter, a very favourable specimen of the Seleucid 
dynast)*, did no harm to his step-children, who were 
all very young. Indeed we know that he had one of 
them about his court during the last year of his life. 
But after nine years of reign Autiochus VII—Sidetos 
as he is generally named—died in battle with the 
Parthians, and Demetrius escaped from captivity and 
recovered his throne, his wife, and his children in 
129 b.c. His short second reign of five years, however, 
was a period of ever-increasing trouble and disaster, 
and during his struggle with the usurper Alexander 
Zabi ns he appears to have sent his son* for safety 
to Athens. It was from thence, at last, that we hear 
that (frypus was recalled to Syria in 125 B.C,, and the 
fact that Arrian says that he was educated in Athens 
is sufficient proof that his stay in Greece must have 
covered at least the two or three last years of his 
father's life. Probably Demetrius sent him away when 
he saw that the rebellion of Zabina was making head, 
and that the outlook was had. 

GrypUS returned to take up a most troublous heritage, 
whose horrors recall the grimmest episodes of ancient 
Greek tragedy. His father, finally defeated in battle 
near Damascus by Zabina in 126 tt.&, had been 
assassinated immediately utter, by his own governor 
in Tyre, where he had taken refit go. It was rumoured 
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that his wife? was, if not the instigator, at least a con¬ 
senting party to the murder. Tbe story would seem 
improbable but for the subsequent conduct of this 
abominable woman* On the death of Demetrius his 
eldest son Seleucws, aged eighteen or nineteen at the 
tirnp, assumed the diadem and the leadership of his 
fathers broken party* Ho gave his mother none of 
that share in the royal power which she claimed, and 
atter a quarrel all our authorities* Appian. Eusebius, 
Justin, and the epitome of Livy, agree that she had 
him assassinated* She then reigned for some months 
in her own right, sis is attested by the rare ietmdntchms 
which hear her head alone, and the inscription 8AXI- 
AIXEHX KAEOfl ATPAX ©EAX EYETHPlAX, all of 
the date 1S7 A.S. or 125 B.c. Finding, however, that 
the public opinion of the army was not favourable to 
the open domination of a woman, a thing never before 
seen in Syria* $ho within a few months sent to At liens 
for her younger son, and proclaimed him on his arrival 
as her co-regent, under the title of Antlocbtts Epiphsmes, 
This surname was not drawn from hia own branch of the 
Seleucid house* since he descended not from the well- 
known monarch of that name, the enemy of the 
Maccabees, but from his elder brother Soleueus IV. 
Being only sixteen years of age at his .accession, Cirypus 
wa^ too young to stand in his mother's way for some 
time, and the queen was able to do as she pleased. 
It was for her benefit that the armies based on the 
Phoenician cities of which she was in possession 
gradually warred down the usurper Ales under Zubina, 
and alter three years of hard fighting finally overthrew 
him and occupied Antioch in 123 a,c + 

For two years after the death of Zahina Cleopatra 
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and her son continued to rele together. Their joint 
coins are not uncommon, and are found of both the 
weight-systems prevalent in Syria, of Phoenician 
standard from Sycamina 4 and other mints of the coast, 
and later of Attic standard from Antioch and other 
cities which were gradually recovered from Zubin e*- 
They bear dates from 189 to 192 a.s., i. e. from 128 to 
121 b<c. The type of the tetradrachm is always the 
heads of mother and son side by side, that of Cleopatra 
in front and occupying the more important position. 
Grypua, seen behind her, shows a very youthful profile, 
his aquiline nose already wel marked, but not yet 
giving promise of the enormous size to which it was 
tater to attain. To say the truth he generally looks on 
these pieces rather a silly youth—which (fts his later 
history shows j he certainly wu* not [Pi. TOL l]* 

In 125 t.o. Grypua had been sixteen—by 121 he was 
twenty—and tour years made a vast d life re nee, and 
had turned the boy into a oiau h and a masterful one. 
The danger to the dynasty having ceased with the fall 
of Zubina, there was no common interest to bind 
together the imperious and unscrupulous mother and 
the high-spirited son. We are told that the young 
king began to assert himself T and that Cleopatra saw 
her autocracy imperilled. She resolved to rid herself 
of her second son, as she had five years back of her 
elder. Gbypus was warned, and had his brother's 
death (perhaps his lather's also) in his mind. As the 
dramatic story goes in Appiun and Justin, ho came in 
one day heated from the chase, and was tendered a 
cup of cooling drink by the queen. His suspicions

herself; she did so> and died on the spot- Antiochene 
wits, as we read, made much fun out of the title of 
♦ lAOMHTflP. bl the lover of his mother n f which had 
been borne by Grypits along with that of Epiphaues 
during hie years of subservience to her rule! it came 
from lus maternal grandfather Ptolemy VI It is to 
be presumed that the ironical comment novor reached 
the royal ears. Naturally the title was dropped after 
the unfortunate domestic event of 121 n.c* 

There is no reason to suppose that his matricide sat 
vary* heavily on the soul of this second-century Orestes* 
It had hp-en a estse of kill or bo killed, and public 
opinion took the disappearance of Cleopatra with 
perfect equanimity. From 121 d*c. to 116 n.c. Gryptin 
reigned alone over all the remaining possessions of the 
house of Sdencus—Syria, Phoenicia, and Cilicia—and 
these were the last, years in which u single sovereign 
was to bear role over them all. From 116 u.c. till the 
iflit of the dynasty in 69 n.n. there were to be forty 
3 *ears and over of incessant civil war. 

In these five years of peaceful rule, between hia 
twentieth and his twenty-fifth years of age, the cha¬ 
racter and the nose of Grypua developed. Physically ho 
was an active and virile person: he married while still 
very young Tryphaena, daughter of Ptolemy Till— 
One would have thought that he would have kept at 
all costs from having anything ihrther to do with the 
abominable and incestuous family to which h is m other 
hod belonged. By her he had a very large family, 
live sons and several daughters, though she died 
before IIS n + c, But exactly bow long their wedlock 
lasted wo cannot telL It may very probably have been 
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his mother who imposed his cousin on him oa a bride 
before- her fall- Of his private life wc are. told that, 
like many of bis aocestom* be was a greater lover of 
ostentations state* and that he lavished much money 
on splendid feasts in the groves of Daphne, Also that 
he was a poet—a few scraps of Ills verse have come 
down to us embodied in quotations in the physician 
Galen.- Oddly enough their subject is ajjakes and 
poison—a topic that one would have expected that 
the son of Cleopatra would have avoided in his literary 
excursions. 

To these years 121-1 Ifi a,c M and the three of civil war* 
116 - 113 b.c., that followed, belongs undoubtedly the 
greater part of the coinage ofGrypus showing his second 
standard portrait. There are four main issues of tetra- 
drachm_s r all having as their obverse the king's portrait 
as it young mum well grown out oi the boyishness 
that appears on the face that is coupled with that of 
Cleopatra on his earlier coinage, during his mother's 
co-regency. The griffins beak is growing all the 
time—it is decidedly more prominent on the latest 
dated of these coins. 

The issues are first a Phoenician set h with the usual 
reverse of the eagle and palm-branch. The specimen 
chosen ad an illustration is cue issued at A sea Ion in 
193 JLSr t before Giypos had been reigning on his own 
account for more than a year. He is twenty-one, and 
looks no older in this very youthful and rather pleasing 
portraits 

Th& second and far more common set is that which 
represents on its reverse Zens Ouranios standing to

Of the two specimens illustrated in the plate, the one 
without a date and bearing the mint-mark M was 
evidently struct in the very beginning of the period, 7 
the Other [Pi. VIII, 4] gives Grypos as looked at 
the age of twenty-five, on the eve of t he outbreak of 
civil war. 

The third and fourth seta of the Letradmehm-issues 
of Grypus's first reign must be separated from the 
first two, because, unlike these, they never show the 
very young portrait that appears on some of the coins 
wit h obv. Eagle and palm-branch, and rofrSSeusOiirajiios, 
but all display a more mature face which must belong to 
a man of twenty-five to twenty-eight rather than to a 
man between twenty and twenty-five. It is unfortunate 
that (unlike the other two series) they seem to include 
no dated specimen* I should feel inclined to put them 
all into t he three years of the civil war of 1 1G-1 13 u.c. 
ffqs^ of the sets is undoubtedly a local issue of Tarsus 
extending over a very few years, and almost certainly 
developed because Grypus had lost his capital Antioch 
for a time. The ofckor s which like the Tarsiot emission 
is quite scarce, is the limited issue of tetradrachms of

The Tarafot issue [pi. viii. e] has a reverse type of 
local significance, the Altar or Pyre of San dan, which 
the Greeks ignorantly called the tomb of SardanapaJus. 
It represents a sort of altar hound with garlands, and 
surmounted by a conical erection within which b an 
oriental divinity standing on the back of a horned 
lion and holding a doublc^axe in his band. This type 
was not a new one: it had been used before by 
Ant foehns VII fSidetes), by Demetrius II during his 
second reign, by Alexander Zabina, and by Grypus him¬ 
self while he was ruling only its the coadjutor of his 
mother, I fancy that in all these cases the Tantiot 
mint had been working only because the Antiochene 
mint had been in th* occupation of an enemy. Sidetes 
had probably used it while he was contending with 
Tryphon during the first year of his reign, while the 
usurper was still controlling northern Syria, and had 
not been driven southward, Demetrius II lost Antioch 
early In his second reign to Alexander Zubin a, 
Cleopatra and Grypus had possesion of Cilicia and 
the Ttvrsus mint long before they recovered Antioch. 
In the case of each of them the Torsiofc coins are 
extremely rare, and were obviously issued only for 
a short time. This is especially the fact with regard to 
Sidetes, whose normal issue, with the reverse of the 
standing Athene* are among the most common Selencid 
cuius*, while his Tarsia t issue is of the highest scarcity. 

The civil war, to which these re re issues of Grypna 
with the Pyre of Sandan and the standing Pallas 
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belong, was the posthumous revenue of the dead queen 
Cleopatra. Just m that strange woman had sent 
Grypus to Athens for refuge during the period when 
Let first Selene id husband, Demetrius IT, was being 
beaten down by Alexander Zabina, so she had already* 
on the return of Demetrius from Parthian exilo* 
dispatched to Cyzieus, in the remote kingdom of 
Pergamus, her son by her second Seleucid spouse, 
Antiochus Sidetes, This had happened in 129 b.c., 
when the boy cannot have been more than seven 
years old, and was possibly a year younger* lie had 
by 110 B,a attained the age of twenty or twenty-cue, 
and was old enough to be used as a tool by the enemies 
of Grypus. or even to dream for himself of recovering 
the throne of his father, possibly of avenging on 
Grypus the death of that most unamiablo princess their 
common mother. It was T at any rate, Cleopatra’s pre¬ 
caution in putting the son of her later husband out 
of the reach of the son of her earlier husband which 
had kept iu existence a pretender for the Seleucid 
diadem, and rendered the min of Grypus possible* 
The exile declared that his life had been attempted 
by emissaries sent out to seek him by hh half-brother 
the king, who had endeavoured to got him poisoned* 
Grypus, as we have already seen, wag sufficiently 
as^oc hi ted with the idea of poison in more ways than 
one: it is quite impossible to say if the accusation 
brought, against him was justified. 

At any rate, it was made at a time when the political 
situation rendered an attack on Grypus opportune. 
The Syrian king had just mixed himself up in one of 
the never-ending civil wars of Egypt. He was allied 
to the reigning king Ptolemy Soter II r and opposed to 
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his younger brother and rival, Ptolemy Alexander, of 
Cyprus. In llflit.c. simultaneously* Anti echos of Cyzicus 
lauded in Syria, and got possession of some of the coast 
cities, and Cleopatra, the divorced wife of her brother 
Ptolemy Soter, and bis bitter enemy, came to join the 
pretender with a large body of Egyptian mercenaries 
raised in Cyprus by Ptolemy Alexander. They were 
married, and their wedlock linked the Syrian and the 
Egyptian civil wars. The strife for the Solenoid 
crown raged for three years, the scales incl ining more 
than once to favour alternately the younger and the 
elder of ihe two half-brothers. Iu the midst of the 
struggle Anliochus of Cyzicus, now officially styling 
himself <M AO fl ATflP aa the dutiful admirer of his 
father Sidetes, got possession of Antioch, Grypus and 
his army being apparently driven into Cilicia, though 
certain cities in northern Syria, including Seleucia, 
continued to hold out for him. But presently Giypns 
returned iu force, and succeeded in recovering his 
capita]; we know of this fact from a horrid story in 
Appkii, It runs as follows:—Cleopatra, the wife of 
Antioclms Phiiopator, was in Antioch when it fell: 
she took sanctuary at the suburban temple of Artemis, 
in the groves of Daphne. Queen Tryphaenn, the wife 
of Grypus, asked her husband to have Cleopatra—her 
own sister—taken from the temple and put into her 
hands, not because she wished to save her from 
humiliation, but because she had a special hatred for 
her. Gtypus refused; whereupon the queen sent a 
band of her own private guard to drug the unfortunate 
princess from her sanctuary, without her husband's 
knowledge- But Cleopatra entered into the inmost 
shrine, and threw her arms round the sacred image, 

iuiiiuf. euisi,, ve*, itii, uiin it. ,, 
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hot would she loose her clasp when the guards tried to 
drag her away. Whereupon one of them, irritated by 
her shrieks and imprecations, raised his sword and cut 
through both her wrists, so that she fell down and 
bled to death. 

It may have been this horrid incident which turned 
the hearts of men so much against Grypns and his 
house, that in the next j*ear he was completely defeated 
by Philopafeor, lost Antioch, and was driven out not 
only from Syria, but from Cilicia also. His bl ood - 
thirsty queen Tryphaoua was captured by the victor, 
who put her to death in revenge for the murder of hi a 
own wife. Grypus had to alsindon his kingdom alto¬ 
gether. and dew to Aspendus in Pamphylia, in the 
land of the CiHciun pirate^ where he was in exile for 
two years (I IS—111 no,), Meanwhile Philopator, in 
possession of nearly the whole realm 1 wag striking in 
these years two type* of tetradrach ill which are very 
rare—the one at Tarsus with the local reverse of 
Sandan's Altar, the other with the figure of Zens 
seated, a favourite old Sebucid type which belongs 
especially to the mint of Antioch There was no other 
period of PMlopator's twenty years’ reign In which, he 
wm in solid possession of both those places for a con¬ 
siderable time, and the type of his portrait on them 
shows that these issues belong to his early manhood. 
For he is clean-shaven on all the Antiochene and most 
of the Taraiot pieces, while on all his later coins, dated 
from 111 onwards, he shows a short bushy beard, which 
he wore till his death in 95 b_c. It is clear then that 
these rare tetradraohms belong to the period of ht3 
greatest prosperity, and of his half-brother s exile in 
113-111 u*c. 
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In 111 B.C. Grypus returned from his refuge in Asia 
Minoi witIt a DOwly-levied mercenary army, and 
recovered the northern part of Lis former dominions, 
including Antioch. This sudden revulsion on the part 
of the Syrians can only ho ascribed to dissatisfaction 
with the rule of Philopator during the three years of 
his complete success. We are told that although 
active and courageous ho was a great drinker and 
hopelessly frivolous. He spent much of his time with 
mimes and conjurors, and had a childish interest in 
ingenious mechanical toys. He was evidently one of 
those princes who are not bad leaders in war. but tail 
utterly when tried by the touchstone of peace. There 
had been no clear advantage won tor the realm by 
evicting Gryp ua in order to enthrone his half-brother. 

But dry pus, though he had recovered Antioch and 
the valley of the Lower Or on tea, and evidently Cilicia 
also, was wholly unable to expel Philopator from thf- 
south. I he latter held lus own in Phoenicia and Code 
Syria, and from 110 n.c. to i)(> me, they warred against 
each other with no definite triumph for either side. 
For great part of these fourteen years the hostilities 
were of a trifling sort—both kings were exhausted, 
and ns Josephus observes/' they were “ like athletes, 
who having tailed to bring each other down by strength, 
are yet ashamed to retire, and protract their match 
with long breathing times and rests”. The period is 
mainly notable in Seleucid history as that in which 
the royal power over the great cities slipped away— 
to win support the brothers grunted “autonomy", 
Grypus to Seleucia in 108 n.ii, Philopator to Sidon in 
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111, to Tripolia in 10.i| and to Ascalon in 104. Tyre 
and Ar&dus had got stmilftr immunities somewhat 
earlier. All these places show their qooai-in depend m ce 
by issuing, instead of the normal Solenoid coinage with 
the king's head, new types with the city gods (as at 
Tyre and Tripoli*) or goddesses {as at Sidem t Arad us. 
and AscakmS on the obverse, while the reverse always 
aim ounces that the place ^ IEPA KAi AYTONOMOS^ 
and gives the date of the year since its independence 
was conceded. 

On recovering great part of his realm in 111-110 b,c„ 
Grypus proceeded to issue n currency of tetrad raehins 
which entirely differed from those of hi* first reign. 
We do not again find either the standing Zen* Oiimnk.^ 
nor the Pyre of Saadan, nor the Pallas Nikephoros as 
the reverse type: these are never met in conjunction 
with his later portrait Re chose instead to revert to 
the familiar Seleucid type of the seated Zens Nike¬ 
phoros, as it had been issued in earlier years by 
AntiochuB Ep ip banes, Anfciochns V, and the two 
Alexanders, Bala and Zabina, It had been revived 
by Philopator during the three years in which he had 
been in possession of Antioch and the metropolitan 
mint. Grypus continued it without a break, while 
Pkilopator. when deprived of Antioch, tic 11 back on the 
type of Pallas Nikephoros, which he had used in the 
early years of the civil war, before he got hold of the 
Syrian capital. There arc no late Zeus-tetradmdims 
of Philopatorj all the coinage of his last fifteen years of 
reign being of the Pallas type .save so me exceedingly rare 
pieces with the old Phoenician eagle and palm-branch, 
and others still mrer with a standing Tyehe, I am 
inclined to deduce from tkis fact that the typo of the 
seated Zeus hud got identified with the Antiochene 
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mint for the time being, and that its appearance on 
the money of one of these later Selanddae means that 
he was in possession of the capital* This would seem 
to work as a hypothec hi | for the kings of the next 
gono ratiou—Sele nous VI, Anti< n .has X, Eust-1 >e s Ph s J o- 
p&tor, Antioohus XI Philadelphia Demetrius 111, and 
Philip—all at one time or another, and ibr a term of 
some yeanij held Antioch, and their normal type was 
the seated Zeus. But all of them occasionally lost 
Antioch, and then do doubt fell back on other types 
such as the Pallas Nikephoros, which Is the common 
type of Seleucus VI, and the archaic goddess full-face, 
which Demetrius HI displays much more frequently 
than the Zeus-type. 

However this may be, it is certain that all the later 
tetradracbins of Urypus hear the seated Zeus Nike- 
phoros, in a garkud of laurel leaves tied at the top. 
They may he divided into two classes—in the first the 
portrait Is that of a man still in comparatively early 
middle age, and the Zeus is of fairly good stylo. In 
the later ones the king looks all his forty-odd years, 
his beak has developed to its most tbrniidable dimen¬ 
sions, and the Zeus on the reverse has become much 
hutc stiff, hieratic, and stumpy in build. These tefcro- 
drachms are almost without exception undated, and it 
was only this year that I chanced to hup upon one 
of the earlier type with a clear Seleudd date QT = 
^0b a. s. or 1U4 n.c «, of which a reproduction is given 
on PL VIII. 7. The interest of this coin is that it 
show* that the linn I much-beaked portrait of the latest 
issues kta not yet come in—L e. all the coins similar 
to the last two shown in the plate, nos. 0 and 9, must 
belong to the last eight years of Giypus, 101 n.c. to 
Dfi it r 0 , They are considerably commoner than those 
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with the portrait showing him in earl}' middle age* 
though the existence of the first type must have ranged 
over at least the yean? 111 & r. to 101, and that of the 
second from 104 to Dfi—Only one year longer. Clearly 
the Antiochene mint was much more prolific in its 
issues during the final period of Gry pus's long reign. 
This comparative scarcity of the coins belonging to 
the period 111-104 iua may perhaps be attributed to 

the ihet that the civil war^as has been already said_ 

seems to have languished for some time soon after 
GTypus s restoration, while we know that it blazed up 
again with redoubled force after 103 Ea. when the old 
king got Egyptian succours and a new Egyptian, 
wife—Selene, the sister of the mutmiable Tryphaemi— 
end started a more vigorous attack on his half-brother 
Philoputor, 

The attack did not succeed,, and Grypus win* still 
waging war on Philopator when he was assassinated in 
!)6 is,c, by his prime minister Heracleon of Berrhoen. 
Ho had reigned for thirty yearn, but was still only 
fatty-six years oi ago : his portrait on his latest coins 
looks like that of an older man, but it must be re-* 
mein hem] that his Hie had been stormy, and that 
Levantine princes age early. Comparing Lhe last 
two coins shown on PL vm, may note that the 
port mil shown on No g la decidedly the mote elderly, 
and that the Zeus on the reverse is much more weakly 
drawn and badly executed# We ore on the eve of 
arriving at the abominably wooden effigies of the god 
which appear on the coins of Grypus's heirs, Seleuciui VI, 
Anfctodms XT, and Philip, where the type is a disgrace 
to a mint which, only thirty years be tore, was still 
capable of turning out neat and dignified designs.

Is- spite of her boasted autonomy Chios from now 
od wards was as much subject to Romo as any ordinary 
pioviiice of the Empire- \ erres disregarded her 
peculiar rights and pillaged her statues ns freely as 
in cities where no such privileges existed. The moat 
that can be said of her position as independent ally of 
the Romans is that she preserved her magistracies and 
civic laws as well as the right to coin silver. In 
-S b.o. Augustus confirmed the so-called liberty of 
the island and no doubt restricted it as well, and in 
15 rt.c. came his monetary reform when the right of 
coining gold and silver was definitely reserved to the 
reigning Emperor. Whatever may have happened in 
this respect in other parte of the Empire, we have no 
reas-m to suppose that at Chios any drachms were 
strack after the accession of Augustus with the ex¬ 
ception of those bearing the inscription BAX1AEHI 
ANTlOXOY AJIPON |Pl- IS- 12-13]. 1 am inclined 

to place these drachms rather later than the coins with 
the title XEBAXTOY [PI. IX. u], which may be dated 
circa 3b b.c., and to attribute them to the time of 
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Antiochus IX of Commagene, who reigned from 
3B to 20 it. o- 

Two different suggestions with regard to the date of 
these drachma have already been made* JL Theodore 
Reimieh thought that they were probably struck 
during the reigns of either Anciodnis I or I F of Corn- 
magene/ 1 and Dr. Ira hoof-B1 timer that Antioch us IV T 
or the Great, of the same dynasty, 100 was the king 
whose generosity they commemorate. The former 
gives m his reason ibr preferring Antioc 1ms I or II 
tho fact that the dose of the first century h.c. was 
remarkable at Chios for tho acts of benevolence per¬ 
formed in the interest of the state by outsiders. The 
latter pronounced in favour of Antioch us TV simply 
on account, of his wealth. 

Now, of these three monarchy Antioch us I reigned 
from 6D to SB b.c, and tikis seems to mo to:be altogether 
too early a date for the stylo of the coins* though the 
period ot the next reign, especiiiUy the last few years 
ot it. would do very well. I am accordingly deciding* 
as I say above, for Autiochns XL Very little fa known 
about him. But the friendly bearing of his father 
towards the Greeks is on record , m and we may 
assume, as Rdn&ch apparently does, that the son 
piimied a similar policy. The period of Anfciochus IV t 
on the other hand, &B-72* is a? much too lute, from 
the point of view of style, as that of AutiochuK I is

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too early, at any rat*' so for as regards the better known 
of tbe two types concerned [PI. IX. is]. The details 
of both Spliiu-v and amphora are much more in keeping 
with what may fairly he regarded as the coinage of 
the late first century e.c. than with the issues that 
J am attributing to the time of Nero. This will be 
readily grasped by comparing the coin illustrated, 
PL IX. 17, with any of the later types. The former 
represents a group of bronze coins practically identical 
in style with these drachms, and since the bronze coins 
in question cannot well be dated later than the reign 
of Augustus, then this issue of the drachms at any 
rate must be assigned, as 1 am assigning them, to his 
contemporary Antiochus II of Com mage iie. 

It is true that there were two issues and that the 
second type [pi, IX 13], which is represented to-day 
by a single specimen only, does look to bo of later 
date than its companion. It must at any rate have 
been struck in a different year judging by the change 
in the magistrate’s name alone. But if the two types 
tire not to be regarded os of approximately the name 
date the latter would have to bo carried down to the 
reign of Antiochus IV —as suggested by Dr. Imhoof- 
Blnmer ibr all these coins—since the period of the 
intervening reign or reigns in Comnmgene was practi¬ 
cally one of anarchy. And though there is not so 
much in the workmanship or lettering of the second 
type that is inconsistent with this theory, ns in the 
fimt one, the improbability that two such issues should 
have been made by two different monarchs so widely 
separated in time is very great- Moreover the apparent 
difficulties suggested by the difference in style arc. 
I think, capable of being overcome, as I shall try to 
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show later on, and wo may conclude that, the two types 
wore issued within a tew years of one another at 
the most. 

In any case it seems more likely that the gift under 
consideration should have been made at a time when 
there is reason to suppose that the Chian state was 
in want of money than that the coins recording the 
gift should be relocated to a later period of which we 
have no such knowledge. Whether the poverty that 
evidently existed during iha Augustan ago was directly 
due to the ravages of Mithradates may be doubted, 
though the seeds of it were probably sown by those 
disasters. 

At the end of the Introduction to the last period we 
left the islanders struggling to re-establish themselves 
on their return from exile with the apparently gratui¬ 
tous help of the citizens of Heradea Ponticn. Pliny 
the Elder, who makes the most of the Chian autonomy, 
relates that Cicero paid a visit to Chios—presumably 
in 7B-76 uOh (see above In reference to type ^o. 66 |8 -£} 
—when the inhabitants were engaged in rebuilding 
their walls and rep airing other damage recently done 
to the city. Alter that we hear nothing of an auth entic 
nature relating to financial difficulties till the account 
we possess of Herod the Great's visit to the island In 
12 n+cJ' 15 He then appears to have spent some little 
time there, to have paid the debts owed by the people 
to the imperial procurator^ and to have assisted them 
in restoring some of their monuments. 

This h the most circumstantial account wc have of 
a monetary grant being made to Chios by a foreigner* 

iK m*t XnL t xxiti. 0. 46. 
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though it is uot tlie only one, Julius Caesar is 
describee! in one of the local inscriptions 104 as a 
benefactor of the island, but in his case the terra may 
only have been used in a general sense. Also, in 
addition to the drachms recording the gift of the 
Antiodius whose identity is in dispute, there is a 
unique variety [PI. IX. lo], of about the same date 
apparently as tho drachms with XESAXTOY, which 
seems to refer to some act of generosity on the part of 
a Roman settlor In the bland. 

All these records, it will be noted, point to events 
that occurred before the end of the lirst cent ury u.c. 

Why Herod should have behaved so bountifolly 
towards an obscure Greek state is not clear, but it 
seems probable that the Chian population at this period 
included a Jewish colony of some importance, AsimLlar 
reason very likely called forth tho assistance of the 
king of Commagene, while the Roman benefactor no 
doubt hold property in the state. 

One of the features of the period now under review 
is the number of coins contained in it that are capable 
of being dated with some approach to accuracy. Besides 
the three issues of drachms just mentioned there is the 
bronze coin with a galloping horseman on the obverse 
jFi, IX. 14] that was evidently modelled on the Repub¬ 
lican issuer of various members of the Oalpumia Gens, 
38 - 5 U mej 01 From the analogy of other local coins this 
Chian issue must have followed its Roman prototype at 
some considerable distance, though, as I shullt ry to show, 
it was probably struck sever a] years before the accession

These different 111 ml in arks have each in turn tempted 
me to fix a definite limit, to the end of this period, but 
I have reluctantly felt obliged to reject them all as 
incapable of being applied sufficiently widely, Th« 
obvious fine of division between this period and the 
next* and tho one that I have decided to follow, is that 
separating tho old stylo of coins, both silver and bronze, 
from the true imperial issues bearing marks of value* 
We do not know exactly when these bsnes began, 
though it is natural to connect them with the monetary 
reform Of Augustus.

and did not replace the older issues asm for all I am 
therefore taking refuge in the vagueness of the phrase 
“ reign of August us", which allows for the overlapping 
of the two styles, while not tlehning the limits of 
either too closely. 

With regard to the coins belonging to the early part 
of the period it will he seen that the silver issues 
attributed to these years are less plentiful than those 
that 1 am supposing to have immediately preceded 
the exile in Pont ns. This is what might have been 
expected, though it will be understood that the selection 
] have mad* is mainly arbitrary, helped out by ihe 
peculiarities of style that I am noting below. Accord¬ 
ing to the arrangement I am suggesting there are 
only- fourteen names extant on drachms to trover the 
Efty-font years between 84 and 30 it. &, and all these 
except three are represented by only one or two 
specimens each. A novelty in the silver coinage is 
rlio introduction of a divisional piece, probably a 
dioboi [PL IS. s]- From the style of the few 
specimens that wo have these coins seem to have been 
struck to accompany some of the lost autonomous 
drachma, though, in the absence of any magistrate's 
name, this cannot be stated with certainty. The issues 
are undoubtedly late, in any case, and no other similar 
ones appear to have been made. 

The bronze belonging to this part of the period ts 
more plentiful than the silver, both in the number of 
issues known and in the quantity of their individual 
specimens. There are a lew pieces of large module^ 
2^ mm. average [Pi IS. 3]— which may possibly have 
been struck before the coining of silver was resumed. 
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I has* this suggestion cbiofly on grounds of style, 
though it is possible that the coins in question ought 
to be placed nearer to the imperial issues bearing 
named denominations. 

The chief characteristic in the style of this period, 
taken as a whole t is the much greater variety to be 
observed among the designs of the coins than at any 
previous period. Though the main elements of the 
types are still unchanged there is an absence of that 
conservatism winch, from whatever cause it may arise, 
is a prooj of local patriotism, and has been such a 
noticeable feature of the Chian series hitherto. The 
introduction of Alexandrine totradrachms, though it 
waw a step taken by most of the Greek states of the day, 
may be said to have been the first sign that this spirit 
Was on the wane. All the same, the old types both for 
drachms and bronze coins were tbitMolly preserved, ns 
we have seen, till at least halfway through the second 
century jlc. There was a little slackening then* 
exemplified by the way in which the design tor 
drachms breaks up into the five separate groups of 
type No, 66* and by the new bronze type No. 67, but 
the coins now to be described show a different design 
for nearly every issue. There would no doubt have 
been a tendency to adhere to old traditions fora while 
when the Chians firefc returned from their exile, and 
this hm encouraged me to begin this period with the 
Hindi bronze coins of type No. 74 [pj H rx. 4 ], and 
others ol kindred style both silver and bronze [PI. IX. 
1 and a] 1 instead of including the first named at least 
among the somewhat simitar issues attributed to the 
last period (typo No, 67), After this last flicker of 
conservatism the individualistic types probably began 
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to appear, and the change was no doubt hastened by 
a greatly increased number of foreigners among the 
citizens. Apart from its inherent probability ibis 
supposition is confirmed by the names recorded on the 
coins. Among the later issues little groups can 
occasionally ba picked out with a design common to 
all the coins composing them, like type No. < 6 u in 
silver, and Nos. 78 and 8a in bronze, but they are 
quite rare exceptions. 

Heal innovations in type, which are most unusual and 
only to be found on bronze coins, appear when the 
Roman influence began to make itsell strongly felt 
[Pi. IX, 14 Lind l®]. The former of these, to which 
attention has already been drawn, is clearly an agonistic 
type connected with the local games in honour of 
Dionysus. 1 " 7 

The accession of Augustus seems to hove been 
marked by a momentary improvement in the style of 
tb fl coins, and by a certain archaism in their lettering. 

The pre-Augustan drachms still to be described may 
be divided into the three main types that follow.

Before commenting as usual on the details of the 
types just described a few general remarks with regard 
tir the issues selected ibr the opening years of this 
period are first tine. 

The question as to which coins preceded and which 
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immediately Followed the exile in Pontius must remain 
largely a matter of conjecture. Still t it would come 
nearer to being decided if we could find a certain 
number of issues distinguished b}' some characteristic 
common to them all p and Inter than, or fit least as late 
aa, any of those ascribed to Period IS. In searching 
for such a characteristic I have been guided by the 
following cons! derat ions* The duration of the exile 
being so brief, it seems almost certain that the old 
types would have been revived after It, us already 
suggested, at any rate for a time. Bearing that in 
view it would then seem that we must look for some 
difference of technique rather than for a more or less 
important change in detail as our distinguishing mark. 
Kow a considerable number of the late Chian coins are 
struck in much lower relief than any of those recorded 
hitherto, and it is this low relief. I think, that supplies 
the means of discriminating between the two groups 
of coins in question. 

The prow on the obverse of some of the issues 
ascribed to the present period is a detail that cannot 
tail to attract attention because of its far greater 
prevalence later om Bui a few coins hearing this 
addition to the main design have already been attributed 
to types Noa. GC-7 on account of their style, and its 
inauguration may therefore be said to belong to the 
hc4 period It is seen much more frequently now, 
however, and we appear to have reached u moment 
when the prow and the bunch of grapes were com¬ 
peting for the post of honour as distinctive emblem of 
the Sphinx, with the result still left uncertain. The 
dLuchins ot type No. 69 nearly all have a prow on the 
obverse, sometimes accompanied by, and sometimes 
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without, the bunch of grapes, while only one issue of 
the earlier high-relief drachms is so distinguished 
(type No* 66 y with MHTPo&npoIj. In the case of 
the bronze the contrary is the case, none of the issued 
of types Nos, 70-1 showing the prow, though several 
of those' belonging to type No, 67 did so, but it is not 
at all certain that types Nos, 60 p 70, and 71 are exact 
contemporaries* 

The coins struck in low relief, whether they bear 
a prow or not, make no such demands for an extension 
of their period into the early years of the Hirst century. 
Even the best executed among them are. on the whole* 
ofla ter appearance than anything ascribed to Period lX t 
and are quite suitable for filling the gap r so far as their 
numbers will allow them to do so t between Hi b.c. and 
the .uncertain date when types showing Roman in¬ 
fluence begun to be issued. This low relief is particularly 
noticeable in the case of the Sphinx's wing, which 
must have l wen, so to speak, sketched upon the die, 
instead of being boldly blocked out as formerly. Soma 
of the intermediate types, such as Nos- 74 and 76 a in 
silver and most of Nos, 72 and 75 in bronze, are 
modelled in comparatively high relief* as well m those 
immediately connected with the accession of Augustus, 
as already observed. The small bronze type No. 71 is 
really the key to the whole arrangement on account of 
its similarity to type No- 67 of the last period, the 
close connexion between thi-se two being undeniable. 
But since the sumo cannot be said of any of the 
drachma described under type No. 60 and their prede¬ 
cessors of type No. 66, it utmost looks as if the firsi 
issues of the period now under review had consisted 
of brome only. This theory is supported by t he presence 
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oi the large bronze pieces of type No, 70, so similar to 
the small type No- ' 1. by the absence of any names 
common to these two bronze types and the silver one 
No* 69 T anil by the occurrence of the prow symbol on 
the obverse oi' the only bronze issue that boars the 
sinus mime a* one of the drachms, This is type No. 73, 
which, as already pointed out, is of later style than 
Kg 71, although the drachm with the same magistrate's 
name. AEkMoZ. is among the earliest issues of type 
No. GO. Since this is pure hypothesis, however. I am 
net pressing the point, as in the somewhat similar ease 
ot types Nos. 56-7 of Period VII1, but am giving the 
drachma the precedence in the usual maimer r 

separa¬ 
tion according to style of coins that are such near 
contemporaries is that a few of the magistrates* names 
are almost certain to occur in boLh periods. This will 
be found to be the case, and I look upon the four 
names noted below under this head as those of men 
who held office both before and alter their banishment 
by Viithradates, The same remarks might of course 
be applied to the symbols, several of which* like the 
upluatre, caps and stars of the Dioscuri, and the head¬ 
dress of Isis, will be recognised here. But the 
probability of identity in these cases is not so great, at 
any rate not whera the objects of fairly frequent 
occurrence, Like the aplustre, are concerned.

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among the coins that I am attributing to this period, 
as compared with those in the last, is afforded by the 
issues uf 'AfirtfiiSeapot, Out of eight pieces known to 
»'*tk this name, four belong to what I call the 
earlier style of type So. GO and four to the later, 
characterized by its low relief and the prow symbol on 
the obverse. The former weigh 61-9, 61-0, 50-0, and 
50*6 grains, and the latter 49-7, 47-2, 45-8, and 41-2 
grains, the last specimen being pierced. 

Tin 1 new symbols to he noted are the spear, the 
thyrsus already alluded to above, the kitkara. and 
the wreath. The spear on the issue of Jcmfc^r is 
unique, hut there seems to be no doubt that the object 
in question is a spear [PI. IX. a]. It looks like the 
Persian type of weapon with an apple or pomegranate 
at the butt, ]lf but it is difficult to say what significance 
it can have borne at Chios. The three other symbols 
may be looked upon as referring to the tutelary gods 
Apollo and Dionysos, whose statues appear at frill 
length on some of the imperial bronze. The kitbara 
is not seen again, but- the thyrsus and wreath are 
widely used on the bronze coins that come between 
these drachms and the imperial issues. The corau- 
copiue, which also appeared in type No. GG y of the 
last period, may bo taken as a link between these 
dradims and the small bronze type No. 71. The 
combination of a piastre and prow on tho drachms of 
dixpot is curious, and indicative, to my mind, of the 
conventional use of the prow. It must have been 
regarded as so much a part of the type that no 
Inconsistency was entailed iu placing an aplostre

No, 70 a and fl The attribution of these rare coins 
is rather a difficulty. Enough has already been said 
about their similarity to types Nos r fit) and 71 to 
explain my reason for placing them at the beginning 
of this period. The winged cadticetis in place of an 
exergual line [PI. IX- 3] connects the group with 
type No, 67 on the me- hand and with No. 71 on the 
other* The only point in which these large coins 
differ from the latter is the absence of a separate 
symbol* but in that they agree with t he earlier type. 
The names include MHTPoAUPoX, which is that of 
the second of the four magistrates whose coins would 
occur both in this period and the last supposing that 
the present type is correctly placed - 

The lettering is like that of the last type in every 
particular where comparisons are possible. The weights 
and die-posit ions are va ry regular, the former unusually 
so for a bronze series. If. as I have suggested* these 
coins were struck tor a time in place of silver drachms 
this i$ to bo expected, as more attention than usual 
would probably then have been given to their weigh Us- 
1 he sub-type No. 70 ^ is the third instance en¬ 
countered so ier of a coin being struck without a 
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magistrate's name after r.ho use of mimes had been 
introduced;. 111 From now onwards this peculiarity 
occurs so frequently as not to bo worth noting. 

No. 71, To appreciate fully the importance that I 
am attaching to this otherwise insignificant typo 
I must invite & comparison of the coins illustrated on 
Fl. XI. 17-19 of A a in, Chroii., iDlfj, with the one figured 
on PI. IX. 4 of the present section. The general 
resemblance and yet strong points of difference 1 n- tween 
the two types will I hope then bo clear, as well as my 
contention that the latter are of sufficient importance 
to justify their being used to signalize a new era. 
In addition to the low relief we have here a dotted 
circle on the obverse and no border on the reverse, 
but a symbol between the letters XI OS to the left of 
the amphora. Certain instances will be observed, both 
in this type and the next, where the Sphinx is still 
seated uu various objects us in type No. 07. Now that 
symbols on the reverse have become the rule with 
bronze issues k is hard to account for this object unless 
reference to a third magistrate be intended. The 
amphora does not as a rule show the lip that wo have 
come to associate with the late coins, but this is not 
by any moans a constant characteristic. Tins type is 
the most homogeneous of any of those ascribed to the 
present period, and comprises the greatest number of 
names. The low relief has rendered the coins par¬ 
ticularly susceptible to wear, and, although certain 
issues among them are not at all rare, it is difficult to 
find a really well-preserved specimen. The prow is 
not seen on any of the issues. The m oiUw or hrfathav.

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which appears occasionally from now onwards on the 
bead of tbe Sphinx, ll “ is so frequently seen on laie 
coins in connexion with so many forms of worship 
that it is perhaps hardly worth mentioning. But the 
object is of especial interest at Chios as supporting 
the theory, put. forward in the introduction to this 
study and in the comments oil some of the archaic 
silver coins, 11,1 that the Sphinx has a strong claim ti- 
be regardedJas a chthonic emblem in its origin. No 
doubt its Dionysiac aspect had prevailed since the 
primitive days, but its representation bore with the 
head-dress proper to the gods of the lower w orld makes 
it look as if the other view had survived os well. 
A simpler explanation may he that tins particular 
rendering of the Sphinx is due to the slavish copying 
ol some statue at a time when the true meaning of all 
such symbolism hadJbeen forgotten. 1 *'' 

Among the names 11 are those of the two remaining 
magistrates whose coins I am dividing between the 
last period and this one, ATToaaQN I4HI aud 
roPfl AS. Under type No. 67 it was pointed out that 
Fopy/df, like MijrpiJSwpor, was probably among the 
latest ol his group, so that the chances in favour of his

The lettering is neat and the forma used are in com* 
plete accord with those of types Nos. 69 and 70, and 
arc later, on the whole, than those of type No. 67. 
11 Apices ”, which are hero in general use, were only 
occasionally met with on coins of the last-named type, 
and 0 and H p which were exceptional before, have 
now almost entirely supplanted 0 and IX, The 
weights are, generally speaking, lower than in type 
No* 67, and the die-positions aftj more regular. Among 
the symbols the owl might be reckoned m a new-comer, 
but it is uncertain. The almost regular employment 
of the caps and stars of the Dioscuri throughout the 
type is worthy of note, especially as they do not appear 
again. The symbol has been aeon once before* however, 
on some of the drachms with ZHNIZ (type No. 66/9), 
and the issue with MENEKAHX (type No t 60 y* had 
the twin stars alone. We must suppose that the four 
issues of the present type, and the one of the next one 
with the caps and stars, worn all struck during the reign 
of the same eponymous magistrate, like the similar and 
still larger groups of types No®. 62 and 67 -, and that T 
as suggested above, he may possibly have officiated 
during the last period m walL m A similar comparison

No* 72, These caim can hardly be called a type, as 
they differ so much among themselves in minor details. 
Still, they have a better claim than any other group 
to he considered the miccessorH of the last one- The 
wreath, sometimes seen on the reverses, takes quite ll 
different form from any of those used in type No. 67, 
The name ARfHOX is presumably an illiterate ren¬ 
dering of APTEioX. In a local inscription apparently 
belonging to the first century n.c (C /. G-, No, 2226) 
a Ai\j£oipQ$ Aumtcpdrov is mentioned as having been 
honoured with a gold wreath for piety towards the 
gods and for good services to the state. It is jnat 
possible that the individuals referred to may be this 
Jio&dptjf and the AvmKp&Tif$ of type No. 60. The 
J^crrparof of this type no doubt a]so struck the coins 
with the name name described under type No. “5, as 
the latter cannot be very much later than this. 

Iu contrast to the last type all the symbols used here 
are diflerent. They have also all occurred on previous 
types, the eagle as far back as the drachms of No. 66 ff. 
The cuius of UniAf^aior with an ear of com on the 
obverse and a star on the reverse exhibit a feature that 
was seen frequently on the brouxe type No. 62 «, but 
baa not occurred since. The way in which the star 
was tiserl, in combination with nearly every other 
symbol of the series, its reappearance in similar fashion 
here, and its occasional employment in Imperial times

No, 73. Tills issue. as has already been observed, 
shows more justification for being considered a con¬ 
temporary of type Xo* G9 than any of the foregoing. 
It was obviously a companion Issue io the drachm with 
the same name, even the wreath symbol appearing on 
both. This can only he said of one other bronze coin 
of the present period, viz. the one with the name 
A0HNA[MJ to be noted below. 

Xo. 74. Tliis type carried on the individualistic 
designs among drachms referred to in the opening 
remarks, and first noted among the later issue® of 
Xo, GLt The features that principally distinguish the 
two issues described separately here are their lettering* 
and the absence both of the prow on the obverse and 
of a magistrate 1 s symbol on the reverse. The former 
with ITAVXANIAE provides one of the mm instances 
of a drachm with sphinx to rigLL The latter with 
ZIAAII [PI. IX. fl] is the second foreign name to be 
noted in the period. According to Pape the name 
haiJs from Tyre- 

The lettering is curious, though not so distinctive tis 
that of the nest group of drachma* The * apices 11 are 
so faintly indicated as to be barely noticeable, Thu 
G is of the same size as the other letters, a sure sign 
of lateness and a form only encountered once in the 
Chian scries hitherto, on the bronze coin of type Xo, 
with APfHQX. The V also has the late form V- 
Otherwise the lettering might be considered earlier 
than that of type Xo.- Olh

three previous bronze types and in the one thut I take 
to be the contemporary of these drachms. 

Xu. v 5. Jhesa lew bronze issues being clini'nctorizfd 
by the large Q, by the absence of a symbol, and most 
ol them by letters without “apices ", I mu suggesting 
that they may be the contemporaries of the drachms 
just described. They are not all quite consistent in 
these points, but it is difficult to decide where else to 
place those that show divergences. 

Some of the issues with the name APIZTOhAHZ 
b(i’><■ a prow oil the obverse in ;m unusual position, 
exactly like the one on the drachms of-type No. G9 
with MENEhPATHZ. They also provide the only 
instance known to me among Chian colas of a xir/mn 
showing the square toim C, intermediate between 
r and C. 

Ibe group is connected with typo Xo. 72 on the one 
ban<l and Xo. 78 on the other bv the different designs 
shown nu the coins signed by the magistrates 
ZHITPATOI and HPHM JQNj. 'Hy^v must rank 
as a new name in the Chian annals, though it may 
well be only a variant of the form 'Hytfmy recorded 
in the Iii^i period. "Since there Is no mention ill the 

ellenheim Cat, of a wreath on the reverse of the coin 
with, flie name AlAHMo . which seems to be unique* 
it must necessarily fall into one of the four bronze 
groups belonging to this period. The reading of the 
name seems very uncertain. 

No. < G a Ls an unusually uniform type for the period 
and looks as ii it, had been separated from its prede¬ 
cessors by a lew years. Even the weights agree in 
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being above the average of drachma struck at this 
time. But there can be no doubt, I think, as to the 
lateness of the issues* Their style alone declares it 
[PI. IX. 7]* The Sphinx is uglier and worse drawn 
than on any^coln yet examined, though the relief 13 
higher than in most of these late issue?. The amphora, 
too, is of n very late type, though without a lip t and 
the wreath is a degraded form of vine-wreath. The 
absence of .symbols also seems to bo a sign of the times, 
in spite of there being apparently only one specimen 
extant of each of these issues. Even allowing for the 
fact that certain issues were constantly being made 
without a symbol, as in type No. G 1 with ArfEAlEKOX. 
No. m with AARIMAXOl, Ho. BO a with ANAPS- 
MAz. dbc., it seems highly improbable that wo should 
be confronted bore with a whole series of exceptions, 
extended moreover to the contemporary bronze coinage 
as well. It really looks os if w r o were in the presence 
oi soma cluinge in the administration of the mint. 
The prow has temporarily disappeared from the obverse, 
and the bunch ot grapes once more remains without 
a rival, though only for a while. 

There is nothing particular to remark about the 
names. The restoration _TT ATAlKIJQfSI seeing obvious, 
for, in addition to being a well-known Greek name of 
wide distribution, it has actually been recorded at 
Chios on a local inscription. 11 * 

The most remarkable feature of the group Ls its 
lettering, which is quite consistent throughout. The 
letters are carelessly formed and smaller than ig usual 
at this time t and in some ways they look earlier than

It is difficult to account for such sudden and whole¬ 
sale changes except on the supposition that there was 
a temporary interrupt ion of the coinage just previous 
to the issues represented by types Nos. 76-S and 
perhaps So. 73 a* well. But there is no indication 
irom an historical point of view M to what can have 
Caused this interruption. 

No. ifiyj. This sub-type, though in lower relief than 
the .nst and of somewhat bolder design [pi. ix. el 
is evidently its near contemporary. This i» shown, 
i im > the style ol the Sphinx and amphora, and 
iy the lettering. In one point, however, the unique 
corn 111 question differs not only from the previous

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sub-type but from every other China issue hitherto 
described. It Trill be seen to hear the word XJUN on 
th© reverse hi place of XJOZ, which bid been the 
established form of inscription since letters first ap¬ 
peared upon the coinage. Tho ethnic in the genitive 
plural was the form finally adopted for the Imperial 
coinage, though the old and, for the Asiatic coast, 
uncommon place-name in the nominative singular 
held its own for a little while among the earliest of 
the new bronze pieces Ou the assumption, then, that 
no silver was struck at Chios after the accession of 
Augustus we seam to have in this drachm the last 
autonomous issue that 1ms survived, with the possible 
exception of type Ho, HO. 

The way in which the magistrate’s name is written 
on this coin, TAAVKoZ, ia a proof that the Ionic 
dialect was no longer employed at Chios, ibr the same 
name appears under the form rAAoKoi at Erythrae 
in the previous century {Brit. Aim. Cat. Ionia, Erythmt, 
No. 15(1). 

No. 77. The style of these small pieces [pi. IX, e], 
their lettering, and everything about them mark them 
as the contemporaries of type No, 70 a and fi t which 
seems to have belonged to a period of some activity. 
As will be seen these coins bear neither magistrate’s 
name nor symbol, for the bunch of grapes on the 
reverse must not, I think, be regarded as the latter. 
Two out of tie three specimens known bear what is 
presumably a blundered inscription XI*N, the Berlin 
specimen with XlOhJ appearing to show, although not 
decisively, that the usual form of inscription was 
intended. 

Dr. Imhoof-Blumer lifts called these coins hemi- 
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drachms, but the weights are really too low for that 
denomination even at this period of degraded standards. 
IJ&s ides, us I have pointed oat, the drachms of type Xo. 
* fl a t ^ ie suggested contemporaries of the present 
t.ype T weigh considerably more on the average than 
the hall; of their immediate predecessors. These pieces, 
especially the one now at Munich, represent a full 
third of the drachms in question, and it therefore 
steals fair to assume that the old Ionic subdivision 
ha-3 been momentarily revived. A precedent for this 
is afforded by the mint of Erythrae, where Attic 
dicbols were struck during the period 200-133 n.o, 
and possibly later as welL 1Sl> 

Tile die-positions, being all ff t agree with those of 
type No, 4 fi winch show a similar uniformity. 

No. 78, Like the last typo these bronze coins show 
all the characteristics of type No. 76. With regard to 
the magistrates whose mimes they record we may 
restore A0HNA * - to AO fra tot on the strength of the 
drachm with that name, and 'Afiavct, a Jewish name 
according to Pape, is another proof of the mixed nature 
of the Chian population at this time. This 'Aftavoi 
may have been one of the colonists who seem to have 
aroused the sympathies of Herod. Both sizes and 
weights are very irregular. 

No. 7fJ. This rare coin betrays undoubted signs of 
oman influence in its obverse type, as already 
observed, and makes a rude break in the hitherto 
uniform procession of Sphinxes. The substitution of 
N for I in the inscriptions of two out of the four 
specimens described suggests a connexion with the

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fliobols o t type No. 77 and their corresponding drachms. 
Tins would mean, supposing that my attribution 0 f tbo 
group in question is correct, that these agonistic coins 
were struck some time between 50 and 30 ji.c. They 
are the forerunner* of the well-known Imperial issues 
ot CJ “°® ' vitl1 il figiin* of Homer on the reverse. 

The thyrsus adorned with fillets. vv],ieh here forms 
the reverse type, may bo compared with the symbol 
on the drachms of type No. 6i) with AS^AAHZ and 
AELQNIAHE. and on a small bronze coin described 
below (type So. 93). Tim reverse of type No. 94 is 
also very similar to this one. 

Nos. W-± AVe now come to the drachms that may 
fairly be considered to belong to the years bordering 
u P° ft the accession of Augustus, which event I am 
supposing to have been commemorated by the issue 0 f 
type No. 82 [pi. ix. uj. No. 80 foils into this cate¬ 
gory because of its style, lettering, and weight, which 
so closely resemble those of No. 8*2, and No. 81 [pi.lx. 
10] because of the magistrates' names that It bears. 

The style of these coins has been referred to above. 
It seems reasonable to suppose that some effort should 
have been made to produce the beat possible work 
under the circumstances, and, although the results ore 
uot remarkable, the obveme designs of types Nos. 80 
and 82, at least, are an improvement over those of the 
types just deac-ri bod. These two Issues may be said to 
resemble the best specimens of No. 69 more than auv 
of the intervening coins described hero. The concave 
field of No. 80 suggests that some even earlier issue 
had been taken as a model, for this feature has not 
been noticeable since type No. S3 0 T although there 
were traces of it in Nos. (59 and 73. 
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The lettering of nil three types will be seen to have 
reverted to the more usual forms, after the vagaries of 
types Nos. 76 and 78. In some ways it may even be 
termed arehaistic, as witness the E with three bans of 
equal length in No. 8*2, and the in No, 81 in place 
of 4* 0r so much mor^ generally cmployed at this 
timo< On the other hand, the V of type No. 76 has 
go ne back to the late form V, already noted on No. 74. 

It is clear from the number of specimens known 
Ijelonging to types Nos, 80 and 8£, and from the way in 
which their weights agree, that a sensible reduction 
mu^t new have been made in the standard. The 
heaviest specimen that I have noticed is one of the 
former type from Paris which weighs 49-5 grains 
grammes). This denotes a much reduced dsnarius, 
not to speak of an Attic drachm, and may be com¬ 
pared with the Syrian silver coins of Nero’s reign 
{Rating, Z/. .Y p xsxiL 1 1915) 146). marked APAXMH. 
and those of PI a rasa and Aphrodisias of the first 
century n.e* {Brit. Mu*< Cat. Curia and Mauds, PI a rasa r 
Ko*. fi-'S) which weigh from 56*1 to 48-9 grains (3-63^ 
8df grammes'. No. 81. it is true, nearly reaches the 
level oi type Iso. * 6 d„ which is unusually high even for 
an autonomous issue of the first century b.c-j but it is 
represented by a single piece only. Moreover, as it was 
a special issue of nu honorific nature, the mint officials 
may have been a Little more generous in its case than 
usual, 

P ABtPloX is the second Roman name to be recorded 
among the Chian magistrates, and his issue is remark¬ 
able as again showing symbols on the reverse* The 
crescent has not been so used before, and of course may 
be the magistrate’s personal signet* though it appears 
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on one of the three-assaim issues of much later date, 
but it will bo noted that the presence of the star, 
which also figures here, is not constant. This seems 
to confirm the evidence of type No. G3 a , which served 
to show that the star wits more probably a mint-mark 
than a magistrate's symbol. 111 Why symbols should 
suddenly have been reintroduced on these drachma 
and on some of the bronze of about the same time, 
alter a considerable period during which their use was 
dispensed with, I am unable to suggest. 

The name of the public benefactor in type No. 81, 
whom I am supposing to have been a .Roman ou 
account of the form in which his name is written, is 
unfortunately incomplete. Herr R. Jliinsterbarg. in 
his most valuable catalogue of magistrates' namw on 
Greek coins to which I have referred more than once, 
suggests (p. 264) that the Inscription might bo restored 
to #o[5p[ioy r i f](ro'i(cjj $t\&7ra7pif, which is Very 

plausible. It may He remarked that some bronze coins 
of Smyrna, struck during the roign of Nero (iJrit itus. 
Cat. Ionia. Smt/rna, Nos. 380-7), bear the inscription. 
A rEXXlOX ’M AofTATPlX on the reverse. Although 
they nrs of later date than this unique coin of Chios 
there must be some connexion between the Gesaii 
concerned . lfla 

With regard to typo No. 83 Dr, Imhoof-Blumer 
observes in Grieebisefte ,1 I time n. No. 395, that the 
wading XEBAXTOY is inaccurate, and suggests 
XEBAXTOX in its place. Dr, Ini hoof must have seen

The actual title 
of the Chian magistrates at this time is not known for 
certain, though the phrase £TTI APX of the Imperial 
coinage is in favour of the farmer title. They were 
probably called oTpurgyaf in the early oligarchial 
days. 1 ^ and a late inscription already refereed to 
iC- L G -, No. 2221 b) makes use of this title, and even 
differentiate between first and second err partly 6?. 

[t is worthy of note that the only caeca in which 
two magistrates 1 names appear in full on the Chian 
coinage ore those of the silver issues which we can 
describe with certainty as mm-untonomens. There 
may be some connexion lie tween this and the reinire¬ 
duction of symbols referred to above. The traditional 
use of the bunch of grapes may be said to cense with 
these issues of Augustus after having figured on nearly 
every Chian coin during the previous 430 years. 
It will be observed on all tht bscies of the next brome 
type—No. 83—which I look upon as the contemporaries 
of these drachms, and it seems to have been revived 
on a few of the first imperial bronze pieces, after 
which it disappears. 

No. S3, Those bronze coins [FL lx. 1ft] are a 
fairly uniform group, and have all the appearance, 
besides, of belonging to early imperial times. They 
are neatly executed, and their stylo and letterings 
together with the use of the bunch of grapes, make it

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evident that they tiro contemporaries of the draohms 
just described.

Nos. 84—6 comprise some diversified types which 
I take to be later than the last. Their -style shows 
a beginning of the deterioration that is soon to become 
very marked [fi. ix. ie], and the Sphinx with the 
raised ibrepaw appears again after a considerable 
interval. The names include the first instance of 
a patronymic attached to a Greek name, and another 
Latin name OAYXTOX. though like the two others 
already noted it is used in the Greek manner- 
Mkuiiict’s doubtful reading AYXTOX may be traced 
to a coin of this type. The lettering supplies the first 
lunate alguM so far met with, si pi art from the doubtful 
exception in one of the monograms of typo No. 
(Alexandrine tatrndmchmsj; and from now onwards 
the O is no longer made smaller than the other letters. 

The sizes and weights, being both increased, are 
indicative of a time when silver was no longer being 
struck. 

The die-positions, both here and in types Nos.9fMil 0 f 
sliow a preference for 1 which up to this point lias 
been exceptional. 
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Symbols appear again as observed under typo No. 80 f 
and are all objects that have already served in this 
way. The star is to be noted, in addition to the winged 
cadu ecus, on one of the three sped metis representing 
type No* but as the only symbol on type No 86. 

No. 87 a and jB, These types without magistrates* 
names, and both represented by a single piece in 
indifferent condition, reintroduce the later term of 
inscription with XIAN, first noticed under typo 
No, The former of the two recalls the coins of 

type No, 70 of similar size. In feet, the resemblance 
between them and the evidently late character of the 
present types made mo hesitate in attributing type 
No. 70 to the beginning of this period. But, on the 
whole* I think that the points of difference which they 
show are sufficiently marked* A part from the dis¬ 
similar inscriptions, there is no bunch of grapes on 
these coins, and the weight of ihc largo one is very 
much below that of the apparently carefully regulated 
Hans of type No. 70, 

The A of the inscription in No. 87 a is a very late 
form, and not at all in keeping with the lettering 
mostly employed on coins of this period. A still earlier 
and isolated instance of this fl has already been noted 
on type No. 62 fi. 

Nos, R8-9 r These- interesting: coins have already been 
pretty fully discussed, but a few more remarks with 
regard to ikeir stylo seem to be called for* The 
wreath ou the reverse of No. 88, tied to left, is quite 
a new feature among tjie Chian issues and docs not 
appear again. The form of amphora used, besides 
being precisely the same as that on the bronze types 
Nos. 90-2, and very similar to that on the drachms 
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with XEBAZTQY, will also be found on one of the- 
earliest three-assam pieces, which b in support of the 
date suggested for the type, 

\Y\ih regard to No. SU r the Sphinx, apart from its 
wing, is very similar to that found on one of the 
our Host Homsrtiu, and the latter coin must be placed 
among the first so-called imperial issues because of 
the word XIOC on its reverse. The amphora is of 
a different type from that on No. 88. but one which 
may be seen to have alternated with the latter 
throughout this period [Pi. IX. 1, 2. 0, &c.]. Finally T 
the bunch of grapes countermoiked upon the amphora, 
if correctly described, offers a curious parallel with 
one of the earliest pieces of oue assamou also distin¬ 
guished by the word XIQX r and undoubtedly of 
the Augustan period so far as one can judge. The 
magistrates 1 names are inscribed in the most unusual 
manner cm the obverse.

No, 92 provides another instance of a patronymic 
being used in the rendering of a magistrate's name. 
The name itself has already beau discussed, and the 
magistrate is the one whose genealogy I have attempted 
to trace from the early portion of Period IX {type 
No, 63 a)i This evidence is of interest in view of the 
theory that is lately gaining ground to the effect that 
there was a tendency in ancient times to preserve the 
office of moueyer or mint magistrate in certain families* 
possibly on account of their wealth (Dr. G* Macdonald's 
dotation of Coiwge, p- 1 3), The lettering in this 
case is very carefully done, and the words are separated 
by stops. Two forms of sigma are to be seen on these 
coins, but their concurrence is not an uncommon 
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feature at this period, although it only appears on ono 
other Chian issue (type No. 06 a ? the finifc three-ussaria 
piece to bo described belowk 

Na 93. I am placing this unique little coin after 
the foregoing because of the C in the inscription. 
This is not an infallible test as a rule p hut the form in 
question is so little used at Chios down to this time 
that it may be taken m a guide where other signs are 
lacking.

[The substance of the following notes was written 
before I bad read Sig. LaftViinehi's article u Gli assi 
fid i dupozuUi eominenmmtm di August# e di 
Agrlppa' 1 , which appeared in the ffivisia itaHam i, 
1910. Loffranchi's conclusions as to the dating of 
the coins agreed iu almost every ease with my own; 
hence, ill this respect, these notes cannot claim to be 
mi entirely fresh contribution to the science of numis¬ 
matics, although they may possibly serve a purpose in 
bringing to the notice of collectors and others, un¬ 
acquainted with Latfranches work, a more exact 
classification of a very int eresting series of coins. 
Moreover, by including several examples, omitted by 
Sig, Laifranchh I have endeavoured to present as 
complete a view of the series aa possible.] 

The aim of this article is twofold: (1) to draw up 
a chronological arrangement of the memorial coins of 
Augustus and {2} to consider in what respect they 
throw light an the theory of the imperial cull us. 

The coins si ruck in memory of tin? divine Augustus 
comprise a number of different types of varying sig¬ 
nificance ; but, as regards their main characteristics, 
they may be grouped naturally into three claves. 

Class I, Asses and dupondii with the radiate head 
oi Augustus, accompanied by the legend OIVVS’ 
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A VC VST VS-PATER or 01WS AVCVSTVS ; but 

without any specific reference to the reign or period 
in which they wore struck. 

Class IL Gold, silver, or bronze coins with the 
head or foil-length figure of Augustus, and legends 
similar to the preceding, but in conjunction with the 
portrait or titles of the reigning emperor* * 1 

Class ill. “Restitution*' coins, he, revivals, or 
reproductions, of earlier types, accompanied with the 
titles of the emperor under whom they were struck, 
and bearing the word REST ITV IT, usually in the 
abbreviated form. REST, 

The coins of Classes II and III obviously present 
no difficulty with regard to date;, the following notes, 
therefore, are concerned mainly with the classification 
of the am ex and thtpomitt of" Class I. 

It may 1 m safely assumed that no coins of the Dims 
Augustus type were struck during the actual reign of 
Augustus, although some of the earlier numismatists 
have not hesitated to adopt this hypothesis*- The oft- 
ilnoted passage of Suetonius \ Aag. 5£) ( from which 
there seems no reason to dissent, that Augustus per* 
mi tied no worship of himself apart from the goddess 
Roma in the provinces, and entirely prohibited any 
such honour in the capital itself, would seem to 
constitute sufficient evidence on the point: especially 
as the Diem AuffHttH* corns we are about to consider 
are entirely of Roman mintage.

From these two considerations it will bo seen, in the 
first place, that the coins do not belong to the ago of 
Augustus ^ and secondly, that a l though belonging 
mainly to the reign of Ti berius* they are not confined 
to this period, as Cohen maintains, but extend down 
to the time of Claudius, 

In point of style the senatorial bronze coinage of 
Tiberius lulls into three distinct periods, which can be 
fixed by means of the dated sestertii, dupundii, and 
asm t 

{a) a.d. 14-21. The portraits arc flatly executed 
and are similar in many respects to those ibund on the 
late oases of Augustus. After about the year a-D, Ifi 
there follows a period of transition.

reign, ibis divergence of style in the senatorial coins 
does not concern nnr present subject, 

Before describing the Dims Augustas coins in detail 
it i.s necessary to coU attention to a difficulty, or rattier 
ambiguity, found in connexion with the Tribuukdau 
dating of the senatorial coins of Tiberius. 

In the first period of the reign there are two Tri- 
bunician dates, XVIJ and XXIII t which would naturally 
correspond with the years a.il 10 and 21; during the 
Iasi live years of the reign L\. u. 32-7} the Tnbuniemn 
dates follow in regular sequence from XXXII ff to 
XXXVIII. But for some reason, which it seems at 
present impossible to explain, t he middle period of the 
reign (a-jj* 22-31) is indicated by the solitary date 
XXllll. That TR POT XXIJM must be taton as indi¬ 
cating not merely the year A,m 22 but any year falling 
in the decade from a.sx 22 to 31 saeins clear from the 
following eon ski orations, (a) Both numerical 3 y and in 
point of variety the coins dated TRPGTXXIII/ vastly 
exceed those issued at any other period of the reign. 
Thus it is practically impossible to relegate so large 
an issue to one year, and + consequently, to suppose 
that* during the next nine years, the senatorial mint 
was practically in act ive. \ It Certain coins dated 
TR POT-XXim cannot oon> eivably Lave been struck 
in the year A.m 22, but must belong to a later date r 
For example, the well-known seAertii of Li via (Coin, 
G), with the obverse type of a carpoutum drawn

Some variety of opinion has been expressed &$ to 
whnt particular edifice is portrayed on the reverse. 
Eckhd 7 considers it to be the temple of ftipm 
Augustus built by Tiberius, and represented later on 
coins of Caligula and Antoninus Pm* *s. However, apart 
from the foot that the temple of Divas Augustus w as 
not completed daring the reign of Tiberias, ua ex¬ 
amination of its plan shows conclusively tbat it was 
not circular, but a rectangular octostyle building of 
somewliat unusual proportions.* 

Holder rejects the view that it is the shrine of Mars 
TTltor cm account of certain dissimilarities in the 
ornamental detail shown on the denarii with reverse, 
MAR-VLT (Coll. 1 DGj. In spite of this discrepancy 
I believe the circular shrine of Mars UlLor r situated 
near the temple of Jupiter Toretrias on thn Capitol,, 
which was built by Augustus in ID b.c. : is quite the 
mDst probable suggestion. 

The temple shown on this dupondim corresponds, in 
its general structure If not in certain details, with that 
on the denarii just mentioned, and moreover, if it is 
compared with the representation of the temple of 
Margin tor on the Asiatic ” medallions 1 ", with the reverse 
legend MART-VUTO (Coin -01) t the resemblance ia 
even more striking. It is true that the two side 
pedestals do not appear on the earlier coins (ID B.od* 
But that, amongst his numerous building enterprises, 
Tiberius should have renovated the shrine that had

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been standing for nearly forty years, and at the same 
time added the pedestals, seems by no means im¬ 
probable- Of this* however* we have no record. It 
may seem rather a straining of detail to attempt to 
identity the statue on the summit of the dome, which 
has been variously described as Mars, Augustus, or a 
female* If however, this little temple was restored 
by Tiberius, it would seem natural that he should have 
added a statue of Augustus to its adornment. This 
would, moreover, famish some clue as to the reason 
far placing a representation of,this particular building 
on the Dim# Augmfu* series. 

There is, further, some uncertainty as to the identi¬ 
fication of the two animals on the side pedestals. On 
some specimens they are unmistakably a bull and a 
ram, while on others they appear to be animals of the 
antelope tribe.

Some difficulty arises with respect to the date and 
allusion of this dupondiu^\ Examples of it occur in 
two weights (viz* approximately 2JE) and 250 grains) 
and in two distinct, styles* The lighter coins correspond 
with the transitional style of Nos* 3 and 4„ while the 
heavier are usually more boldly executed with the head 
in higher relief* suggestive of the period following the 
year a.ek 22. 

The curious variation in the weight of the dupondim 
during the reigns of Tiber ins. Caligula, and Claudius 
has apparently never been satisfactorily explained. It

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seems dear, however, that two standards of weight 
were in use, which may be estimated at normally 
310-5 and 253*G grama, or respectively fa and fa '>1 
a B.oinun pound. Of these the lighter probably repre¬ 
sents the earlier standard which appears to have been 
fised by Augustus about the year 15 me- It was not, 
however, superseded by the heavier, which apparently 
came into existence about a.d, M HV j but continued to be 
issued Eiloug with it For example, wo find tlupomUl 
of Antonia {temp, Clauclri) of both weighty It may 
be mentioned incidentally that the heavier dupondiu# 
disappear* after the reign of Nero. 

If we are right in supposing that the heavy dnp&R&iu# 
was introduced about a.d. 22, which was in many 
respects 11 notable year in the history of the Reman 
coinage, we may conclude that there were two separate 
issues of these memorial dujMmdii of the Vidortf type; 
that is to &ay, the lighter coins of transitional style 
would have been issued shortly before a.d. 22, and the 
heavier coins of fine style shortly afterwards. 

The reverse type, as we have already stated, presents 
tlq analogy to any other that occurs on the coins of 
Tiberius It corresponds more or less closely with 
Uero p s well-known of the Victory type, but the 

general style of the coins and the form of the lettering 
on the obverse are certainly not of Nero T s period. 

A representation of Victory, seated, forms the 
standard reverse type on the series of gold qmnarU 
struck continuously throughout the reign of Tiberius, 
apparently without reference to any specific military 
triumphs. It is just possib!e t ihoretbre* that the 
reference of these dup&ndii may bo of a purely general 
character. 
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Since. however, this particular portrayal of Victory 
inaugurated n new reverse type on the bronze coinage* 
it is reasonable to suppose ihat some definite occasion 
gave rise to its introduction. 

This being so, the most appropriate seems to be the 
triumph of Germanious in a*d* 1F P when the defeat of 
Vams—a calamity that had east a gloom over the last 
years of Augustus—wns avenged and Homan honour 
restored.* This date, moreover, exactly suits the 
transitional style of the lighter dupandn with this 
type. 

Rather curiously Cohen values this coin at only 
2 franco, whereas it is of considerable rarity; hence the 
difficulty in obtaining a sufficient number of specimens 
from which to mute deductions. 

There apparently exist coins with the same type as 
these duponttii, but of larger module, weighing about 
350 grains, which may possibly be *e$tertiL However, 
1 venture to think that their authenticity is not above 
suspicion. 

During the middle period of Tiberius^ reign 
ft. Ik 22 33 j a marked improvement is observed in the 
style ot the veins, particularly in the bolder treatment 
of the portraits, combined with a more pronounced 
element of idealism, 1 *

Cohen regards this remarkable coin as a ' hybrid IF . 
But 1 venture to suggest that the term hybrid is only 
applicable to coins that are struck from two dies 
obviously unrelated to each other: thus involving 
either au anachronism of type or a discrepancy in the 
legends. Such as may be seen, for example* i u the 
small bronze bearing on the obverse the portrait And 
titles of Tiberius but on the reverse the distinctively 
Nerouian type CER-QVINa ROM CON, Certmuen gain- 
quennule Homac vonditam (Coh., Tth. 1). 
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TLe conjunction of memorial portraits of Augustus 
and Agrippa involves no anachronism, and, since both 
personages were extensively commemorated on coins 
struck under Tiberius, there h nor king improbable in 
finding the double commemoration on a coin of tills 
period. 

Tin? portrait of Agrippa is similar to that shown on 
his well-known as$*8 with the reverse type of Neptune 
(Cok.. Ag w 3), which, are assigned by Cohen to the 
period 37-! 2 ij.c., but by Ltdfrauchl to the reign of 
Caligula, 

It seems rather a digression from the subject of this 
paper to enter into the question of the date of Agrippo’s 
awe# at any length; but, since the memorial coin we 
av© considering is obviously connected with the other 
coins of Agrippa, t he main points for fixing their date 
may be outlined briefly us follows : 

1 1) The style of the frames (Neptune type), notably 
with respect to the bold treatment of the portrait and 
square form of lettering,, is clearly not that of the 
Augustan period, but exactly corresponds with that of 
the 00 tiis struck between A.n. 22 and 11* At the outset, 
theretbre, we must abandon Cohens date, and the 
choice lies between the reign of Caligula ami the latter 
part of that of Tiberius. 

(2) The reign of Caligula seems too short a period 
for so vast an issue of coins, since these rare, as 
every collector knows, amongst the commonest coins 
of the first century, 

(3) Cohen enumerates three varieties of Agrippas 
a ##**e which bear the Tvi burn cion dates oi Tiberius* viz. 
XXIIJ {=a.b. 21), XXIIII (^a.d. S2-31), and XXXVMI 
(~A-m 36). Tliis lifting so, it seems reasonable to 
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suppose that the undated coins of the Xepfune type 
belong to the same period of fifteen years. 

{44 Lafimndii, in maintaining the Caligula date, 
points out that the features oi Agrippa wear an ex- 
press ion similar to that of Caligula, and urges the 
inherent reasonableness of Caligula's honouring the 
memory of his grandfather on the coinage. On 
the other hand, it is equally natural that Tiberius 
should have commemorated the lather of Yipsania, 
the only one oi his wives ior whom he bad any real 
affection. 

ft) Tho M restitution Bi coins {Class HI) apparently 
include none oi Caligula's types, hut only those of 
Tiberius. Ihus it is a significant, fact that the jVejtfttwe 
ome$ of Agrippa were restored by both Titos and 
Domitum.

The portraits of 
Claudius are executed in low relief although their 
flatness is not of the ugly inartistic quality that 
characterizes the later copper coins of Augustus, 

DfVVS A VQ VST VS coins of Class II were 
struck during the reign of Claudius, but we find a 
series of memorial coins bearing portraits of Xero 
Drusus (Sestertius, Coh* 8)> Antonia ( Bupondim , Coin 6), 
and Gcrmanicua (As, Coh. 9). 

Whether or not these portraits arc accurate likenesses 
may be open to question, since it is evident that their 
treatment is modal t that is to say t the features of 
-Crusus, Antonia, and CTormanicus show a strong re* 
semblance to one another, and also to those of Claudius.

riiu legend DIVA AVGV5TA leaves practically no 
doubt that the personage here represented is Li via. 
A seated figure, generally described aa that of Li via, 
without inscriptive legend, occurs frequently on coins 
of Augustus and Tiberius (a£ supra). But since the 
deification of Livia was decreed, according to Suetonius 
(Claud, llj ut the begi nning of the reign of Claudius, 
we naturahy do not find the appellation DIVA on any 
coins issued before that date. Thus we have a con- 
elusive reason tor assigning this type, found in 
conjunction with the legend DIVA AVCVSTA.to the 
period of Claudius.

These coins form part of u eounneiucinitivo series 
assigned by some writers to the period of Uallieuus 3 
although it appears far more probable that they were 
bsued by the Philips on rh* occasion of the thousandth 
anniversary of the founding of Rome. 

The Ditiu# Augustus coins of Glass III, generally 
termed “ restitutions ”, make Lkeir first appearance in 
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the reign of Titus, and wero coiitituied by Domitian 
and Nerva, Thu memorial coins of this class may be 
regarded as forming part of the larger series of 
restitutions, or revivals, of certain coin-types originally 
issued under the Republic and earlier Empire. The 
reverse types of Class Til Eire reproductions of those 
issued during the reign of Tiberius.

The reason ibr the issue of u restitution l+ coins is 
not very obvious, nor is it easy to discover what 
principle guided the masters of the mint in their 
choice of types to he restored. But in connexion with 
this series it may l*e noticed that, whereas the ■‘resti¬ 
tution” coins struck fay Titus preserve the traditional 
portrait of Augustus as found ou the DIVVS- 
AVCVSTVS-PATER series of Tiberius, those issued 
fay Domitian and Nerva give to the features of Devils 
Augustus an unmistakable rcaembktucC to those of the 
reigning emperor. This modal treatment, which ta 
particularly marked in the case of Xerva *9 coins, may 
be either the result of incompetence on the part ol the 
engraver or, possibly, an intent ion til device to suggest 
Hint the divine character of Augustus belonged also to 
his successors in the prmcipate* 

TILiving so far drawn up a clarification of the 
memorial coins of Augustus, it remains to consider 
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how far they throw light on the growth of the imperial 
celt, 11 Tito conception of the divinity of the emperor 
wp an important factor in the development of the 
imperial theory- After the Actian triumph temples 
to Euma and Augustus were erected in the east; less 
than twenty yea is later the famous am h'omae ef 
Augusta was dedicated in the Gallic capital, and a 
similar dedication made at Tarraeo. Here then was 
the symbol of Imperial patriotism, a religious element 
capable? of being incorporated into the diverse religions 
of the subject peoples, thereby creati n g a principle of 
unity throughout the Empire, Augustus was keen to 
perceive the value of the theory, and astute enough to 
foster its development. His very refusal to accept 
divine honours from the citbem of Rome and the 
people of Italy was In itself eminently politic* His 
ostensible motive appeals to have been to emphasize 
the distinction of the ruling race, rather than to dis¬ 
courage a cult that might prove distasteful Lc the 
Roman suscept ibilities. As a matter of fact the citizens 
of many Campanian cities of their own free will pro¬ 
claimed the divinity of Augustus and the Romans 
appear to have been ready enough to acquiesce in it. 
Clearly, therefore* the cult was materially strengthened 
by allowing it to emanate from the will of the people 
rather than from an imperial mandate. 

To dedicate temples or decree ceremonial in recog¬ 
nition of the divine character of the emperor was both 
feasible and politic. To state the fact boldly on the 
Roman coinage was essentially different. The Monet#

enough to see the inadvisability of making innovations 
on the traditions of the Sacra fu<meta f nor in ] a to¬ 
days did the vanity of even Domittau or Conuciodus 
inveigle them into making tin? attempt Augustus 
had, however, propagated the idea by issuing coins to 
the memory of Divufl Julius. Tiberius earned it on 
by means of the Dims Augustus series. The logical 
conclusion from this posthumous deification was that 
the emperor during his life was divine,, or, at any rate, 
of a divine nature* But the coins of Caligula make 
no mention of any apotheosis of Tiberius nor do the 
coins of Claudius record that of Caligula. It is evident* 
therefore, that this logical conclusion had not yet 
found definite expression, doubtless on account of the 
disregard evinced by Caligula and Claudius for their 
predecessors; so that* instead of the deification of 
oaeli emperor in turn, we find during this period the 
only assertion of the theory lies in the repeated issue 
of coins in honour of Divus Augustus. 

This series, as wo have seen, continues down to the 
time of Claudius. Ho referent bs to the divine Augustus 
occur on the coins of Nero fc hut distinct evidence of 
a development in the theory of the emperor's divinity 
may be discovered in the two small symbols which 
frequently occur aa adjuncts of Nero's portrait—the 
aegh t an emblem of Jupiter, and the ghhe, a symbol of 
universal dominion. Thus Xcro not only arrogated 
to himself the attributes of divinity* as Caligula 
appears to have done, but went a step farther by 
publicly expressing the idea on the coinage. It is, 
moreover, not without significance that on many of 
his dtiponrffi and brass asses Nora is represented wear- 
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ing the radiate crown, which had hitherto been the 
peculiar adornment of the head of Divus Augustus, 
Under the Flavians the imperial cult finds regular 
expression in the OIVO VESPASIANO eoin$ ol Titus 
and the DJVO TITO coins of iJomitiaiL Dom it inn's 
contemptible vanity and extravagance in proclaiming 
himself Bwninm e( Bern 11 seems rather to have had 
a reactionary effect. His apotheosis is not recorded on 
the coins, and Nerva returned to the practice adopted 
by Tiberius, Culigiih^ and Claud ins of issuing coins in 
honour of Djvus Augustus.

THE PENNIES OF EDWARD I. II. AND HI. 

(See Flaie X.) 

The object of' tins paper is simply to enable the 
student, to recognize, and place in their proper order, 
tLe heavy pennies of the first three Edwards, issued 
between 1279 (in which year the "long-cross" type with 
the inscription hOHRiUVS B.HX NT was abandoned) 
and 1350. The groats of Edward 1, and the half¬ 
pennies and farthings of the three reigns, are therefore 
not included in it. Limitation of description to essential 
distinction?; has entailed the omission of many interest¬ 
ing details given in the “ Numismatic History of the 
Reigns of Edward I, II, and III " (Brit, Xnm. Juttrn,, 
vols, vi-x), but it is hoped that- enough has been 
retained to render identification of ihe various types 
not too difficult. The classification and numbering 
Used in the articles in question have lieen strictly 
followed, but. as it was moat desirable to present the 
whole series on a single plate, it has been necessary to 
omit one or two sub-types from the illustrations; such 
omissions are duly noted iu the text, Obverse dies 
only arc figured, as, in practically every case, they 
show the typical points. It must not be forgotten that 
almost every variety is to be found muled with that 
which preceded and that which followed it. 

A brief reference must be made to tha fraudulent 
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issuer which were so abundant in the thirteenth and 
fourteenth centuries. These were of two kinds : down¬ 
right forgeries and “colourable imitations^ Many 
of the former class are semi-barbarous; others nro of 
excellent workmanship, often better than that of the 
genuine coins, though blunders in the inscription, not 
purely mechanical, but clue to misreading of the 
original from which they were copied, often betray 
their origin—usually continental. In the later groups 
t hey often retain the abbreviation HIT?? for the king's 
name, and the form of the crown with three-1 obed 
fleure-dedb at the sides, which had been abandoned 
in England before the issue of the types which they 
wore intended to copy. The “colourable imitations" 
are of two distinct classes. The earlier (pollards and 
fj retards), though reproducing the genera] type of the 
penny, boro their owu proper inscription^ and the 
head of the potentate who issued them was wreathed 
with roses instead of crowned. When their circulation 
was forbidden by Edward I„ at Easter, 1300, a crown 
was substituted for the wreath,, and in many cases an 
attempt was made to give the legend a superficial 
resemblance to that of the English coin* Practically 
all those issues are of more or less base metal and of 
light weight.

Of the ten groups attributable to Edward I. the first 
nine are characterized by the form of the royal crown, 
the outer limbs of which are of trifoliate formation, 
whereas trom 1302 onwards these ornaments have but 
t.wr> fieurs (Fig, A). With the trifoliate crown goes in¬ 
variably (except on the coins of Group I) the legend 
flJ II Kllfelj UUS fi VB. The following descriptions 
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Bra not intended to be exhaustive, but merely to 
emphasise distinctive points.

The accounts preserved show that the amount of 
bullion coined in London had fallen ofl' greatly since 
the end of the year 1290, and at Canterbury only 
lmignificaiifc quantities were struck; in fact, the total 
output of that mint from Michaelmas 1203 to Michael¬ 
mas 1299 was but 106 pounds Tower, of which 
pounds were minted in the first twelve months, 
The scarcity of coin was beginning to bo severely felt, 
and towards the end of 1209 measures were taken to 
remedy the evil. Large amounts were coined at the 
four great minis, and. tor a few mouths, other establish¬ 
ments were revived in the provinces. Hence the

Bishop Kell awe, whose issues are distinguished by 
the conversion of the first iimb of the main cross on 
the reverse into a crosier, which is turned toward the 
dexter, struck XI a , h t and c; probably XII a (though 
no specimen has yet been found)! and XIII tf. A rare 
mule, with the obverse of Bishop Bek and the reverse 
of Bishop Kellawe, exists 
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Bishop Beaumont, who substituted a lion rampant, 
taken from bis arms, accompanied by one or more 
fleurs-de-lis, for the initial cross, and dropped the 
crosier used by his predecessor on the reverse, struck 
XIII a. XIV a, and XV a. h f and r. A coin of XIV a, 
with an initial cross patce and without any episcopal 
marks, must bo attributed to Robert de Sftpy* the 
kings receiver of the temporalities during the vacancy 
between Bishops Kellawe and Beaumont.

Proof that the coinage of Edward III began with 
X\ d is furnished by the arch [episcopal coins of York. 
The writ by which dies were ordered to be delivered 
to Archbishop Melton on April 10, 1331 T definitely 
refers to the last delivery of dies to the archbishop in 
the twenty-ninth year of Edward I 5 5 and a protest by 
the Exchequer authorities, on the ground that, when 
dies were last delivered, the king also bad a mint in 
the city, which was not the case now, was overruled 
by the ting himself.

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THE MEDALS OF MATTED DE* PAST! 

The object of the present list of the medals of 
Matteo de ! Pnsti is to test the method which I propose 
to adopt in the work on Italian medals of t he fifteenth 
apd sixteenth osnturios which I have had in prepara¬ 
tion for many yearn. For this purpose I have chosen 
one of the groups of meda ls which are most complicated 
by small variations, produced by slight alterations in 
the moulds from which they are cast. 

The principle of arrangement adopted is this: First 
comes a brief bibliography; then a brief sketch of the 
fixed points in the medallist's career, and, when he is 
of importance m an artist, a brief attempt at a critical 
estimate. A statement follows of the dates and signa¬ 
tures which are found on the medals, and of any 
other details likely to bo of interest. Biographical 
information about the persons represented on the 
medals is reserved for the index* 

In the arrangement of the medals themselves, the 
signed pieces are placed first, the unsigned next; 
where there are various degrees of probability in the 
attribution of th" latte* r* an attempt is made to group 
them accordingly (but in Pastes case this feature is 
hardly apparent). Within the groups the order is t as 
iar as possible, chronological. After each medal ft he 
description of which is according to ordinary nutnis- 
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mafic methods s ) bgiven first the reference to Armand's 
MS&ailteurs Hatkn^ the foundation of all modern wort 
on the subject; this is followed by references to other 
literature in which the medal in question is mentioned, 
but not in such a way ns to enable us to identify the 
particular specimen of which the writer was thinking. 
In this place references will, for instance, sometimes be 
found to the Museum Muzz uth&Uianum (see No* * 21): but 
usually this work is referred to lower down, in con¬ 
nexion with some particular specimen at Brescia. 
The reason is that it cannot bo presumed that the 
Brescia specimen of No* 21. which formed part of the 
MortinengO bequest, is MiizzucheHi’s specimen: whereas 
when a Brescia specimen from the Brozzoni bequest 
corresponds to the description in the Museum J/hzsH- 
chtltianmH, wo may assume identity, since Brozzoni 
acquired the great majority of Mflizuchellia medals* 
The various specimens of the medals which have been 
described are distinguished by the letters of the Greek 
alphabet, 3 It is of coarse possible that the same

It will perhaps seem that the enumeration of all 
recorded specimens is an unnecessary encumbrance. 
It certainly adds considerably to the weight of the 
material; but it is of interest as showing the compara¬ 
tive popularity (and, more or less inversely, the rarity) 
of the medals, and indicating the collections in which 
specimens can be seen, It’ any one can suggest a simpler 
method of doing this, I ahull be grateful to him, I need 
hardly say that the enumeration makes not the least 
pretence of being complete: most of' the collections 
outside this country are only laid under contribution 
in bo tar as their contents have been published, or their 
curators have kindly provided me with casts : and sale- 
catalogues have, tor fcha most part-, only been drawn 
upon when the descriptions are accompanied by 
illustrations.

Mattco di Maestro Andrea de’ Pasti or de Bustia of 
\ coma is first heard of in 1441 at Venice, whore ho was 
working for Piero di Ccauno de Medici on illustrations 
to the Triumphs of Petrarch, llo was at Verona in 
1446. doing il In mi nations for Laonello d’Este, He 
settled at Rimini iu 1416, and superintended arehi- 
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bectural and other wort on S. Francesco for Alberti, 
especially niter the latter left Rimini in 1450? 
He married Lisa Bddegara (1449 or earlier) and 
rose to honour in the court of Sigismondo H&l&testa 
(he in described as Qiilico anti iwbile). His nxunaroua 
medals of Sigismondo are mentioned in a letter of 
Time too Maffei m U53 + In 1461 ho left for Turkey 
to paint the Sultan’s portrait, but was arrested by the 
Venetian authorities at Claudia on suspicion of taking 
a map of the Adriatic to the enemy; released and back 
at Rimini m January, 1462, Still living 5Iay 15, 
1467 t but died in that year or early in 1468, He was 
the most accomplished among the immediate followers 
of Pisauellot His portrait of Guarino is Iris most 
powerful work ; his rendering of the Rccca of Eimiiii 
is perhaps the finest architectural design to be found 
on a medal; his portrait of Isotta is shrewd and pene¬ 
trating. His versatility was considerable, and he had 
a reputation as architect, sculptor, painter, and illu¬ 
minator as well as medallist. 

His signature has been deliberately removed irom 
the models from which certain medals of ftigismondo 
Malatesta and Isotta are cast: of this unusual pro- 
eeetting the only explanation seems to be that the 
master was not responsible for the actual production 
of these specimen^ but authorized their production if 
Ids signature was removed. The suggestion that the 
signatures were deleted because of some spite against 
him, or because ho had taJlen into disgrace at Rimini 
(of which there is no record), soems very improbable. 
The number of modifications of these Him ini medals, 
due to slight alterations in the legends p is remarkable.

Mil LAwmccn^-r^At such a critical time in our national 
history it is IUting that the Mods] of tlio Hoyal Numismatic 
Society should ho assigned In fc tit? branch deni mg with the 
coins of our own country, Bui, ijuito apart from that con- 
sid&ratint], there is* I think* n unanimous feeling among m 
that no one has devoted Himself longer or more whole¬ 
heartedly than yourself to any inmrisnmtic subject. 

It Is with great pleasure, therefore, that T hand you the 
Medal in recognition of your eminent services to EnglInh 
mimkraaties, With them, too, 1 may venture to couple 
your services to the Society itself* of which you liavo been 
■i number since 1885, Yon have for many years served on 
its Council, ansi from 1915 have been one of its Vice- 
Presidents, always ready, as I ran gratefully acknowledge, 
to * l step into the breach ”, 

Your first publication in (lie Ckfururtr on "ABaronml 
Coin &f Eustace lltzjohu ' dale- from IS DO, shortly follaw-nl 
by a paper on English silver coin issues between 1401 and 
143& h in willcli new landmarks for the coinage of Edward IV 
were established by comparisons with Henry Vi's restored 
coinage of 1470 and that of Endian I 111. The promise held 
out by these lot pore was amply fulfilled, and they were 
followed by a mots or less continuous series of communica¬ 
tions illustrating the coinage of (Ida cu unify iu the Middle 
Ages, and embracing almost the whole period from the 
later Saxon kings to the Tudor dynasty, 

I cannot help recalling the fart that my own debut in this 
Society* forty-six years ago—I regret to say-—waa by a 
j>apor in which new pu-ints of distinction wore pointed out 
between the coins of the firs I throe Edwards, I fear that 
since then I have strayed very far from the English fold, 
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hut it is a great satisfaction to too that in your ]viper on 
the sili er coins of Edward III, published in 1S9S, twenty-two 
years later, you should have been instrumental in developing 
some at least of tho ideas that I then started. 

Your contributions have been of tho most valuable kind, 
and have supplied a aeries of new fixed points for English 
numismatics in their widest sense. You may oven be said 
to have doubled your activities, since many of your mors 
recent contributions have been made to the sister Society 
which deals in a more special way with the coinage of tho 
British islands, I may here refer to your valuable remarks 
on the Saxon die-sinker’s art in connexion with the moneyer 
Torhulf. mid to your broader conclusions its to modtoov.il 
Euglidi dies and moneyera, namely that the dies were made 
in London, but the coins struck by the moneyers named in 
the actual mint towns. 

In this connexion I may also refer to your services in 
the detection of a whole series of forged coins, notably of 
TYilliam I and II. and of Henry I and his .successors, 
where, it inuy bo added, philological science corroborates 
your technical results in the case of such hybrid names as 
LEEFVILO. L1F0R0, and OSWEF. In on important 
paper on the mint of Barnstaple you were able to make 
good its title to coins hitherto attributed to Bardncy. Y ou 
have been also fortunate enough to describe several ancient 
hoards, fn collaboration with Mr. Gruel wr you described the 
important Balcombe find of coins of the Edwards and 
Richard II, and, together with Mr, Brooke, the Stepping] ey 
find of 14 Lodg-Croes” coins. 

But your most important contribution to English munis- 
maties is your elaborate study of the “Long-Cross ” coinage, 
followed by your monograph on the “Short-Cross' 1 coinage. 
The chief material of these was published in the Journal of 
the British XumitnutfK Society, but a paper summarizing the 
rosulis of your exhaustive researches on the I( Chronology of 
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the Short-Cross Period 5T has been contributed by yon to the 
Chron irft for 1916. 

In the Later series, tho * s tiong^Cross™ coinage, which you 
firbt took in hand, you were working on nn almost virgin 
suih Since the series did not seem to present any out* 
standing problem or prominent features of interest, earlier 
numismatist* bad boon content to Accept the attribution of 
the coin* by the early historians to the later half of the 
reign of Henry III and the first year of his successor* They 
con lined themselves to aridities, and did not attempt a 
detailed attribution of the coins within the thirty odd years 
of their issue, a problem which you successfully attacked. 

In investigating the M Short-Cross J| coinage you had, on 
lhe ether hand, to deal with a series which hud several years 
before attracted students of English numismatics. The 
absence of any coins with the names of Richard I and 
John In this cose presented an interesting enigma that had 
already led to serious attempts nt its solution- It wus 
reduced by my father. Sir John Evans, to an analysis which 
assigned approximately their proper position to the issues 
of each of the four kings in whose reigns the coins were 
minted. This classification, however, left considerable scope 
for more detailed work, and after a lapse of fifty years, 
during which the series was practically untouched, you. air, 
applied to this coinage the method* which had proved 
so successful with tho coinage immediately following it. 

In both cases yen devoted the most strenuous scrutiny 
to details of lettering and stylo, and by this means produced 
a minute classification. This you obtained by evolving and 
applying to those series a principle of the gradual degrada¬ 
tion of style, interspersed with sudden improvements at cer¬ 
tain intervals to which dates could bo approximately fixed. 
By these methods, with the aid of records of mints and mon- 
uyera, you succeeded in dividing the two series into fifteen 
classes to each of which an approximate date could be fixed. 
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The two series together comprise the coinage of this 
country during a whole century. Years ago, in sorting out 
huge hoards for my father belonging to the sumo series 
I lunJ personal experience of the great difficulty of seizing 
definite points of distinction in coins which wore to the 
untrained observer m Like as peas r and 1 at least can fully 
realize the difficulty of the task which you set yourself to 
perform* The proof of your success Is seen in the minute 
detail of the Glassification and the neat adjustment of the 
results obtained from the work on the coins with the 
information recorded in the early chronieli *. The verdict 
that you thus arrived at has so far commended itself to all 
student* of the period and defeated criticism. IU impot 1 - 
tfmee lies in the narrow limits within which the issue of any 
corns of the two series can now he dated That in itself is 
a great achievement* 

Those who have the best right to apeak on the matter 
tear testimony to the fact that your keenness in the study 
of hnglish numismatics did much to secure its progress and 
maintain its vitality it a time when there was some danger 
of stagnation. Many students in your own branch owe 
a personal debt of gratitude to you for your sympathetic 
help and for your keen Interest in the problem* with which 
they were endeavouring to grapple. 

In han d ing you the Medal, Mr. Lawrence, I feel that it 
has been won by no more devoted mid enthusiastic student 
of numismatics than yourself. 


In reply* Mr. Lawrence said: Me. Fjumd 1st, Ladies axe 
Gesittlkhgn,— Allow me. please, to return my moat grateful 
thanks to the Council for awarding me this Medal, and to 
you. Sir Arthur Hno% for the gracious apeech you have 
just made* I wish that I could express In adequate language 
my feelings of Intetibe pride and gratification at the receipt 
of this signal honour, although I entirely fail to understand

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why I should have been selected for its bestowal. You, sir, 
have boon good enough to make some kindly remarks, on my 
work, more than I deserve. ’When 1 joined this Society in 
IE-55, and since then, it km Wn my pleasure add relaxation 
to try and know something of the English coinage, i have 
never thought of it as work* and the thrills of excitement 
over some small discovery to aid classification or help some 
obscure Identification have been rewards in theinatives.

TEE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Through a third year of this exacting War the Society 
has been able Eo " carry on^ A series of Interesting p&pera 
have been read, and even the publication of the Jfitfniswioto 
Chronicle has not been seriously delayed. The number of 
members of the Society lias not fallen off, and the Treasurer 
will have informed yon that, in spite of the addition to Use 
co^t of printing, the fumndal poaltiou remains satisfactory. 

We Imve suffered a few losses owing to the deaths of 
members. 

Mr II. F. Arnedroz had been a member of the Society 
since 1S&2. add was u frequent visitor to the Society^ 
meeting*- A barrister by profession* he was also a dis¬ 
tinguished Arabic scholar, and wrote much on the mediaeval 
history of the Arabs, and edited several Arabic texts. He 
contributed an article to the Cfmnidc of 1007 on 

the use of the title “Shahanshah r+ by the Buwayhida, 

General Sir Albert II out urn-Schindler. LUIK, had boon 
a member of the Society since 187o, He lived for many 
years in Persia* whom ho was engaged in organizing the 
Pectin army. Ho wrote on the history of Persia in various

1898, iJ Curious Coins in the Persian 
Treasury rP _ 

The late Duke of Norfolk had boon a member of the 
Society since 1904. 

Mr, S . W* Grose has informed us of the death of Mr. H. 
Chapman lale Second Assistant at theFitzwilliam Museum, 
and wall known to all who had recourse to its coin collec¬ 
tions fur his useful help and the excellent reproductions I lint 
lie supplied. Many numismatists will learn with deep regret 
that he was killed in action in France on September 10 last. 

In connexion with the War, I announced my intention 
in my last Animal Address of offering prizes for models of 
Commemorative MedaLs to record the Victory of Jutland 
Bank. The Urge issue of medals in Germany to celebrate 
the events of the War—which, as will be seen from iin 
article in the present volume of our Chmnde r has now been 
still further increased—made it seem to be a matter of 
National amour propre that a movement in the same direction 
should be promoted in this country. It was also an oppor¬ 
tunity fur seeking to raise the level of numismatic art in 
this country* at present degraded to Bitch it low level by the 
official tradition prevalent in the Mint, 

Among the conditions laid down for the competition, it 
was provided that medllfl were to hi struck and not cast, 
that no reducing machine was to be allowed, and the final 
model was to l*e made by band and eye to the scale of the 
proposed modal- The medals themselves wore to be of 
large module, not over three and a half inches in diameter 
or lesz than two. Idealism and artistic simplicity wens to 
bo held of primary importance and were to be combined 
with boldness of relief and finish and precision in modellings

In my presidential capacity I a Lao felt entitled to add to 
the inscriptions that the medals were issued “ Under the 
Auspices of the Royal Numismatic Society' 7 . 

The medals are illustrated 1 on pp. 28-25, and speak for 
tin.-in soJves, No, l f to which, the first prize wns awarded 
largely for ihs admirable technique and original artistic 
treatment, is by Mr, Harold Stabler. No, 2, distinguished 
by its fine modelling and relief* with the highly dignified 
Lion above the character hi leal jy German eagle, is by Mr. A T 
Bertram Fegrara. The oWense of No. 3* with its portrait 
busts of the two Admirals, is by Mr. Walter Gilbert, of the 
Bromsgnove Guild, while the reverse, effective in its sim- 
plicify, is by Mr. G. Wheeler, I may add that I ventured 
to send silver copies of each of th* medals to Admiral JeHicoe 
and Vice-Admiral Beatty, as also to onr Admiral Fellow-, 
the Marquess of Miliord Haven, as he now r is. in whom the 
Nation recognizes one of the chief organizer* of Victory, and 
that I have received warm and appreciative acknowledg¬ 
ments from oil of these gentlemen. 

It is Satisfactory to have to record that a further impulse 
towards the improvement of the art of cnedalEiig in the 
country in connexion with the many commemorative 
occasions presented by the great War has been given by 
the organizing of an Eihibition, or what promises to be a 
series of Exh i hi t ion>„ of Modal! ic ^irt. In organizing this 
Exhibition. Countess Feodora GleicheiL herself the modeller 
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of some of the finest of the modem medals exhibited, took 
o lading part, :md the Georgian Hull was liberally put at 
the disposal of Ujg Com initio by Messrs* Waring Our 
Patron the King graciously exhibited the naval reward in 
gold engraved by Thomas Simonj and struck by order of 
Parliament in 1658, to be given to Blake, Monk. Penm 
and Lawson in commemoration of the recent naval victories 
over the Dutch* 

The collections of medals in private posewkn brought 
together by this Exhibition* illustrating various branches and 
periods, will have been useful to artists iu enabling them to 
compare with the sketchy and decadent French style at 
present ill vogue the nobler products of the older schools. 
A series, moreover, lib' that afforded by Hie English historical 
medals, to which your President contributed, and the 
interesting collection of Naval Medals exhibited by the 
Marquess of Milford Haven, supplies many useful hints for 
the commemorative side of the art. It was, also certainly a 
valuable feature of the Exhibition that prizes were offered 
for the best if lust ration of such an idral subject as the 
l+ Triumph of Civilization over Barbarism 

As it is my desire to take advantage of tho present occasion 
to say a few words on some subjects about which I f#el more 
competent to speak, I shall only briefly refer to some of the 
excellent contributions that we have received during the 
|' :|L d year dealing with mediaeval and Inter numismatics* 
and on more miscellaneous subjects. The paper of Dr. G. 
Gslater, illustrating the influence of English coin-types 
oti those of Dutitnnrk in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries, has a real historical interest. He has also supple¬ 
mented it by the description of a find of 1201 English 
ir Short-Cross 1T pennies near Kits- in Denmark. Mr* Lawrence 
has supplied a commentary on this hoard, and has also given 
the Society a valuable summary of the results of his further 
elucidation of the chronology of the ia Short-Cross H period. 
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to which I lurra already referred. Mr. Henry Sytnonds has 
continued hie useful investigations into the record* of the 
Mint by im account of some light coin* of Charles L To 
Mis* Helen Farquhar wo ore indebted for a very complete 
Account of the silver counter* of the seventeenth century, 
liccompanifil by nciite investigations into their technique. 
She ha* brought forward good evidence to show that most 
of the earlier series are hand'engraved, tho design being 
multiplied by an ingenious process, hut tllat others seem to 
have 1 ms cast, and others again are w the distinct product 
of it dio”. 

It k. however, the Hellenic branch of numismatic* that 
hu Wn brought Into special prominence during the \mit 
year by a series of papers* Mr. J. Mavrogordato has con¬ 
tinued his exhaustive investigfltiott into the chronology of 
the coin age of Chios, His present study embraces Period VI11. 
804-190 c, c., and Period TX f I90^S8 n. c., the series now 
described I >eing specially rich in magistrates" names, Mr* J. G, 
Milne has described a hoard of bronze coins of Smyrna 
which supplies some clues as to the connexion* and chrono¬ 
logical succession of group® of magistrates issuing Ilonttovitir 
Mr. J. W. linn kin, in a note on the silver coins of the Jews, 
has afforded ample demonstration that the thick shekel* are 
not Maccal^ati but belong to the time of the First KovolL 

In Mr* IIIlFa list of Great coins acquired by the British 
MuReum* 1914-16, an somo Interesting pieces, Lhough the 
cutting off of the Government grant since the War has 
placed our national collection at A great disadvantage. There 
art, however, several individual contributions of interest, 
Fifty-seven bronze coins of Smyrna* including eighteen 
Hvmertia and several new magistrates* names, were pre¬ 
sented by Mr. W. if. Buckler, whose liberality has also 
added to the Museum 229 ancient Spanish coins of silver 
and bronze. Mr, J. Anderson of Athens has helped to fill 
the gap in the Athenian small change of tho fifth century n. c* 
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by his gift of thirty-three ^pecinieus of xfiXAv/Jn*. Qn the 
other hand, the British School of Ardueology in Egypt has 
presented* through Professor Flinders Petrie, a little hoard 
uf thirty-nine Athenian :! owls r ‘ found in the Ptnh temehos 
at Memphis. They are interest in g both From their remark¬ 
ably good style and from the fact that many of them dhow 
punch-marks,, recalling those on Persian sitjb i, 

A small bronze coin of Aegean in Lyk&onia shows a now 
type of portrait head on which Mr. Hill detecta the character¬ 
istic long chin of Alexander Bolus which Imhoof-Elunier 
lais failed to recognize in Lius series* A drachm of Cappu* 
docian fabric gives the name ami portrait of a hitherto tin* 
known king, Attains Epiphan-’fi, A small bronze coin of 
Densetrioa I belongs to a carious little group showing heads 
of animals ' which suggest that Dome-trios took an interest 
in natural history* Those on this piece are described by- 
Mr. Lydukker a* 14 a traatifUlke hound and an animal 
with long pointed ear* rambling a karakul T Lion A boors, 
and stage also occur on this scries.

The Cambridge Cabinet f so splendidly enriched by tho 
gift of the late Mr McClain, is fortunate In having the 
services of so zealous and competent an exponent us 
Sir. Grose. Even- fresh article from his pen ill mi rates the

Aiu-.iig the coins of the series discussed in Mr. Grose's 
recent comm nit lost ions many derive a special interest from 
having been rest ruck. Certain conclusions with regrinj to 
the relative antiquity of types may, in nearly all cases, be 
drawn from this phenomenon, and judgements formed from 
style alone must occasionally he revised on this ground. 
Mr, Grose, for instance, seems to have demonstrated that a dj» 
drachm type of ttefepnatian allowing the bend of Leukipnos 
in a Corinthian helmet is struck over an earlier date with 
the head of Nike and the inscription NIKA —n type which 
t.-i placed in the Hiatoria Xumonim after that with the bel meted 
head of the Achaean hero. 

The overstriking of a Terinaean. type on a stater of 
Neapolia is interesting as supplying a new numismatic eun- 
iteiion between the two cities otherwise illustrated by the 
Sik6 on the bydrift seen on a rare Neapolitan obol. From 
the oat ti r re 11 c e of two dmcltms of the Cam pun i n n mencemiritei 
at Entejlo, both ovits truck on coins of Kntane dating from 
about 404 B.Ci, Mr. Grose draws the very probable eon- 
elusion that the fret" horse with the grain of corn below it. 
which here already appeara as* typo of these mercenaries, has 
nothing to do with Tiiuoloon’a capture of Entail* in it42. 
but must he regarded as living been borrowed from, 
the Sicuk-Punie coinage. The appearance of a hybrid type 
With a female head and the legend [EYPAKOEION, 
coupled with a quadriga and the inscription Ziz, in Funic 
letters, suggests reasonable doubts as to whether it should 
be attributed to Syraeu.se or Fanormos. 

On on,- coin described by Mr. Grow, the noble tot red rack iu 
of Katniii- with the river tish swimming upwards beside the 
bend of A]jo!Jej, I may bo allowed to spank a little more at 
h ngth. Mr. Grose does not express too strong an opinion 
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when he says, “ for beauty combined with severity of artistic 
restraint it does not eeom to me that the equal of this coin 
can be found h not even in Apollo heads of the coins of the 
Chaicidic League, where the artist was probably acquainted 
with types of Cal an a He uot^ r among other points, the 
delicate treatment of each strand of hair and 44 the avoidance 
of loose ends that distract the eye** p the intertwining of 
the stoms of tho laurel wreath, and the fact that the treat¬ 
ment of the hair follows 11 Ein older tradition of the mint when 
under the influence of Leoutini^ 

This last observation is certainly true* but I venture to 
think that it baa an application that goes u good deal beyond 
the conclusion drawn by Mr. Grose. 

The other aide of tliia coin from the lower die presents a 
quadriga with prancing horses showing two necks and heads, 
with crawfish below. This transitional quadriga type re¬ 
appears on a fellow piece of KatarW-, where it is associated 
with a head of Apollo of somewhat later stylo 1 * * 4 with a Leaf, 
doubtless of oxAuw or water-parsley, behind. This latter 
type h also coupled with a walking quadriga/ 

As what are beyond doubt the Quest existing specimens 
of theise beautiful pieces, formerly in the Benson Collect ion/ 
are now I nr fare fflp T an inspection of them may bo ggneable 
to tho Society (see Figs, 5, 6). 

Tho prancing quadriga on these coins. as Mr. Grose 
admits, is practically identical with that found on Syracusan 
tetradrachuts dated by Head not later than 460 u.e./ “and 
probably never yet placed later than c* 450-410 b.c." The 
beads on the KaUmacan coins belong, as Tudeer points out, to

I aoi glad to acknowledge n much greater measure of 
agreement with the main thesis of Mr, Grose's paper, in 
which lie discusses Greek coin dies/ Taking m bin starting- 
point eevell specimens of dekadrachniH frnln a fmet tired die 
by Kimon 1 he pertinently asks how„ if the die of soft 

metal + it could still have been continuoanly j n use and the 
outline of the fracture have remained dear and sharp. The 
old idea that dies were cut in soft nuiterinl and rapidly pro¬ 
duced does not seem to lie Leu a hie. My own observations 
corroborate the view ex preyed by Mr* Grose that the 
number >-e known couta from the same die is -surprisingly 
large. This points, as he says, to the use ot a very durable 
metal, though it may well have been hardened breeze* 

That a greater number of varieties of hnpri^kiua of the 
upper die which produced the reverse of the coin, in the 
technical sense of the word, exists than of the obverse ifl 
a natural result of its greater liability to break* the lower 
die being let into the anvil, This was particularly the caae 
with designs in high relief on the Sicilian coins belonging 
to the finest period of art, such as the lac tug heads on the

These observations lead to a very difficult question which 
in becoming daily more urgent, especially in the field of 
Greek numismatic*. How am we rightly to define tho 
" obverse " and ,k reverse " of a coin? 

Till within recant years the word JJ obverse " wjis applied 
to wliat was considered to be the moat important aide, in 
most cam marked by n heatl T and " reverse * to the other. 
This in fact is tho rough elassi Scat ion implied by fc4 heads'* 
fvnd “tails" Our words are the English translation of the 
anim and avma of the older numismatists who wrote 
in Latin. The French equivalents are face or droit mid 
mvrs end raw; the German 1 vrdmrite or Ilauptseite and 
Jtiidseite or Kthmite, The French “pile on face * r s |iJl 
used as equivalent to our “beads or tails r \ goes bock to 
the mediaeval coinage, jife* F*ing so called from the anvil 
on which thw lower die was placed*

That such a distinction was often arbitrary it must be 
admitted. Yet m a rough and ready method it had distinct 
conveniences. It did not. however, square with the scientific 
plan of distinguishing between the impressions from the 
upper and the lower die. Tims a now nomenclature was 
introduced by Mr. Hill. 1 and followed by Regling, Tudeer, 
and others, by which the word 11 obverse " is confined to the 
sidL- »f the coin impressed by the lower die let into the 
anvil, and '‘reverse ” to the upper die that was actually 
struck by the hammer. Thb. as opposed to the other, may 
be called the “technological " nystem, 

Aiwt from tho fact Uuit it is always difficult to run 
counter to a system in general use—not in itself a sufficient 
argument—it seems to me that certain grave Inconveniences 
attach to the new system. It j a founded 0n m , 
such as is i in [died by the comparative Importance of the 
two sides of a coin. It is quite true, indeed, that in the 
earlier classes of coins the new system generally corresponds 
with the old. Owing to the use of the punch-marks on 
the upper face of the coin the development of the design was 
excluded or greatly restricted on that side, and Was rele¬ 
gated to the lower die. Thus on many early coins there Is 
really no type except that of the obverse as above defined. 

Later on. however, ,\s the punch-marks developed into 
the quadrvtutn incusum, ami tliat itself finally disappeared,

similar head the lion is shifted to the u hammer" side. 
Once more, m the case of the did me bin with the very 
beautiful head of the fountain Nymph of later fabric, accom¬ 
panied by a vine spray, the Hon returns to his second 
position on the * % anvil* side. 

The Nymph's head is succeeded by that of Athena, and 
Hug now permanently occupies the '"anvil'' side, the lion 
being again relegated to the upper die,

Is not such a result itself a isdiicfio ad absurdum of the 
proposed system ? 

So too, to take, Almost at random, on ampins of coins of 
Sicilian cities, the 11 head " side on coins of Kamarma, the 
two eagles on tetrad rachitis of Akragas, the River God at 
Selhuis* shift froui faro to face according to the di^sinker's 
whim. On the early coins of Iicontraoi the head of Apollo 
is on the upper die j on ih* Inter issue* he appears on the 
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lower* According to the new arrangement the sun* God [3 
on the '* reverse” in the final cose, mid on the M obverse p f in 
the oilier* In tabulated columns the artistic succession of 
Jill these types would be broken up. 

The proposed new nomenclature* moreover, at most 
touches a section of ancient coin*. In the modern system 
nf mintage it is ft pure Accident which type occupies ft place 
nn the upper or lower die* The craftsman entrusted with 
the striking of 11 coin takes up at haphazard one of the two 
dies and bevels its rim for insertion into the anvil* Tm 
take nn individual instance* the Jutland medals illustrated 
on jpp. 2S^2S ware executed in this way without any reference 
to the ile^ign or comparative relief* end it could only l>e by 
referring to the actual dies that it would l*e jKiirihle to 
discover which, in the now interpretation of the word, is 
the obverse and which is the reverse* Yet no intelligent 
person would doubt in any ease which was the principal 
*ide. 

But it is unnecessary to cite further examples of the 
confusion that would result from the adoption of the new 
system* A principal object in the exposition of uny group 
of coins in tit W able to trace the evolution of tfm types of 
the sums class* By the time-honoured system of obverse 
and reverse as applied to Greek coins this object was at 
least secured. But the shifting about of types of one kind or 
another between the up|icr and lower die** to suit the con* 
venience or ofteft, it would seem, the caprice of the mint 
official is a subject of quite subsidiary importance as com¬ 
pared with the other. It h true that this changing over, as 
in the aise of the dies* with the facing heads cited, from the 
hammer to the anvil side may nt times illustrate a technical 
need. So T too, the constant tendency of the chariot types 
to appear on the obverse side of coins ls not the result of 
mere caprice, but of the artistic need of securing the widest 
possible held for the development of such designs, which, in 
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xliv earlier period at least* was more easily obtained cm the 
flat lower die. But the weight of scientific interest clearly 
preponderates in favour of providing the best apparatus for 
comparative study. Could there be a letter itihtance of the 
disadvantages of the oilier system tlijm the parallel columns 
of types given by Dr* Til deer, one of the adherents of the 
ixevr system, in his exhaustive work on Syracusan totrn- 
drachma? His method of exj^ition, in any case, requires 
n special .study for its undereta tiding. but it is rendered 
still more difficult by the breaking up of columns giving 
the Hiicomion of head types by others representing chariots, 
and vice versa- 

Eut though I mm quite unable to accept the new use of 
the terms lv obverse” and 11 reverse n in the ca*?e of Greek 
coins as approved by the eminent numismatists cited, I am 
so fat in agreement with them that I fully recognise the de¬ 
sirability of placing on record* whore it is possible, the toclmo- 
logical distinction between the upper and lower dies. Surely, 
however, it should not pass the wit of man to supply such 
n record without interfering with the older and simpler 
terminology. Where, as is almost invariably the case in 
the older series of coins, the 14 obverse Th in fact represents 
I fie impression of the lower die, no distinguishing note need 
he appended. But where a “ head 11 ty^, for instance, was 
executed on the upper die and the H tail ” tyjic on the lower. 
Home such an indication might fie supplied an sup* Superiorj 
In the first casu, and inf* (inferior) In the other. I would, 
at any rate, lake this opportunity of throwing out this 
suggestion. 

I may add that there is one more practical obstacle in the 
way of the adoption of the now system. As a matter of 
fiictp In the case of many of the later coins from the last 
psLrl of the fifth century onwards it is often impossible — 
! speak, at least, from my own experience—to make out 
whether the fhev or hack of an individual coin belongs 
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respectively to the tapper or th^ lower die* It is only by 
investigating their connexions and derivation that a probable 
iflg ffftf cun in most cases be supplied* We are almost 
reduced to the state of (m^ileniBnt of the German Professor 
who is credited with the profound observation tint " which 
is the right bank snd which is the left bank of a river can 
only be determined at its source r '.
